@. Owen, could you tell me if there's some place in the area where I 
could bring old magazines to be re-cycled, or some organization 
that could use them, or something? I have got stacks and stacks 
of old Newsweeks, New Yorkers, and TV Guides just lying 
around taking up space. Thanks a lot. — Becky Lorberfeld, 
Cam bridge. 

A. You can take magazines to Graham Paper Company, 25 Otis St., 
Cambridge. Tie them in bundles or put the piles in extra brown 
paper bags. Call 876-7305 for more information. If you also hoard 
newspapers, you can take them to Graham. Lucky you — the 
city of Cambridge will pick up newspapers (no magazines or 
books, however) that are tied in bundles six to eight inches thick. 
On trash day put the bundles on the curb. Call 876-6800 if you 
have any problems. Sometimes hospitals or schools can use old 
magazines but you would have to call individual institutions. 

Q. Arthur Janov mentions in his book The Primal Revolution that 
the waiting list for therapy at the Primal Institute in L.A. is ex- 
tremely long and that many people have to be turned down. Do 
you know of anyone in Massachusetts who does Primal 
Therapy? Do you know of anyone anywhere who does it other 
than Janov? — J.D., Cambridge. 


Primary Primal Scream? 


A. There are a lot of rumors about who does what and it seems 
safest to say that only Janov in L.A. does Janov’s Primal 
Therapy. You can get similar, though not identical, therapy in 
Boston. The Center for Emotional Awareness in Kenmore 
Square follows the theories of Daniel Casriel (of the Casriel 
Institute of New York) where the primary technique is scream- 
ing leading to the primary focus of getting in touch with one’s 
feelings. Call them at 266-2661 Monday-Friday 8:30-5:30 or 
Saturday 9-1 to set up an interview. I assume you know where to 
get cough drops for any possible sore throat. 

Q. I would like to know what has become of a New York group 
known as Safe Return. I would also like to know the results of a 
meeting they conducted in late February regarding amnesty. If 
you could send me any information about amnesty I would ap- 
preciate it. Or perhaps you could refer me to someplace else. 
Thanks. — Phil Norton, Waltham. 

A. The people involved with Safe Return have been working hard 
for the past year and a half and are in contact with other groups 
and individuals in England, Canada, Sweden, and France. The 
international conference for exiles they had planned for 
February was banned from Paris by the French Government. 
The reason given was that the conference might interfere with 
the “‘peace talks’ in Paris. Presently they have no plans to 
replace the conference though they might try again sometime. 
For more information, write to Safe Return at 156 Fifth Ave., 
New York, N.Y. 10010 or call them at 212-242-7440. Closer to 
home, Elizabeth Boardman at the American Friends Service 
Committee has been working on the question of amnesty. She 
has files of information and would be glad to help you. Call 864- 
3150 or stop by the AFSC at 48 Inman St., Cambridge. People at 
the Legal In-Service Project (LISP) have helped individuals 
with amnesty questions although they do not anticipate working 
on a specific program. Call 262-1431 or see them at the Freedom 
Center, located in the basement of the Arlington Street Church 
in Boston. Even closer to you is John Cupples at Clergy and Lai- 
ty Concerned (CALC), 474 Centre St., Newton, 969-7900. I hope 
this is enough for you to start your search.

Dear Owen, 

I would have written you earlier about this, but I’ve been too busy 
studying. You once mentioned a Norse legend about a sort of last 
supper at which Loki killed Baldur.

I was very glad to see the arti- 
cle in the Phoenix entitled “Why 
the Appeal of Teenage Guru?”

finger on the skin in the corner of 
the eye. A patch of light can then 
be seen on the side opposite the 
finger. What is happening is that 
the brain is fooled because 
pressure of the finger triggers off 
receptors in the eye. Of course, 
the brain interprets it as light as 
some sort, because nerve im- 
pulses are always the same, 
however they are initiated, and 
because the brain decides what 
kinds of stimulus has occurred 
largely on the basis of knowing 
which fibres are connected to 
each kind of receptor” 

So much tor “Divine Light"! 
(The quote is from ‘Brain 
Mechanisms and Mind” by Dr. 
Keith Ontley, printed by Dutton 
in 1972, page 65.) 

I have nothing against 
spirituality, but I have against 
ignorance, particularly self- 
righteous ignorance. 

There is indeed divine light in 
the world, but I find it in the 
swarm of photons through space, 
and reflected in the eyes of those 
who try to understand each other 
and the world, rather than live in 
their own fantasies.

FANZINES 


To the Editor: 

Michael Baron’s article on 
science fiction conventions in the 
March 20 Boston Phoenix seems

ment received by science fiction 
fans from the alternative press of 
Boston. There seems to be one or 
two areas in which his con- 
clusions seem questionable. 

Mr. Baron says, “Perhaps one 
reason the pulps are losing pop- 
ularity is because of the great 
number of amateur magazines or 
‘fanzines’ that are springing up 
all over the country.”’ Those fan- 
zines that I have read do not in 
any way seem to me to compete 


with the pulps or in our peculiar - 


terminology ‘“‘prozines’’. They 
serve an entirely different func- 
tion. At one end of the spectrum 
they may be a printed diary of 
the editor’s personal activity and 
feelings about whatever is on his 
mind that day. I subscribe to 
three fanzines myself. The first 
is Locus. This is a bi-weekly 
newsletter on science fiction. It 
includes listings: of books, 
magazine contents, fanzines, 
and markets for stories. It has 
won two Hugos as best Fanzine. 
The second is Granfaloon. This 
is a general interest fanzine. 
Material includes a list of books 
and magazines. There is an 
irregularly appearing cooking 
column. A few issues back Gran- 
faloon published two chapters 
cut by the publishers in one of 
Terry Carr’s novels. Finally 
there is Riverside Quarterly. 
This has occasional poetry and 
short fiction, but its main pur- 
pose is as a forum for science fic- 
tion and fantasy criticism. An 
important part of fanzines like 
Granfaloon is the letter column 
that provides an outlet for still 
more people and their ideas. 

There really seem to be two 
factors that are contributing to 
the decline of the science fiction 
magazines. The first is lousy cir- 
culation. I have no doubt that 
the people on the Boston 
Phoenix and its competitor The 
Real Paper know what a snarled 
up mess the world of magazine 
and newspaper distribution is. 
One of the reasons that Analog 
has continuing good circulation 
is that it is published by Conde 
Nast. If a distributor wants to 
carry other Conde Nast 
magazines which include some 
perennially fast moving 
magazines as Vogue he has to 
distribute Analog too. Try to 
find magazines like Amazing 
and Jf on a dealers racks on a 
regular basis. 

The second problem the 
magazines face is the original 
anthology. Orbit and Dangerous 
Visions come to mind most 
readily. They provide an alter- 
native market for developing 
writers and are generally cir- 
culated in paperback form by 
publishers that don’t have the 
distribution problems faced by 
the magazines. 

In the midst of this seemingly 
dismal situation painted by 
those who feel that the 
magazines are on the way out 
there has occurred an unusual 
event. February 1973 saw the 
birth of a new science fiction 
magazine, Vertex. The first issue 
was weak. It had entirely too 
much in the way of reprinted or 
expanded material. For better or 
worse it represents an attempt to 
try something a bit different in 
SF magazine publishing. Vertex 
abandons the traditional digest 
style format for the more com- 
mon size used by general interest 
magazines. One drawback is 
that there is a $1.50 price tag on 
it. The most common prediction 
is that for a buck and a half and 
no naked women, it doesn’t 
stand a chance. 

To sum up‘then, fanzines are 
not the villain in the troubles the 
prozines are going through. I 
previously mentioned that I sub- 
scribe to three fanzines. I also 
subscribe to four of the prozines 
and buy the others regularly. In 

‘ this I am not too atypical. 

Come back next year Michael 
Baron, perhaps Boskone XI will 
not seem as lacklustre.

This week’s boycott may be hard to 
stomach, but the movement to stop buy- 
ing meat for seven days has a grassroots 
support unlike that of past protests. 

Its organizers are “housewives who are 
tired of coming home from the super- 
market twice and three times a week 
hostile, really upset and frustrated” with 
food prices, according to Peg Ireland, 
coordinator of a Lawrence boycott group 
“that doesn’t have a name.” 

“Ninety-five per cent of the women I’ve 
spoken to have never been involved in this 
sort of thing before,” Ms. Ireland said. 
“They tell me they want to picket, and 
they’re usually disappointed to settle for 
the quiet calm things like petitions.” 

Most organized of the boycott groups is 
SCRIMP (Save Cash: Reduce 
Immediately Meat Prices), which has 


chapters throughtout the Boston area. 


Diane Fullman, a SCRIMP organizer in 
Concord, said that boycotts will be used 
to fight other rising food costs. ““We will 
be calling for boycotts the first week of 
every month if this one works,” she said. 


The Mooless April Movement of 
Southboro plans further protest too. Its 
members are housewives who aren’t 
politically oriented. ““They’re just doing 
what they can to stop a bad thing,” 
David Kelly, their press secretary, ex- 
plained. Kelly said he joined the Mooless 
April Movement because ‘‘... my 
girlfriend got involved with the boycott, 
and then I realized maybe I should do 
something too. I‘m getting sick of paying 
seventy-five cents for a hamburger 
myself.” 

The Mooless Movement will be passing 
out pamphlets at the three major grocery 
stores in Framingham this week. “Our ef- 
forts won’t cease after this week,” Kelly 
said. “We'll keep fighting the food costs.” 

“To be effective you’ve got to demand 
the complete plan of action,” said Rev. 
Robert J. McEwen, S.J., of Boston 
College. “I want to get all those people in 
town movements organized on a larger 
basis so we can define and detail our goals 
and strategies.”’ This organization of town 
movements was begun with Saturday’s 
noon demonstration outside the John F. 
Kennedy Building at Government Center. 

“T don’t expect an immediate effect this 
week,” Father McEwen said. “But it’s 
where we start. If fish and poultry go wild 
we'll boycott them next.” 

Father McEwen said he’s been trying to 
organize consumers “... for about 20 years 
now... and I’ve never seen. anything 
penetrate like this price issue. I have 4,200 
pledges (to support the boycott) just from 
people in Worcester. Response on this is 
amazing. The length and extent of abuse 
in food costs has brought about what I 
think will be a consumers’ war on the 
meat industry. They’ve been so arrogant 
and smug and insolent, ignoring 
housewives’ complaints.”

Some supporters of the boycott put the 
blame elsewhere. Susan Foehrenbach, a 
junior high school teacher who lives in 
Cambridge, said, ““The blame should be 
put on the government, not the farmer, 
the markets, or even the meat industry. 
The government mismanages the 
economy.” 

The SCRIMP petition is a plea to the 
ones they feel are responsible: 

“We, the undersigned, urge the federal 

vernment and the food industry to take 
immediate action to hold down and if 
possible to roll back meat prices.” 

The petitions will be sent to members of 
congress, and to the President. 

Shoppers in Tewkesbury will be en- 
couraged by boycott groups to keep their 
grocery receipts from this meatless week 
and compare them with receipts when 
they are buying meat again. Those sets 
will be sent to Congressman Paul Cronin. 
Other groups in the area plan much the 
same effort, sending receipts to President 
Nixon. Women’s groups in Andover will 
pass our fliers with meatless recipes. 
There are going to be lots of unusual 
things brewing in Boston this week. 

It seems every newspaper every 
women’s group, every boycott organiza- 
tion — you ame it — has put out a menu 
or a collection of recipes to ease the under- 
meated bellies. 

This is not the first meatless week for 
many Bostonians. Steve Litman, a 
SCRIMP organizer in Weymouth, said he 
spoke to the Massachusetts Association 
for the Elderly a few weeks ago to en- 
courage them to support the meat 
boycott. 

“They listened to me without saying 
anything,” Litman said. “But afterwards

The Consumers Have a Word for It

Anchovies Push

“About the time Phase 3 is ushered in 
this spring,” the Wall Street Journal 
predicted on January 3, “US consumers 
could be socked with spiraling meat 
prices.” 

Oh, so true. But how could such an 
event be foretold? Because, as any 4-H 
clubber will tell you, meat grows on 
grains. And, as any market analyst will 
tell you, the price of feed grains literally 
doubled in 1972. 

Fifteen months ago, in December of 
1971, the prices of grains fed to cattle, pigs 
and poultry were only 7 percent higher 
than they were in 1967. Just 12 months 
later, in December of 1972, these same 
prices were 107 percent higher than in 
1967. 

It is this incredible rise in feed grain 
prices which is primarily responsible for 
the soaring costs of meat now. 

“The most important single factor 


Up Meat Prices 


behind the rise in crop prices (including 
feed grains) was,” according to John 
Schnittker, a former Under Secretary of 
Agriculture, ‘the disasterous crop failure 
in the Soviet Union.” 

Schnittker’s reference, of course, is to 
Russia’s purchase of 422 million bushels 
of American wheat last August. This 
enormous drain on US wheat supplies 
allowed big wheat producers and 
marketers to increase sharply the price of 
the remaining supply, making a loaf of 
bread a penny harder to come by and 
wheat impractical as an animal feed 
grain. 

With wheat priced out of the feed grain 
market, the demand for other feed grains 
— corn, grain sorghum and particularly 
soybeans — naturally increased, allowing 
big increases in their prices as well. To 
make matters worse, there was an absence 
of the only other major source of animal

feed — which is, oddly enough, anchovies. 

Every September, the Pacific’s Hum- 
boldt Current earries hordes of anchovies 
into the nets of fisher folk near the coast of 
Peru. Ground into meal, anchovies com- 
pete with grains as livestock feed. But last 
September, the Humboldt Current didn’t 
come up the coast of Peru; it went 200 
miles out to sea, taking the anchovies out 
of reach. “‘For the Administration,” wrote 
Business Week, ‘‘this was a major stroke 
of bad luck.” Without the competing 
anchovy, feed grain growers and 
processors could raise their prices at will 
and did. 


Crunch Delayed 
As events pressured the price of feed 


grains ever upward, the cost increases . 


were passed along the marketing line. The 
crunch at the meat counter, however, was

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Steve Washington 
This Tuesday, April 3, Steve 


Washington will finally get his 


day in court. 

His trial is taking place a full 
21 months and 14 days after he 
allegedly raped a woman, a 
charge that many observers feel 
was trumped up to discredit 
him. 

Washington, a former super- 
visor at Boston City Hospital, is 
the man who protested police 
harassment of patients on the 
accident floor of the hospital. On 
December |}, 1972, a few days 
after he issued the complaint, 
police served him a warrant for a 
rape that was supposed to have 
occurred June 20, 1971. 

The police variously claim 
that they somehow lost the 
warrant for a year and a half and 
then found it , or that they had 
been searching for Washington 
unsuccessfully during ‘71 and ‘72. 

Washington counters the 
latter contention by pointing out 
that he was on probation on a 
suspended sentence all that 
time. Anyone who wanted to find 
him needed only to inquire of his 
probation officer. 

In view of the time lapse 
between the crime and the 
arrest, Washington’s lawyers, 
Doyle, Donnelly and Kehoe of 
Cambridge, have filed a motion 
for dismissal of the case, on the 
grounds that Washington was 
not given a speedy trial. That 
motion will come up on Tuesday 
also. 

Even if the motion is denied, 
his lawyers say they have ample 
evidence to exonerate him. They 
have discovered that there 


probably was an assault of some 


kind, and have found witnesses 
who saw the assailant leave the 
victim’s apartment. The 
witnesses say the man was not 
Washington and further, that 
they reported the crime to some 
nearby policemen who didn’t 
give chase to the assailant.

charges against Troy this week 
that could lead to Troy’s disbar- 
ment. 

SJC attorneys Raymond 
Young and James D. St. Clair 
requested authority in late 
December to investigate Troy’s 
off-the-bench activities. At the 
same time they asked for sub- 
poena powers. 

Both requests were granted. 
Young and St. Clair now intend 
to file an enlarged ‘‘infor- 
mation,”’ a legal document 
reporting findings from their in- 
vestigation into Troy’s activities. 

While the probe conducted 
last year by Judge Franklin 
Flaschner centered around 
Troy’s mistreatment of poor peo- 
ple in the courtroom, the up- 


comin procedure will examine: 
oy’s absences from the 

—The pattern of his verdicts 
in civil cases, : 

—the use of court personnel 
for Troy’s personal purposes, 

—the judge’s political fund- 
raising activities, 

—and if Troy’s business ac- 
tivities and personal conduct are 
‘‘inconsistent with... (his) 
judicial position and position as 
a lawyer.” 

The exhaustive pre-trial in- 
vestigation, conducted behind 
closed doors, has reportedly in- 
cluded a check on Troy bank ac- 
counts in Phoenix, Arizona and 
New York City. 

On March 12 the investigators 
heard testimony from Martin 


Hanley, former aide to House 
Speaker John “Iron Duke” 
Thompson and former head of 
the Small Loans Division of the 
state’s Banking Dept. He was 
close to Troy for years. Hanley is 
currently serving time for his 
conviction in a small loans 
bribery case. 

The SJC’s probe into Troy’s 
political fund-raising activities 
included testimony on March 16 
by former lieutenant governor 
Francis, X. Bellotti, allegedly a 
recipient of Troy-garnered 
money. 

Forced to testify by a sub- 
poena, Bellotti notified the court 
that he was stepping out as 
Troy’s lawyer in. the inquiry. 
Bellotti had entered the case in 
late December after Troy had a 
fight with his previous counsel, 
James J. Sullivan, over his fee. 

Former associates of Troy con- 
tacted last week view Bellotti’s 
departure as another indication 
that the SJC investigators are 
leaving no stone unturned. 

The handwriting is on the 
wall, the former Troy pals feel. 
The judge is in serious trouble. 
As the SJC proceeding ap- 
proaches, they can’t understand 
why Troy doesn’t simply retire. 


Dispatched 


Dispatch News Service Inter- 
national — one of the leading 
alternative news services in the 
world — has announced that it is 
temporarily suspending publica- 
tion. 

Dispatch was founded five 
years ago, and built up an exten- 
sive network of news reporters 
throughout the world, par- 
ticularly in Southeast Asia. 
Dispatch is credited with being' 
the first organization in the 
world to report the use of “tiger 
cages” by the South Vietnamese 
government for imprisonment of 
“political prisoners.”

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Luxury 
Tenants 
Organize

They came to the promised land, they 
paid dearly for it, and they found: pot 
holes, leaky windows, buckling floors, 
flaking paint, little security in the garage, 
ear-crunching noises from the garbage 
crusher, and musak in the lobby. 

These are the laments of the tenants in 
Boston’s newest and most lavish apart- 
ment complex, Harbor Towers on the 
downtown waterfront near the Aquarium. 
They have prompted the birth of the 
city’s first tenants’ association in a luxury 
building. 

Tenants groups have proliferated es- 
pecially among low income groups, 
sometimes led by ex-student radicals who 
see gut issues like housing as an effective 
tool to organize the otherwise powerless to 
win real if limited victories. The rhetoric 
and the tactics of these groups have 
trickled up to more city city wealthy 
renters. . 

This is not to suggest that disgruntled 
luxury apartment dwellers are about to 
jump onto the barricades with their im- 
poverished fellow tenanis. But when 
Mayor Collins and later Mayor White 
decided to make a concentrated effort to 
keep and evenJure back rich professionals 
from the suburbs, they helped create the 
conditions for a potentially powerful 
counterforce government 
bureaucracies. 

Ron Cornew is an example. A math 
teacher at Simmons College, officer in a 
Cambridge computer firm and computer 
consultant, he lives on Long Wharf, a str- 
ing of converted warehouses now luxury 
apartments operated by the same people 
who run Harbor Towers. Cornew is also 
chairperson of the Waterfront Association 
which groups together the mostly affluent 
residents along the harbor between the 
North End and Harbor Towers. Working 
with North End neighborhood 
organizations the Waterfront Association 
has succeeded in reopening the BRA’s 
plans for the area which will now be 
redrawn with more local participation. 

Cornew’s group is also a member of the 
Greater Boston Committee on the 
Transportation Crisis, an odd coalition of 
residents’ and merchants’ groups from 


neighborhoods along the paths of the. 


proposed expressways these groups 
helped defeat. Governor Sargent’s deci- 
sion last fall not to build any more 
highways through Boston, a decision 
made against the interests of strong in- 
dustry lobbying forces, was a dramatic 
victory for the eclectic Transportation 
Crisis Committee. 


CURB 

Most recently the Waterfront Associa- 
tion has joined with groups from other ur- 
ban renewal areas in the city to form 
CURB (Communities United for the Real 


Boston). CURB’s immediate concerns are

Wetlands Loophole Attacked 


By Tom Sheehan 

The giant Cumberland Farms dairy 
company, under a loophole in the state’s 
new Wetlands Protection Act, is levelling 
1900 acres of wetlands in southeastern 
Massachusetts. 

Environmentalists fear the company’s 
actions may lead to flooding and pollution 
in the entire Taunton River system, which 
empties into Rhode Island Sound. 

They fear too that Cumberland could 
use the 1900-acre Great Cedar Swamp 
between the towns of Halifax and 
Middleboro as a dumping ground for cow 


manure. 


“Cumberland could turn this thing into 
one big manure lagoon,” said a Halifax 
town official last week. 

Cumberland resumed clearing and 
bulldozing the wetlands’ forests last week 
after a temporary court order against the 
company was lifted. The destruction of 
the forest is now at least 20 per cent com- 
plete. 

Environmentalists say the land is a 
high run-off area and that the stripping of 
the forest will lead to clay erosion and 
drainage into the river system. 

Cumberland bought the swamp in 
December for a reported $256,500 with the 
intention of turning it into cornfields. But 
according to the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice of the U.S. Dept. of Agriculture, only 
about 15 per cent of the land is farmable 
without extensive drainage and filling 
operations. 

Local environmentalists, as well as 
representatives of the Massachusetts 
Forest and Parks Association and the 
Conservation Law Foundation, fear the 
fill may include cow manure from the 
company’s 2500-cow farm in nearby 
Bridgewater. 

Cumberland’ has been dumping 
truckloads of manure from that farm 
since last July on another property in. 
Halifax. The manure is around five feet 


deep at spots and piled dangerously close 
to the banks of the Winnetuxet River. 

Cumberland attorney Robert McNeil 
last week denied the company will dump 
any manure in the swamp. He also said 
the company won’t clear the entire 
swamp, but will leave some lowland “for 
fishing and whatever the environmen- 
talists want.’”’ He was unable to give a 
precise figure on the amount of land to be 
cleared. 

“That’s the problem,” said George 
Cavicchi, executive secretary to the 
Halifax selectmen. “Usually a reputable 
firm will tell you by way of a plan what 
they intend to do, but Cumberland 
hasn't.” 

In an effort to uncover Cumberland’s 
intent, ten area residents filed suit 
against the company. On March 23 a 
court order that had temporarily halted 
Cumberland’s bulldozers was lifted by 
Plymouth Superior Court Judge John F. 
Moriarty. 

With the bulldozers back at work and 
the full trial not scheduled until early 
May, the fate of Great Cedar could soon 
become a moot question. 

Two Slim Hopes 

At present the swamp’s survival 
appears to rest on two slim hopes: possi- 
ble intervention by Atty. Gen. Robert 
Quinn and a piece of late-filed legislation 
that would close the loophole in the 
Wetlands Act. 

Commissioner of Natural Resources 
Arthur Brownell said last week he has 
asked the Attorney General “‘to seek ac- 
tion in the courts to make Cumberland, 
prove the work they’re doing is 
agricultural.” 

The AG’s office said last week a 


response to Brownell’s request will be . 


made shortly. 
Under the state’s Wetlands Protection 
Act of 1972, considered a model en- 


vironmental law, agricultural concerns 
are exempted from the requirement that 
all alterations of wetlands be approved by 
local conservation commissions. 
Cumberland claims agricultural status; 
thus, its swamp filling activities appear to 
be legal. 

In direct reaponse to what he calls 
Cumberland's ‘‘abuses of the agricultural 
exemption,”’ state rep John Ames 
(R—Easton), along with Rep. Frank 
Hatch (R—Beverly), has filed a bill that 
would essentially eliminate it. (The bill's 
language, says Ames, would still exempt 
the cranberry industry, which depends on 
the ability to alternate between wet and 
dry fields.) 

Although the bill was filed late and will 
require a four-fifths vote by both the 
House and Senate before it is even con-

Noel Coward: 


Forgotten Virtues 


By Timothy S. Mayer 

The theater tends to mythologize itself: 
a trick which it accomplishes by means of 
anecdotes — some old, some very old — of 
narcissism and backstage feuds, of cun- 
ning adlibs and elegant obscenities, of 
putdowns, dedication, missing props, and 
The Magical Moment When. Now lots of 
these anecdotes are very funny, quite a 
few of them are sentimental — movingly 
so, and a surprising number are actively 
melodramatic. But almost all of them are 
tinged (somebody else might say 
saturated) with the bitchy and the 
maudlin, like graffiti in the Brattle Men’s 
Room. As narratives, they double back to 
a world of posturing. They are seldom up- 
lifting. For the most part they concern 
themselves with what W. S. Gilbert called 
“a morbid love of admiration.” Old ac- 
tors, according the one of these myths, 
have the ghoulish if appropriate habit of 
counting the lines in their friends’ 
obituaries. The show, as it were, goes on. 

Noel Coward, who wrote plays and 
songs whichresemble theatrical anecdotes 
but transcend them, did very well with his 
obituaries. Last Tuesday all the major 
papers of England and America ran front 
page stories on his sudden death at 73. A 
majority of the obits were accompanied 
with photographs, assessments of his 
work, and copious followups. Tuesday 


- night Jack Lemmon interrupted the 


dreariest Academy Awards in living 
memory with a spontaneous and nicely 
phrased salute to Master” as 
Coward has come to be ealled in recent 
years. But of the many tributes which 
came pouring in, I particularty admired 
the cadences of Lord Olivier’s statement: 
“It is not possible for me to be splendidly 
and objectively eloquent on the death of 
my so beloved friend of such long years. 
Any comprehensive appreciation of his 
life and time is a prodigious task for the 
heartiest of spirits, and this moment finds 


Coward wrote: 


me bereft of any other expression except 
that of grief.” 

That’s how I feel to, although essential- 
ly I only know Coward from the page, and 
from his postwar work on television and 
the occasional record. My parents ad- 
mired him — they’d seen Design For Liv- 
ing during their engagement — and they 
gave me his books. I wish we’d had more 
opportunity to see him act. judging from 
those infrequent movies, he was an almost 
Brechtian actor in the sense that his per- 
formances were always neatly distanced, 
spare, and absolutely crisp. He called 
attention to the construct but he never 
hammed. Do you remember how discreet- 
ly he removed all those scenes from Alec 
Guinness in “Our Man In  Havana’’? 
He was very good. One would like to have 
cast him in something by Pinter, as 
Mennenius Agrippa in Coriolanus, or in 
Brecht’s Life of Edward II. But of course 
he wouldn’t have done those parts for fear 
of being tedious. Being tedious was 
something he was opposed to. In his 
famous advice to Osborne and the others, 
“Consider the public. 
Treat it with tact and courtesy. It will 
accept much from you if you are clever 
enough to win it to your side. Never fear it 
nor despise it. Coax it, charm it, interest 
it, stimulate it, shock it now and then if 
you must, make it laugh, make it cry, but 
above all, dear pioneers... never, never, 
never bore the living hell out of it.” 

That got him in trouble with the Angry 
Young Men. So did: “The first allegiance 
of a young playwright should be not to his 
political convictions, nor to his moral or 
social conscience, but to his talent.” 

By 1950, he’d become anathema to The 
Serious. His obvious belief that applause 
and money were legitimate aspirations for 
someone in the theater disgusted many 
people who didn’t like to see themselves

3 Versions of McCord

I had just gotten back from the 
Democratic National Convention in 
Miami Beach. They guy told me his story 
quickly and quietly. A friend, he said, had 
been looking into the assassination of 
‘John Kennedy and had stumbled across 
information that indicated there was a 
plot afoot to kill George McGovern. 

The Watergate break-in, he continued, 
was set up—in part—to get a copy of the 
floor plan of the McGovern suite in 
Miami. The guy was not sure whether 
the plot was still on but felt I ought to call 
my friends on the McGovern staff and 
issue a warning. 

Knowing that the Watergate break in- 
volved five Cuba Bay of Pigs veterans, I 
instead called two friends in Miami, both 
Cuban, both with close ties to the anti- 
Castro militants, to check out the report. 
Within 24 hours they got back to me: 
there was indeed a plot to kill McGovern. 
‘The one name mentioned was that of 
Emilio Santana. 

With mixed emotions I called a friend 
on the presidential nominee’s staff. To my 
surprise he did not treat me as a nut or a 
raving paranoid or some reporter a little 
much into his cups. Instead the staffer 
took down every word and urged me to see 
what other information I could dig up. 

It was not until recently that I learned 
that—just prior to the time of my 
call—the Committee to Investigate 
Assassinations (CTIA), among others, 
had warned the McGovern people of the 
same plot. Security was stepped up. No 
attempt, as far as I know, was ever 
made. 

Front Page Paranoia 
Last week, James McCord blew the lid

gives conflicting stories about his purposes, name and associations. 


According to the conventional wisdom, 
John W. McCord Jr. is a superspy. But 
this orthodox version of McCord is too 
superficial. It wants us to think that a 
top-level superspy at the height of his 
career would buckle from mere disap- 
pointment and loneliness and fear of a lit- 
tle prison, exhibiting however not the 
least trace of moral torment but on the 
contrary coming across as the very self- 
portrait of composure. 

We must therefore wonder if there is 
not another McCord besides the un- 
believable cold spy we are being shown. 

And we say at once: If McCord is not 
freaking out, then he must be fronting, 
covering for something else, putting a 
move on, playing a game somehow 
different from the game he lets us see. 

People I know are everywhere spon- 
taneously coming to feel some kind of con- 
nection between the strangeness of 
Watergate and the mystery of JFK’s 
death. The main reason for this, I think, is 
the dawning realization that if the 
Warren Commission’s theory that a lone 
Oswald killed JFK is so flimsy, then it is 
flimsy for everyone, including Earl 
Warren, whose commission must 
therefore have been serving hidden pur- 
poses. Anyone who sees the 10-second 
Zapruder film (Bob Katz has been show- 
ing a bootlegged print in Harvard Square; 
see McCollum’s piece in the 3/27 Bostan 
Phoenix) is forever convinced not merely 
that Kennedy got hit from the front, 
which blows the whole Warren Commis- 
sion story. without another thing being 
said, but that it is not even possible to be 
in doubt, about this. The immediately 
self-evident consequence of this is that

How to Kill a Bill 


By Charlie McCollum 

When I was in high school our civics 
text book had nothing to say about the 
workings of government. It gave us the 
ideals of that government; how it was sup- 
posed to work. That it almost never works 
that way I had to find out on my own. 

The Massachusetts state legislature is 
supposed to be a model of democracy. It 
is, for example, one of the few such state 
bodies to continue the practice of allowing 
citizens to file their own bills; a Colonial 
tradition which most legislatures have 
dropped. Each and every bill is supposed 
to receive a fair hearing before a 
legislative committee. Then the com- 
mittee should carefully consider the bill 
and report favorably or unfavorablyggn it 
to the whole body which is supposed to 
debate it on the floor. 


There were some seven thousand bills 
considered in the last session of the 
Massachusetts legislature. Hardly any 
received that kind of treatment. 


Perhaps the most outrageous example 
from last session was the case of the 
Disappearing Lobbying Bill. Here 
was a piece of legislation that was passed 
unanimously in the House and with one 
dissenting vote in the Senate and yet 
never made it into law. 

It seems several reform groups had 
combined to push a package which put a 
stop to some of the more flagrant abuses 
by lobbyists. That package was first con- 
sidered by the Joint Legislative Com- 
mittee on State Administration. Com- 
mittee Chairman John McGlynn (D — 


’ Medford) took a number of similar bills 


and, from them, wrote up a new, tougher 
piece of legislation. 


The chief features of the McGlynn 
rewrite were sections that would prohibit 
lobbyists from making campaign con- 
tributions and require them to make 
quarterly expense statements. Some ma- 
jor lobbyists would have to file monthly 
records of their spending. The lobbyists 
like the latter section of the bill not at all. 
More than a few were happy with the 
campaign contribution section because it 
freed them from having to buy tickets to 
every politician’s “testimonial” dinner. 
The pols needless to say wanted that 
money to keep on flowing.

Senate Pres. Kevin Harrington had 
an earlier lobbyist bill. 


McGlynn and there supporters were 
able, however, to get a favorable report 
out of the State Administration Com- 
mittee. With the help of a pressure cam- 
paign by the reform groups the bill then 
zipped through the House on a voice vote 
and was sent to the Senate. 


Senate President Kevin Harrington 
assigned the bill to the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee, chaired by James 
Kelly (D—Oxford). Kelly, as chairman of 
that committee, is a very powerful man 
and lobbyists work hard at obtaining his 
favor. When Kelly has a testimonial — 
which is frequently — the lobbyists are 
out in force. So Kelly sat on the bill. 

Finally — during the last week of the 
session — Kelly reported a bill on lobbyist 
reform. That bill, it turned out, was not 
nearly as strong as the House-passed 
measure. It called, for example, for the 
lobbyists to file only one report — after 
the session was over. Any funny business 
on a particular bill could not be dis- 
covered while the session was still on. 

Senate Republicans, notably David 
Locke of Wellesley, were curious about 


the changes in the bill and asked Senate 


“Clerk Norman Pigeon about them. Pigeon 


— who owes his job to Kevin Harrington 
— allowed as how the new bill merely 
“tightened up” the House measure. Ac- 
cording to several senators he also failed 
to mention that the Harrington bill had 
been substituted at all. 

The new Kelly-Harrington measure got 
by the Senate on a first reading, 34 to 1. 
Locke, however, had caught on to what 
was up by this time and, when the bill 
came up for its second reading, moved to 
drop the Kelly-Harrington legislation and 
substitute the House-passed bill for it. 
That passed unanimously and the bill — 
as all bills do — went to the Committee 
on Bills in the Third Reading. 


That Committee is supposed to deal 
with legal problems the bill might pre- 
sent. The measure is supposed to be 
reviewed by the Senate counsel and, if 
changes are necessary, those changes are 
to be brought to the floor in the form of 
amendments. 

In reality the Committee on Bills in the 
Third Reading is a burial ground for 
legislation. It is Kevin Harrington’s com- 
mittee and, if the senate president 
wants a bill to die, the committee sits on 
it. Chairman James Rurak of Haverhill 
tried to do just that with the lobbying bill. 

Locke, however, moved to have the bill 
discharged from committee, a motion ap- 
proved unanimously by the Senate. There 
were, at this point, only a few days left in 


the session. The bill never reappeared’ 


despite the Senate vote. It just sat in the 
committee. 

Such thwarting of the public interest 
goes on all the time under the Golden 
Dome. The public rarely sees it because 
it goes on behind the scenes where 
reporters cannot or will not get to it. For a 


pol to blow a whistle publicly on this type — 


of thing would insure poor committee 
assignments and the burial of the 
legislator’s favored bills. 

Legislative procedures were set up to 
insure a fair, impartial treatment of all 
legislation. Pols have found over the years 


that these procedures can be used to bury | 


unpopular,embarrassing measures which 
just might hurt the legislators, lobbyists 
or other assorted political friends. 


Periodically the most flagrant abuses 
surface, as in the case of the lobbying bill. 
Yet nothing ever changes. Recently Kevin 
Harrington and Republican leader 
John Parker teamed up to help kill the 
homosexual rights legislation filed by 
Representative Barney Frank of Back 
Bay. That bill hurt no lobbyists or other 
favorites but Harrington and Parker felt it 
would be embarrassing for the Senate to 
have to consider the measure. End of bill. 


And sometimes procedures most fre- 
quently used to quash bills are used to 
rush through good legislation. The Om- 
nibus Prison Reform Act of 1971 néver 
would have made it through the House if 
House Speaker David Bartley had not 
held onto it until the last week of the ses- 
sion and then rammed it through the 
House before any opponents even knew it 
was being considered. 


One simple fact remains, however. The 
Massachusetts legislature does not run 
according to those civics texts we had in 
High School. It is a political body govern- 
ed by self interest, personal piques and 
lobbyists. It is not ultimately — govern- 
ment of the people by the people for the 
people. 


Dark Horse 


Now that Mike Harrington has official- 
ly announced that he will seek the at- 
torney general’s spot in 1974 and not the 
governor’s chair, we can settle down to 
watch the fight between Mike Dukakis 
(Harrington seemed to indicate he 
favored Dukakis), Bob Quinn and Jim 
Howell. Now, you might be saying, who in 
the hell is Jim Howell? Well, the word is 
that Howell — an executive of the First 
National Bank of Boston — is a dark 
horse, business community possibility for 
the Democratic nomination for governor.

sidered, Ames is optimistic about its 
passage. 

“When a national corporation like 
Cumberland Farms takes a distinct in- 
terest in a bill, though,” said Ames, “I’m 
not counting any chickens before they 
hatch.” 

Ames had better not. A Halifax official 
said last week that the town’s attempts to 
enlist the aid of government agencies in 
the Great Cedar Swamp battle were met 
coldly once Cumberland’s name was men- 
tioned. 

Former Halifax planning board 
member Roger Sturtevant echoed the of- 
ficial’s story. 

“Everywhere we’ve gone on this case to 
talk to someone,” said Sturtevant, ‘they 
all but throw their hands up at the im- 
mensity of the (Cumberland) corporate 
structure.” 

In addition to Cumberland’s punch, the 
Ames-Hatch amendment to the Wetlands 
Act faces further obstacles. To have a de- 
cent shot at passage, it will require the 
support of Brownell’s Natural Resources 
department and the Massachusetts Farm 
Bureau Federation, the farmers’ lobbyist 
group. 

Brownell said last week he was un- 
familiar with the bill and wanted to study 
it. A spokesman for the Farm Bureau said 
that while his group favored the 
agricultural exemption, “I don’t know 
that we are definitely opposed to this 
bill.” 


‘ In fact, the Bureau may come out in 
favor of the bill, or some variation of it. 
An official of the Bureau told us that 
many dairy farmers “are not at all happy 
with Cumberland.” 

“Cumberland operates apart from the 
dairy farmers in Massachusetts,” said the 
official. “‘We’ve lost 50 per cent of the 
milk dealers in this state in the last few 
years, and Cumberland is part of the 
problem.” 

The official said Cumberland charges 
less for milk “‘because they consider milk 
a loss item to draw customers into their 
stores.” 

The third largest dairy operation in 
New England, Cumberland operates 300 
stores in Massachusetts under three 
names — Cumberland, Commonwealth 
Dairy and Cape Cod Farms. A $20 million 
operation nationwide, the company has 
holdings in Connecticut, Rhode Island, 
New York, New Jersey and Florida. 

“The structure is such,” said one con- 
servationist, “that you could knock off 
one cell and the animal would live on.” 

Cumberland is a big business with big 
business methods. In contrast to the 
pastoral image of New England dairy far- 
ming, Cumberland employs the highly ef- 
ficient “‘feed-lot’”” system: hundreds of 
cows are housed in large barns, milked 
there and rarely let out to see the light of 
day. 

Cumberland’s arrival at the Great 
Cedar Swamp follows several run-ins with 
conservationists and town officials in 
southeastern Massachusetts. 

Last year, in a case that began in 1965, 
the state’s Supreme Judicial Court up- 
held Cumberland’s conviction for

polluting the water supplies of Attleboro 
and North Attleboro.The court found the 
company in contempt of a 1966 court 
order, fined it. $77,000 for polluting 
Attleboro’s water supply, and $1,000 a 
day for polluting North Attleboro’s water 
since 1969. 

Asst. 
McGregor, head of the environmental 
protection division, said last week that 
the case is now back before a lower court 
and that Cumberland has yet to pay the 
fines.

McGregor charged that Cumberland is 
still polluting Attleboro’s Seven Mile 
River, using unapproved fertilizer, and 
violating at least five other provisions of 
the 1966 court order. 

Last September, the AG's office charg- 
ed Cumberland with selling short 
measures of milk and fruit juice, labelling 
the practice ‘‘a longstanding matter of 
company policy.’ The case was thrown 
out on a technicality, and lawyers for 
Cumberland and the AG are now 
negotiating, according to the AG's office. 

David Chuckran, a teacher of en- 
vironmental studies at West Bridgewater 
high school, said last week that 
Cumberland’s methods in that town have 
led to siltation in the Town River. The 
company has been filling in approximate- 
ly 450 acres of a swamp there for corn- 
fields. 

Cumberland has not limited its 
operations in West Bridgewater to 
agriculture, Chuckran said. The company 
sold 22 house lots there, but building per- 
mits were denied by the Board of Health. 


The reputation Cumberland has es- 
tablished for its activities in towns like 
Bridgewater, West Bridgewater and 
Attleboro is well-known to environmen- 
talists fighting the company’s takeover of 
Great Cedar Swamp. Although the out- 
come of the struggle remains uncertain, it 
is clear that Cumberland's reputation has 


‘ strengthened their ranks. 


‘‘I would never have batted an 
eyelash,’ said Halifax resident Jim 
Bahrenburg, “if Cumberland had had a 
reputation for doing a decent job in the 
places they'd been before.”” 
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Saigon Survivors Tell Torture

On Friday, March 23, about 400 people 
gathered in Faneuil Hall for a public hear- 
ing on the fate of political in South Viet- 
nam.

French schoolteachers arrested on July 
25, 1970, for flying NLF flags from the 
National Assembly building in Saigon 
and for distributing literature calling for 
an immediate peace. After arrest and 
beatings by police, they were “detained” 
at Chi Hoa prison where they remained 
for two and a half years, until their release 
and expulsion from Vietnam on 
December 29, 1972.

“From the first 
day we saw the nauseating grenades, the 
hot lime thrown on the political prisoners’ 
who, burned, would lose consciousness. 
They were then dragged from their cells, 
beaten and tortured.”

urban renewal, housing, and code enforce- 
ment. Their first accomplishment has 
been to get the BRA to set up project area 
committees, citizens’ groups elected by 
residents in urban renewal areas to par- 
ticipate in urban renewal planning. Until 
now only the South End has had such an 
organization, formed several years ago 
when residents took over an area, pitched 
tents, and refused to leave until the BRA 
agreed to deal with SEPAC (South End 


Project Action Committee). 


CURB, which is just getting ready to 
open up an office in Dock Square, grew 
out of a meeting of neighborhood groups 
from three urban renewal areas across the 
city all sueing the BRA. The membership 
now includes 10 organizations committed 


to localized planning. ‘““The days of mam- 
moth urban renewal plans are over’’ says 


Cornew. “It’s only now that the problems 


of the huge programs of the sixties are 
beginning to show.’’ Cornew uses 
language familiar to many lower middle 
class whites in the North and the South 
who have fought federal programs to 


reorganize their neighborhoods and their 


lives “‘A lot of the planning has gravitated 
to too high a level. It’s being done by peo- 
ple who don’t even live in the city. They 
don’t see the problems of the people who 


live here.”” The problems of the city are 


shared by rich and poor, Cornew argues. 
“People all have a sense of powerlessness. 
The problems are structural, inherent in 
the social programs and the society.” 


The community of interest Cornew sees 
among rich and poor is not necessarily 
shared by other new affluent activists. 
Adriana Gianturco, city planner and 

‘head of the division of planning and 
,evaluation at ABCD, Boston’s anti- 
poverty agency, and one of the driving 
forces behind the Harbor Towers Tenants 
Association, doesn’t believe there are any 
basic, ‘“‘structural’’ reasons for the group’s 
fights with the landlord and the BRA. 
And she says lower middle class people 
may have an easier time winning their 


demands because “it is expected they'll 
complain. They are playing their roles.” 


No Saunas 


Whether or not it is harder to organize 
the affluent successfully, the Harbor 
Towers tenants group has already had 
considerable impact. Shortly after the 
first meeting, when 150 crammed into 
Adriana’s enormous living room to share 
their disgust about living conditions, the 
Berenson Corporation which owns and 
runs the multi-million twin towers, purg- 
ed the old manager. The new manager 
quickly improved maintenance. And the 
company stopped advertising amenities 
that did not yet exist — indoor 
recreational facilities, saunas, a marina. 

The first apartments at Harbor Towers 
were put on the market in October 1971. 
The two towers were finally completed in 
the summer of last year, but many 
apartments are still vacant. According to 
Gianturco who made a door to door survey 
of the building she lives in only 55 per 
cent of the 312 apartments have tenants. 
Occupancy in the second tower is only 
slightly higher, she says. ‘““They complete- 
ly misjudged the market for luxury 
apartments,” Gianturco claims. Rents 
range from a bottom of $275 for a one 
bedroom on a low floor facing the 
Southeast Expressway to $950 for the 
largest apartments looking out on the har- 
bor. While the rooms are well laid out and 
spacious, Gianturco says the builders 
scrimped on the finishings — cheap par- 
quet floors that buckle when water 
trickles in from the windows not properly 
sealed, a heating system which is almost 
impossible to regulate, a garbage crusher 
so loud tenants on one side of the building 
can hear every piece of trash drop down 
the chute. ; 

A few months ago she says she would 
tell acquaintances not to move in. Since 
then conditions have improved. Now she 
is torn and plans to stay when her two 
year lease runs out this fall.

second tower. The road, a relocated and 
widened Atlantic Ave, has been on the 
books since the BRA drew the plans to 
renew the North End/waterfront area. 


Gianturco says a study she took shows no 
one in the Towers wants the road. Even- 
tually there is some talk of extending the 
road to Dorchester; for the time being it 
will not connect with any -major artery. 
The Tenants Association argues the road 
will make the buildirfgs even less attrac- 
tive to new renters, and that the space 
should be landscaped. They may have a 
hard time winning this one as construc- 

tion has already begun. ' 

Dora claims it is only ‘‘a few radicals” 
who are opposed to the road and unhappy 
about conditions in the building. They are 
hardly that. A proposed rent strike at the 
‘last association meeting to force im- 
mediate improvements was quickly re- 
jected on the advice of Association lawyer 
Michael Dukakis, who also represents the 

Waterfront Association. 

Dukakis, like the Berenson Corpora- 
tion, realizes the power of such issues and 
groups. A challenger to well-entrenched 
Attorney General Robert Quinn for the 
‘Democratic gubernatorial nomination, 
Dukakis is obviously eager to ride the 
wave of tenant power. Just how big a wave 
it could be is still unclear. 
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Radicals: Left Out

With the media, politicians, super 
markets, meat producers, labor unions, 
and almost every other identifiable group 
jumping in on what they’re billing as a 
new mass movement of dramatic propor- 
tions, the only people missing from the 
big meat boycott story are radical ac- 
tivists. What happened to the vanguard 
when the troops took to the stage? 

I got variations on two basic answers 
from organizers working Dorchester, 
Somerville, Brockton, and Lawrence. 

The first explanation begins by poin- 
ting out the tactical limitations of a 
boycott, especially a boycott as unfocused 
as the no-eat-meat week coming up. ‘“‘So 
you keep 1000 people away from the meat 
counters for a week. Then what?” asked a 
Brockton organizer. ““You cannot win any 
real victory or make any points.” 

There was growing suspicion of the 
boycott as everyone against whom it 
might possibly be directed managed to 
get in on the act. Nixon two weeks ago 
came out with a beautifully crafted piece 
of rhetoric that covered all flanks: “I am 
not going to suggest to American 
housewives or to any group of Americans 
to join boycotts and so forth. I generally 
do not feel that that is an effective use of 
what we call people power. On the other 
hand, I would suggest that the greatest 
and most powerful weapon against high 
prices in this country is the American 
housewife. Her decisions, as she buys, 
whether she buys something that is more 
expensive or less expensive, have a far 
greater effect on price control than any 
thing we do here (my italics). And I would 
suggest that the fact some of the pressure 
on prices may be lessening now, as a 
result of housewives buying more careful- 
ly, may have some good effect.’”’ Pass that 
buck, Dick, quick before it devalues. 

With his old pal George Meany 
threatening large hikes in wage 
settlements if Nixon failed to control 
prices, the President’s Thursday night 
stunt doesn’t really change the script. It’s 


a return to Phase II by a different name, 
and Phase II was only really effective in 
holding down wages, not prices. Nixon 
showed no sign of ending agricultural sub- 
sidies or breaking up the conglomerates 
that dominate the meat business. 

Started by the righteous anger of white 
middle class housewives suddenly no 
longer willing to put up with the high 
price of meat in their suburban shopping 
centers and fueled by the media, the 
boycott has gotten little organized 
response in Boston. And radicals who 
work in a Lawrence textile mill and a 
warehouse say there has been little dis- 
cussion of the boycott among their fellow 
employees. People in Somerville, 
Brockton and Dorchester reported much 
the same. 

Not that people there don’t feel the 
pinch, organizers say. Poor people have 
had to cut down on their meat for a while 
now. But a boycott seems too ephemeral 
to offer any real solutions, a Brockton 
radical said. 

There is general agreement that the 
Left will have to turn to economic issues 
to build and sustain a radical movement. 
The only questions are how and which 
issues. In Brockton, radical organizers are 
trying to set up alternative economic 
systems even if on a small scale. They 
have started a food co-op (it has grown 
rapidly but it is hard to pinpoint rising 
meat prices as the reason), a housing 
development corporation which will 
rehabilitate slum dwellings and turn 
them over to the tenants, a land trust to 
begin to spread the idea of communally 
owned land, a tenants group, and a 
newspaper. 

Beyond the questions some radicals 
have about the effectiveness of a boycott, 
others strongly doubt consumer problems 
are the right issues to spend time on. 
“Consumer movements don’t draw class 
lines,” argued one Somerville organizer. 
“They won’t radicalize the middle class 
because they’re very vague about who

they see as the enemy. You can make 
propaganda around the high cost of living 
but that doesn’t help organize a working 
class movement.” Quite different, he 
agreed, is the lettuce boycott which ex- 
presses unambiguous support for an 
organization of working people, the 
United Farm Workers, or tenants groups 
which draw clear lines between owners 
and non-owners. 

* There is a second completely different 
answer for why the Left has refused or 
failed to involve itself in the meat 
boycott. “It’s because we’re asses,” says 
Michael Ansara, who helped organize 
Dorchester’s The People First, ‘There 
have been a lot of discussions about 
things like this for quite a while. But the 
Left is generally demoralized and dis- 
organized. We have to begin to be honest 
again. The movement is not riding the 
crest of a wave that will sweep us into an 
historically important position however 
bad we are. We have to chart new direc- 
tions.” 


It is no accident, Ansara argues, that 
economic issues are coming to the fore as 
the war ends. We are beginning to feel the 
costs of the empire. 

The lesson the American Left must 
learn from the Vietnamese, Ansara says, 
is how to forge a broad coalition around 


popular issues. “I don’t give a fuck 


anymore whether the consumer move- 
ment is revolutionary. It is a chance to 
politicize important economic issues. Any 
Marxist should be delighted with the 
meat boycott,” he argues, ‘“‘because these 
people with their little week long boycott 
are politicizing day to day economic 
issues.” 

Radical economist Derek Shearer 
agrees. ‘Consumer issues cut across strict 
class lines. They can unite the 
overwhelming majority of Americans who 
are not millionaires. Radicals should pay 
more attention to Nader’s issues even 
though his solutions are not very radical.” 

Shearer points to Chile where Marxist 
President Allende has broadened support 
for his government with such new in- 
stitutions as neighborhood price control 
committees with local residents enforcing 
the controls in their own supermarkets. 

The Left will only succeed if over the 
next few years it becomes a place many 
different kinds of people can move into, 
Ansara says. “‘People on welfare could 
continue to demand more in the old style, 
the unions go their own way, old people on 
fixed incomes and suburban housewives 
remain isolated from one another. The 
question is whether the Left can provide a 
political perspective which unites these 
groups.”’ The answer will decide whether 
there will be economic justice in this 
country, Ansara says. 

Without that unifying perspective, the 
consumerism which The New York Times 
in a March 25 article hailed as a ‘mass 
movement of untold economic and 
political power” and ‘‘a radical idea”’ will 
remain little more than the creation of the 
media and will bring little real change.

[Continued from e 3] 
delayed a genuine super- 
market price-war which raged during 
most of 1972. (Started by A&P, the war 
eventually cost that company $41 million 
in the first nine months of '72, leading to a 
hasty truce.) 

When the price-war ended, the con- 
sumer really felt the impact of grain 
prices on meat costs. One question raging 
now is: Who’s to blame. The Russians? 
The grain growers? The cattle raisers? 
The supermarkets? The anchovies? 

“The fact remains,” wrote Business 
Week in a recent editorial commentary, 
“the Administration failed to act quickly 
and positively last summer in the face of a 
huge and unexpected surge in inter- 
national demand for wheat and feed 
grains. 

What could the government have done? 
Considering the size of its program to sub- 
sidize the farming industry and regulate 
supply and demand, it could have done 
plenty. 

For instance, each year the government 
pays farmers $4 billion for not growing 
crops, ostensibly to prevent a glut on the 
markets when demand is slack. In times 
of great demand, witholding these farm 
subsidies can force the growers to put 
fallow land back into production 

The great surge in demand created by 
the Russian wheat deal occurred in early 
August, one month before Labor Day 
when US winter wheat is traditionally 
planted. The Nixon Administration, in 


other words, had almost a month to 
analyse the effects of the wheat deal and 
move to meet the coming crisis. It could 
have expanded winter wheat plantings 
(which provide 75 percent of all US wheat 
production) by announcing it was cutting 
off wheat subsidy payments. This would 
have forced the farmers to put more of 
their land into production. 

The Nixon Administration simply 
chose not to do this. Why? Again, quoting 
Business Week: “Election year politics 
and the farm vote were at least one im- 
plicit factor and the Agriculture Dep’t.’s 
devotion to raising farm income was 
another.” 

Throughout the fall and early winter, as 
the crisis grew hand-over-anchovies, the 
government still could have acted to in- 
crease the supply of feed grains and drive 
the price down. 

Primarily, it could have dumped on the 
market some of the millions of bushels of 
feed grains it holds in storage — grains it 
buys to support prices in times of slack 
demand. 

Also, it could have demanded im- 
mediate payment of special loans it has 
made to grain farmers. This would force 
farmers to pay the loans by selling their 
crops instead of hoarding them in hopes 
the prices would go still higher. 


Too Little, Too Late 


The government did nothing. By 


January, however, its benign neglect was 
making the problem too hot to handle 
politically. So finally, all three of the 
above devices — reducing subsidies, dum- 
ping federal grain stocks, and calling in 


loans — were used. But so far it’s been a 
case of too little, too late. 


What price reductions have taken place 
seem linked to a fear of government in- 
tervention. Wholesale livestock prices 
have dropped somewhat in Midwest 
markets, for instance. But the Wall Street 
Journal hinted this was due to livestock 
raisers selling their animals now because 
they feared price restrictions might be im- 
posed by the government soon. 

Although the Administration has im- 
posed a price freeze, it has done so only 
under great political pressure and then, 
very reluctantly. It didn’t want to offend 
its friends in the newest of America’s 
giant industries — agri-business. 

The latest agricultural census showed 
that 1 percent of the nation’s “farms” 
make 24.3 percent of all the sales. In the 
face of such competition, 2000 small 
farms are disappearing each week, bought 
up by farm conglomerates owned by such 
corporate interests as DuPont, ITT, 
Mobil Oil, and Greyhound. 

One good example of an agri-business is 
the aptly-titled Arizona-Colorado Land & 
Cattle Co.. In the last five years, it has 
bought up 10 ranches in four states, a 
total of 40,000 head of cattle and a land 
area twice the size of Rhode Island. It also 
acquired the biggest commercial feed 
grain lot in California, a meat-packing 
plant in Phoenix, a bank, and a major 
manufacturer of ranching machinery. By 
1971, its income had quadrupled and its 
profits tripled. 


And yet Arizona-Colorado L & C is 
small potatoes. It isn’t even among the 


beef business’s top five, which produce at 
least 36 percent of all federally-inspected 
cattle slaughter. (The largest company, 
Iowa Beef Processors, is only 12 years old 
and already controls 12.5 percent of the 
market, according to Nation magazine.) 
This concentration reduces the competi- 
tion which could hold down prices in 
times of great demand. 

The Russians and the anchovies 
notwithstanding, it is the increasing 
political and economic strength of these 
giant agri-business monopolies which is 
causing meat prices to rise. The farm sub- 
sidies, the federal purchase of surplus 
production, and the various loan 
programs were originally designed to 
protect the small Depression farmer from 
devastation at the hands of the unpredic- 
table open-market system. 

These programs’ reason for being no 
longer exists, but they remain and they 
are being used to protect and nurture cor- 
porate monsters consolidating into 
monopolies. 

What is needed is enough political 
pressure to force the Administration to 
turn these programs into weapons against 
agri-business. If the boycott can force 
Nixon to end farm subsidies to feed grain 
farmers; market the federal grain 
reserves; call in still-outstanding loans to 
grain growers; and, most importantly, im- 
pose an across-the-board price roll-back 
on all commodities in the meat 
producing/marketing chain, then meat 
prices would drop to reasonable levels in a 
hurry. Otherwise, it will be the devil-to- 
pay. And he'll still want about $2.79 a 
pound.

one of the members came and told me 
that there was no question about their not 
buying meat the first week of April. ‘Some 
of us haven’t been able to buy meat for 
three years! We just don’t have the 
money.” he told me. 

“Hearing this kind of thing is probably 
the saddest part of the whole issue,” Lit- 
man said. 


The Citizens for Participation in 
Political Action endorses the meat 
boycott. They are tieing the protest to 
political context, and will distribute 
literature explaining how and why meat 
prices climbed so drastically. 

Consumer protection laws will be ex- 
plained and discussed in a meeting 
Thursday night at 8 p.m. at Longfellow 
School, 359 Broadway, in Cambridge. 
(Come in the Fayette Street door.) The 
meeting, sponsored by Longfellow Com- 
munity School, is open to the public. 

Supermarkets, already in. a profit 
squeeze, depend on meat for about 25 per 
cent of their total sales. They’ve been 
careful to avoid antagonizing boycotters. 
Purity Supreme announced that its 36 
stores will join the boycott for one day. 
They'll sell no meat April 2, and stand to 
lose up to $40,000 in gross sales for their 
gesture of support. 

Some grocery stores are making a show 
of supporting boycott efforts. Christy’s 
Supermarket in Brockton, for example, 
indicated toSCRIMP members that they. 


were suspending one-third of their meat 
buying in sympathy with the boycott. It’s 
too obvious that this measure is in sym- 
pathy with themselves. Would they be 
able to sell that one-third during the 
boycott anyway? 

The 700 businesses that comprise the 
South Shore Chamber of Commerce 
(which represents 14 communities in- 
cluding Weymouth, Quincy, Milton and 
Braintree) voted to support the meat 
boycott. Many of those businesses have 
‘posted SCRIMP petitions for their 
customers to sign. 

Many supermarkets are sitting tight, 
waiting for the profit margins to do what 
they will. Most of them are allowing 
protestors to pass out meatless recipe 
pamphlets and to display signs, and even 
to sell the bumper stickers and buttons 
that read “Meat is a Four Letter Word” 
and “Nix On Meat.” They realize more 
than anyone that the food prices, up 7.1 
per cent in the past year in Boston, are go- 
ing to increase further for the first half of 
this year. They realize, too, that the rising 
whole-sale price of American cheese (from 


63 cents to 68 cents in the past year) and 
eggs (extra large size went from 39 cents 
to 53 cents in a year) along with the 
boycott of meat, is going to force them to 
raise the prices again. 

Comparing market prices for meat is 
useful, but can be misleading because 
there are as many cuts of meat as there 
are names for those cuts, and the names 
vary store to store. 

The best deal for hamburger, or any 
meat, is through a food co-op. Mission 


Hill Food Co-op listed ground chuck for 


$1.00 per pound last week. The same 
grade of hamburger sold for $1.25 at Stop 
& Shop, $1.19 per pound at A & P and 
Finast, and $1.09 at Purity Supreme. 
Chopped sirloin (or extra lean) ham- 
burger was $1.39 per pound at A&P, $1.35 
at Purity Supreme and $1.29 at Finast. 
Porterhouse steak, not available 
through the co-op, sold at $1.48 per pound 
at Stop and Shop; $1.68 at A & P; $1.85 at 
Finast, and $1.89 at Purity Supreme. 


Other meats were sold at the following 
prices per pound: 

Veal Cutlet — Stop & Shop, $3.49; A & 
P, $3.39; and at Purity Supreme and 
Finast, $3.29. 

Lamb Chops — Stop & Shop, $2.29; A 
& P, $1.99; Purity Supreme, from $1.59 to 
$2.29 depending on the cut; Finast, from 
$1.19 to $1.89 depending on the cut. 

Pork — Stop & Shop (roast) $1.48; A & 
P, (roast $.89, (chops) $1.09; Purity 
Supreme (chops) $1.59; Finast (chops) 
$1.49; Mission Hill Food Co-op, (chops) 
$1.12. 

Chicken was 59 cents per pound at Stop 
& Shop and Finast; 45 cents at Purity 


Supreme; 47 cents at A & P, and 54 cents 
at the Mission Hill Food Co-op. 

SCRIMP and other boycott groups 
want these prices to go down. But they 
want more than that. Their projected 
goals call for the following: 

*Boycotts the first week of every month 
to counter rising prices of various foods; 


*Petitions supporting legislation to 
suspend export of certain commodities 
that have sharply risen in price; 

*Establishment of a congressional com- 
mittee to review food marketing problems 
and availability of foodstuffs; 

*Establishment of an independent con- 
sumers agency in the Department of 
Agriculture which would be directly 
responsible to represent consumers’ in- 
terests to the government and its agen- 
cies; 


*Food prices rolled back to the 
December, 1972, levels. (January and 
February brought the highest food price 
increases since the federal government 
started keeping such records in 1941.) 


For now there’s nothing much left to do 
but wait and see .... and eat your fruit, 
vegetables, cheese and rice. Maybe the 
prices will go down. As Julie Nixon 
Eisenhower said, ‘‘I am buying less meat 
and I think that will help bring down the 
‘meat prices.”” Maybe so. 
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dust when you can “Bite Down Hard.” Try footstomping in 
technicolor with Jo Jo Gunne.

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Here’re Recipes to Boycott Meat By 


By R.D. Rosen 


Practically, it no longer matters whose 
fault it is. Whether it’s the farmers’ fault, 
the Administration’s fault, the grocers’ 
fault, the fault of the middlemen, or the 
processors, it’s academic at this moment 
for the families who are participating in 
the meat boycott this week and to whom 
the most pressing question is “What do 
we eat, if we can’t eat meat?” . 


Some families in the area are at a loss to 
know, since their diets have always con- 


sisted mainly of ground beef, bacon, 


luncheon loaf, with a few potato chips or 
some picalilly mixed infor color. 

Strong arguments for not eating meat 
can be made on grounds of health as well 
as politics and economics. The boycott 
thus serves a double purpose: to protest 
the demonic price increases and also to 
give the meat-eating public a chance to 
learn how much better they can feel on 
meatless diets. It is with both these pur- 
poses in mind that the culinary staff of 
this paper is offering the following 
suggestions-for the coming week’s menu. 
Because we don’t know the size of your 
family, your budget, or your appetite, we 
present simply a selection of possibilities: 


Breakfasts 

Your own, or Colombo’s plain 
yogurt, eaten plain or mixed with 
your favorite preserve, fresh fruit, 
wheat germ, or nuts. 

Fried kippers instead of bacon or 
ham. 

Smoked salmon (although close 
to $5 a lb., a little goes a long way 
with cream cheese on bagel or toast) 

Lunc 

Avocadoes, eaten with oil and 
vinegar, yogurt, fresh oranges. 

Fish (flounder, perch, smelts, 
cusk are among the cheapest these 
days). 

Asparagus (as long as it’s fresh 
asparagus season, there’s really no 
reason to eat anything else.) Poach 
the asparagus in a little water in a 
pan, drain, and serve with butter 
and garlic or oil and grated 
parmesan cheese. 

Pasta (any variety of pasta served 
with tomato sauce, clam sauce, 
cheese and butter.) Try a meatless 
variety of Taglea Telle Alla Panna 
— place your aldente pasta in a 
bowl with cream cheese, some 


medium cream and. cooked peas or 
other vegetables...cheap and good. 

A selection of cheese with fresh or 
cooked vegetables. 

Fruit Salad 

Ratatouille 

Fresh. soups 

Dinner 

Guacamole (mash ripe avocadoes 
with chopped onions, tomatoes, 
lemon juice, salt, pepper, and 
Frank’s Louisiana Hot Sauce, and 
eat with crackers for an appetizer) 

Chicken liver omelets with chives 

Sliced cucumbers in sauce of 
plain yogurt, dill weed, salt, a little 
sugar, and lemon juice. 

Howard Marks’ Casserole using 
one can tuna, one can condensed 
mushroom soup, one package frozen 
whole okra, cooked rice, a little 
sherry, tarragon, salt, pepper, and 
paprika. 

Cheese Fondue 

Shrimp sauteed in butter, garlic, 
white wine, with chopped scallions. 

Bluefish broiled with paprika and 

lemon 

Veal or lamb kidneys, split and 


sauteed in oil, add sliced onions and 
mushrooms, 4 cup chicken stock, 
and salt. Simmer. 

Tripe, sauteed in oil with onions, 
potatoes, and tomato sauce or broil- 
ed with lemon and parsley. 

Going without meat is as easy as pie 
(meatless pie), and only requires us to ex- 
ercise those tastes which have been par- 
tially co-opted by the hamburger-hot dog 
industry. Nothing can be obtained from 
meat that can’t be obtained from other 
foods, except for that heavy bourgeois 
feeling after a steak dinner. One man’s 
meat, remember, is that same man’s 
poison, and it won’t do anybody any harm 
to detoxify their systems for a week. At 
the end of seven meatless days, a piece of . 
beef may all of a sudden be unpalatable. 

The above suggestions are random and 
designed only to supplement your own 
imagination, which, once liberated from 
their carnivorous chains, should be free to 
envisage an endless, and meatless, menu. 

If you’re stuck, look at Sonya 
Richmond’s International Vegetarian 
Cookery (Arco paperback) or The Natural 
Foods Cookbook by Beatrice Trun Hunter 
(Pyramid Books paperback).

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Mayor Fiddles While Dorchester Learns

In six months University of 
Massachusetts will open its Columbia 
Point doors to 5,300 students. 

The traffic jam will rival D-Day, and 
the housing speculation will make the 
Oklahoma land rush look like a parish 
bingo night. 

The best estimate by a task force of 
consultants and community groups is 
that Dorchester can expect about 3,000 
cars clogging the streets, and at least 1,- 
000 students bidding up rents to Cam- 
bridge and Allston-Brighton levels. 

In recent weeks, community groups 
have filed three legislative bills aimed at 
softening the housing blow. State and 
City officials have covered their inaction 
with increasingly lurid pronouncements, 
and, with landlords already raising rents, 
Mayor White finally raised some hell. 

Not with landlords, though; the Mayor 
raised hell with the University for not tak- 
ing enough Boston students. And his 
housing suggestion was to put some of 
them into 300 vacant project apartments 
at Columbia Point. 


Project Takeover 


The Mayor’s March 13 speech was the 
first public proposal to take over part of 
Boston’s largest chunk of public housing 
(1,500 of the city’s 15,000 units) for un- 
iversity students. 

To underline his point, the Dirty 
Streetfighter sent his top housing advisor, 
Andrew Olin, to the State House the next 
day to testify against the community’s 
bill appropriating money toward dor- 
mitory construction on the peninsula 
site. 

Testified Olin, ‘The problem is, who 
will come to live in the housing? Would 
the students attracted to University stu- 
dent housing be the kind the Mayor 
wants?” The kind the Mayor said he 
wanted are 55-65 per cent from low and 
moderate income homes (University 
figures show a drop in lower-income-third 
students from 52 per cent in 1968-69 to 39 
per cent in 1970-71. They would like to 
keep that ratio through at least 1980.) At 
least 50 percent of the Mayor’s favorite 
students are from Boston. 

This raises a problem. Only 40 per cent 
of the present UMB student body are 
native beaneaters. And University of- 
ficials agree with the testimony of consul- 
tant Ellen Feingold that this represents 
the maximum absolute number of 
students that the University is ever likely 


to accept out of Boston’s medieval school 
system. Last year the University found 
places for 257 of the 5,000 survivors of 
Boston public education. If it can do no 
better in the future, Boston will con- 
tribute 14 per cent of the projected 1980 
student body of 15,000. 

The Mayor’s proposal, in draft since 
December, is to limit University expan- 
sion until it agrees to take more poor and 
Boston students through “thirteenth 
year” remedial programs and building an 
“alternative school system within the 
Boston schools, starting at the Point with 
the Dever and McCormick Schools.”’ The 
project takeover proposal, however, is 
new, an apparent response to Nixon’s 
HUD funding cuts. 


Olin vs. King 


At the March 14 legislative hearing, 
Olin put things badly. ‘Funds invested in 
first-class housing in Columbia Point, va- 
cant for years, could, by the rules of the 
BHA attract only moderate and low in- 
come students.” 

Representative Melvin King (D- 
Roxbury) chose to be interlocuter. “When 
you say, making Columbia Point first- 
class, by implication for the coming 
students, then it isn’t first-class now?” 

“Your readings are correct,’’ Olin 
replied belligerently. implications 
are not secret. If the state is going to ap- 
propriate money for housing, it’s more ap- 
propriate for Columbia Point than new 
student housing. It’s unrealistic any 
longer to say the Housing Authority can 
ban students. All we want is a committ- 
ment of 300 units, and what that will buy 
for the development.” 

King was not pleased. “I find it offen- 
sive for someone from the Mayor’s office, 
knowing the need for housing in this city, 
talking about developing first-class hous- 
ing for students. If energies of this type 
are employed, folks at Columbia Point 
won’t be around in first-class housing to 
take advantage of the alternate school 
system.” 

It is not clear that the Mayor’s proposal 
is legal. If he wants the 300 units en block, 
he needs a HUD waiver of the equal op- 
portunity provisions of the housing laws. 
Such waivers are sometimes granted, but 
only after a “need” is established. In this 
case, the City, the BHA, the University, 
and Project residents would have to re- 
quest it. Regional and Area HUD 
spokesmen have received no such request. 


The University’s public position 
remains that it will not even think about 
putting students into the project without 
“a request from the community.” 

Harold Springer, a project resident ap- 
pointed UMass Field Office Director, 
makes no such request. “The University 
has sent us letters and made com- 
mittments that they don’t want to take 
over the project. I think the Mayor is be- 
ing pressured by the other parts of 
Dorchester to solve the problems of 
students moving in. So he’s talking about 
taking money to rehab apartments for 
students. He’s nat talking about rehab- 
bing the present housing for the people 
living in it.” 

If, as is more likely, the Mayor intends 
to move in students who pass the BHA’s 
income and family restrictions, he will 
still have to avoid the waiting list. Andy 
Olin explained to me by phone, “We're 
going to forget the waiting list if people 
want those units and are ready to move 
in. That’s what we’re doing at Mission 
Hill with Spanish-speaking tenants.” 


Bad Luck 


Many project residents view the 

Mayor’s announcement as part of a con- 
spiracy to evict them. If there is no con- 
spiracy, the project certainly has had a 
prolonged streak of bad luck. 
*After 1970 demonstrations, project 
residents (60 per cent black, 20 per cent 
Spanish-speaking) were promised on-site 
construction jobs. As of January they had 
35, of a 1,000-man crew. 
*Federal and City budget cuts have left 
the project poorly-maintained, and are 
closing the aid programs which provide a 
few jobs, some service, and most of the 
organization of the residents. Involved are 
a senior center, a day-care center, medical 
and drug programs, and 350 summer 
youth jobs. 

In January, the last food store in the 
Bayside Shopping Mall, closed down. 
Residents charged a siege to drive them 
out, planned by John Hancock, which 
owns the mall, and is linked to the 
University. 

Perhaps the major intention of the 
Mayor’s announcement was to provide a 
smokescreen for the City. City agencies 
have failed to enforce existing law or app- 
ly pressure to prevent Dorchester housing 
speculation. Dorchester has been the last 
low-rent refuge in a city where rents rose 
13.3 per cent, with rent control, while the 


national average rose only (!) 9.1 percent 
(Spring 1970-Summer 1972). 

A memorandum submitted to the 
legislature by the Dorchester Tenants Ac- 
tion Council lists names, places, and 
prices for 17 attempts to profit from stu- 
dent housing demands, that violate codes 
and laws. DTAC also lists 25 ads 
emphasizing convenience to the new cam- 
pus, 13 rent increases, and cases of sub- 
dividing, hoarding, and the presence of 
known Mattapan blockbusting 
specialists. 

In all fairness, one must mention that 
the City DPW announced the abandon- 
ment of a $4.5 million underpass at 
Kosciuszko Circle, the day before the 
Mayor’s speech. Instead, the DPW hopes 
to alleviate Morrissey Boulevard traffic. 
by taking out the divider and service 
lanes, and laying down a nine-lane 
blacktop “landing strip.” The University 
is asked not to schedule classes before 
10:00 A.M. to avoid the morning rush. 


Bills, Bills, Bills 


Three bills, written by the Dorchester- 
Columbia Point Task Force, have been 
submitted to the legislature by 
Dorchester Reps. 

HR2464 (Sponsored by Richard 
Finnegan, D-Savin Hill, and Frederick 
MacDonald, D-Meeting House Hill) 
offers relocation assistance to those 
evicted as a result of University student 
and staff influx, and the inevitable rent 
increases. 

HR2465 (same sponsorship) allocates a 
“site increment cost’’ of $2 million. This 
would remedy “environmental deficien- 
cies” so that the MHFA could finance the 
construction of student housing on the 
University Site.’The original UMass plan 
for a commuter college of six parts has 
been cut down to a four-college campus, 
leaving space for housing. 

Environmental deficiencies on the 
former dump site include deposits of 

methane gas, the Logan Airport landing 

* pattern, and a high seaside wind-chill fac- 
tor. 150 foot pilings are required for most 
construction. 

HR3633 (sponsored by Finnegan and 
Paul White, D-Neponset) calls for 
limiting university enrollment until 1,000 
student apartments are built on the site, 
to lessen student interest in low-cost 
Dorchester housing. It authorizes $20 
million for this purpose. 
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Mayor White has his own bill, in- 
troduced by Rep. Michael Flaherty (D- 
South Boston). Its HR3919, requiring the 
University to file a master plan of its 
plans for construction and operations, in- 
cluding admissions, hiring, and policy. 
The bill would give the mayor de facto 
veto power over further expansion. 

It hasn’t got a prayer, of course, and the 
others have still to run a gauntlet of Rep. 
Michael Daly’s Education Committee, 
Speaker Bartley’s Ways and Means 
butchershop, and the Legislative Circus 
itself. 

The civic groups on the Task Force will 
deliver their own Reps, former members 
all, as they have produced the sponsors, 
Rep Walsh (D-6th Suffolk), Rep. Burke 
(D-Milton), Councilman Joseph Tierney, 
and Congressman Joseph Moakley, all of 
whom were recorded in favor of the bills. 

Whether the civic groups can sway their 
former Rep. Attorney General Quinn, one 
of the original advocates of the Columbia 
Point Site, is another question. The 
Mayor could have a positive effect on the 
three community bills through supporters 
like Mario Umana, the Senate Ma- 
jority Leader. 


One pol who’s committed himself is 
State Senator Joseph Timilty, who 
-wouldn’t mind being Mayor himself. For 
a man who made his political living in the 
City Council supporting every real estate 
crusade from the halls of Park Plaza to 
the swamps of voting against rent Con- 
trol, Timilty has a new line. 

At the legislative hearing he grabbed 
the Globe headline by saying, “If the 
University opens in 1973, we are presiding 
as legislators over the capital punishment 
of the neighborhood. Someone suggested 
we go see it. I suggest that anyone who 
wants to do it now. You won’t recognize it 
in Spring 1974. The only way, and it’s a 
radical way, is to say that University 


should not open in the fall.” 
Unfortunately for his impact, Timilty 
had been equally and similarly wild about 


Boston State Hospital budget cuts two 


days before, taking reporters for a per- 
sonal tour and threatening a total shut- 
down. Two apocalypses in one week is a 
lot, no matter how bad you want to be 
Mayor. 


For the University, Jake Getson of the 


community relations was “approving the 
bills from a stance of neutrality” at this 
hearing. 

To Timility, Getson replied that the 
University could not close a tax supported 
150 million dollar facility, and had an 
obligation to open “‘it as a resource for the 
community.” 

“To delay opening only allows those 
people delaying on the problems to delay 
further.” 

But beyond that, said Getson, The 
University could not comment, because 
they had a committment to the Task 
Force. They were committed to examine 
the report and write a commentary from a 
tripdartate study group (two weeks), then 
submit result to the Chancellor (one 
week), who would give it to the President 
and the Task Force (one week). The study 
group, like every body at UMass is a 
broad cross-section selected by another, 
the Chancellor and Assembly (itself a 
tripartate-faculty, students, and staff- 
body). Until then, the stance was 
neutrality, but approving neutrality. 


Community Action 


Not prominent at the hearing, but 
decisive in the end, are the voices of 
Dorchester itself. 

Gloria Peterson: “I’ve lived on Lyon 
Street for years. A new landlord came in, 
and the.very day they passed the papers, 
he said it had become owner-occupied. He 
bumped by rent from 65 dollars to 125

dollars. He said he was going to renovate 
the three-decker for 500 dollars a month. 
“Now I have four sons, and that Univer- 
sity means a lot to me. Those kids should 
be welcomed to Dorchester. We’ve got a 
new boys club with 9,000 boys; there’s a 
new Dorchester (settlement) house. We 
need those students for volunteers. You 
know how well they work with the kids. 
“But nothing has been done about the 
problems, so I’ve been passing around this 
petition. Nobody has said to me, dope will 
come in, or crime will come in. No, no. 
They say, where am I going to go?” 
Dave Putnam, a University student: “A 
lot of people had a lot of hopes for an ur- 


ban University, a working class universi- 
ty. More hopes than we had for the 
middle-class colleges, or even Ivy League 
schools where some of us were accepted. 
Now it seems to have changed. Who was 
consulted on the UMass site? Certainly 
not the people of Dorchester. And not the 
students who will have to pay for the 
housing and transportation, and can’t af- 
ford cars.” 

Both have been circulating a DTAC 
petition calling for enforcement of hous- 
ing codes, and the construction of new 
low-cost housing. That’s 436-4192, and 
tell them Kevin, Andy, Mel, and Joe sent 
you. They sure sent me.

JFK's killers must have the protection of 
immensely powerful and still active 
forces. 

Moreover, we already know out front 
that Watergate heroes Barker and Sturgis 
were prowling in the shadows of the 
Dallas murder, Sturgis conspicuously 
enough that he was interviewed 
afterwards by the FBI, and Barker 
through the anti-Castroite activities and 
organizations that figure so prominently 
in the Dallas, New Orleans, and Miami 
background. How far can we follow the 
implication of this? 

Immediately upon the June bust, John 
Mitchell began to prepare for the roll of 
the higher fall guy, resigning his post as 
Attorney General and his place as Nixon’s 
most powerful and influential cabinet of- 
ficer (though he did not at once leave 
Creep). Now McCord has fingered him 
and the plot has taken a powerful new 
turn. 

Were ours a more supple parliamentary 
system, a scandal of this scope and 
altitude would lead straightway to a crisis 
of confidence and a new election. Major 
political scandal at the cabinet level is 
weighty stuff, and nominally democratic 
administrations ordinarily do not with- 
stand it.With everyone else,I would guess 
that the probability is very low, no matter 
what, that Nixon will be impeached. 
Would Agnew make anybody any hap- 
pier? Is it an improvement for Greek ship- 
ping interests to take precedence over 
Texas oil in the governing coalition? (We 
must leave for later the implications of 
Jackie Kennedy’s “marriage” to Onassis, 
a political imprisonment if there has ever 
been such a thing.) But it is some measure 


of the portentousness of the Watergate- 


_ Mitchell linkup that impeachment talk is 


simmering today in the Capital even 
among conservatives, that even if Nixon 
‘survives until '76 it is all but certain that 
neither Agnew, Connally, nor the Nix- 
onized Republican can survive beyond it, 
and that the next elections will see a 
return of the Kennedy forces of the East 
to predominance over national affairs. 
Add to this the clear possibility that 
McCord’s revelations could reach easily 
as high as Agnew; and if things go that 
far, it is hard to see what would keep them 
from going all the way. — 

How could Nixon’s McCord justify such 
a risk? Based on the conjecture that the 
Watergate group and the Dealy Plaza 
group are somehow significantly con- 
nected, we are tempted to read McCord’s 
confession as an attempt to tell a lot in 
order not to have to tell everything, risk- 
ing even the exposure of Nixon in order to 
keep concealed the much more dangerous 
connection between Dealy Plaza and the 
White House. What else is sufficient 
motive for these wild perturbations in 
high places? 

But this version too leaves us beset with 
weighty imponderables. Among them: 


*While McCord is a topline CIA man, 
he does not appear to be of the same breed 
of CIA that was involved either in the Bay 
of Pigs invasion or Dallas 1963. We do not 
know that he was not involved in either of 
these actions, but we cannot definitely 
place them in his spy’s biography the way 
we can with Hunt and Liddy, and he has 
no visible connection with the Nixon 
group until 1970. 

*He makes a clear effort to save the CIA 
and incriminate the FBI, saying in his 
letter to Sirica, ““The Watergate operation 
was not a CIA operation. . . .I know for a 
fact that it was not,” and further on, “I 
cannot feel confident in talking with an 


FBI agent.” He could not know for a fact 


that it was not a CIA operation unless he 
was a CIA operative of a sufficiently ex- 
alted rank that his presence in itself 
would make Watergate ‘‘a CIA 
operation.”” This makes his statement 
empty on its face unless we take it to 
mean that he was not present at 
Watergate as a Watergate conspirator. 

*There appear to be two CIAs, only one 
of which has an obvious link into these 
doings. One of them is the CIA of Cuban 
and South American affairs, hard rightw- 
ing and superpatriot. The other is the CIA 
we see in (or behind) the Pentagon 
Papers, sophisticated in its political 
assumptions and operationally more 
liberal with its OSS-FDR background and 
its evident willingness to bargain with 
“world communism.” We have long had 
fragmentary but often strong evidence 
that there is a policy split between the two 
CIAs and between the CIA itself and the 
FBI, both of which appear to be engaged, 
along with the Defense Intelligence Agen- 
cy (as its name implies, directly under the 
control of the Pentagon), in a struggle for 
dominance in the domestic intelligence 
and spy business. 

*Bernard Finsterwald is the lawyer of 
James Earl Ray, convicted in the murder 
of King in 1968, but as most aficionados 
believe, a fall guy much like Oswald. 
Finsterwald is also the nominal head of a 
Washington outfit called the Committee 
to Investigate Assassinations. (Right, the 
“CIA,” but the question is which one, the 
CIA of the Bay of Pigs or that of the Pen- 
tagon Papers. Do we not see by now that 
there are two, three, many invisible 
governments?) When McCord decided to 
reveal what he knows to counsel Sam 
Dash of the Senate investigating com- 
mittee, was it only a bizarre coincidence 
that their meeting took place in the 
Washington law offices of this same

Finsterwald,- who was present for the in- 
terview? And that within two days 
Finsterwald had become McCord’s at- 
torney? 

Do these shreds and shards not suggest 
still a third interpretation of McCord? 

Mae Brussell’s August '72 Realist piece 
on Watergate and Dallas is a wonderful 
job of investigative reporting, but it is 
marred, I think, by a clumsy model of 
basic relationships between the CIA and 
the FBI,which she uniformly treats as two 
horns of the same beast. Because of this 
confusion, the question posed in her ar- 
ticle’s title, “Why Was Martha Mitchell 
Kidnapped?” is answered only in an in- 
distinct, shadowy way. 

Everyone remembers the outburst 
Martha Mitchell made last June when 
McCord and the others were busted. She 
screamed and roared about “‘all the dirty 
things that go on.” Before, as she put it, 
“they stuck a needle in my behind,” she 
let it out that if her husband John did not 
leave politics at once, she would leave 
him. For nine months we heard nothing, 
then came McCord, and now we are told 
that it was McCord’s arrest that had up- 
set her so violently, the insinuation being 
that McCord was her special friend. 


I think all this may fit together in a 
more than usually interesting way. In 
next week’s column I will develop more 
fully this third version of McCord: that he 
is a double agent from the Yankee 
kingdom of the Northeast who infiltrated 
the Nixon Cowboy group at its highest 
level and arranged for it to undergo the 
disaster of the Watergate, a disaster 
which, if it continues to develop along 
currently indicated lines, will achieve its 
purposes of driving the Cowboys out of 
power a decade after they siezed it by 
assassination in Dallas 1963, and (b) of ul- 
timately restoring the Yankee dynasty 
under young Prince Ted.

off the Watergate case. In a letter to 
Judge John Sirica and released to the 
press, ex-CIA man McCord indicated that 
there had been political pressure applied 
on the Watergate defendants to plead 
guilty and keep their mouths shut. Not 
only had there been perjury committed 
during the trial, McCord told Sirica, but 
“others involved in the Watergate 
operation” had not been named or even 
called to testify. 

Later, according to almost identical 
reports in The New York Times, The Los 
Angeles Times and The Washington Post, 
‘McCord told the Senate committe in- 
vestigating Watergate that former At- 
torney General John Mitchell had per- 
sonally approved the operation and that 
former White House aides Charles Colson 
and Jeb Magruder and current aide John 
Dean had advance knowledge of the plot. 
While Senate sources told reporters that 
McCord’s information was “hearsay” 
(much of it was through J. Gordon Liddy,’ 
recently sentenced to 20 years for the 
caper, and E. Howard Hunt) these 
sources also said that McCord has written 
evidence which backs up much of what he 
told the senators. 

“Find what McCord promised to bring 
(to the committee hearing) next week,” a 
Senate source told Times reporter Walter 
Rugaber. ““There’s your story.” 

The McCord testimony makes it just 
that much clearer that a large number of 
Nixon administration aides knew of the 
Watergate operation before it occurred. 
From the testimony of FBI chief nominee 
L. Patrick Gray has emerged the pattern 
of an investigation which was suppressed 
and hamstrung from the start. Particulars 
are still sketchy but the outline is rising 
from the muck. 

“Don't make me out a paranoid,” a 
member of Senator Sam Ervin’s staff told 
me last week, “but this thing is starting to 
look more and more like a conspiracy at 
the highest levels of government. It makes 


me wonder just a little bit more about 

things like the Kennedy assassination. 
‘Maybe we all rejected the conspiracy 

theory there just a little too qt¢ckly.” 


The Dirty Word 


One of the most fascinating sidelights 
to the McCord affair is the surfacing of 
Bernard “Bud” Fensterwald as McCord’s 
attorney. Fensterwald apparently was 
responsible for the change in his client’s 
attitude towards divulging all he knew 
about Watergate. Until the Washington 
lawyer quietly slipped into the case some 
ten days ago, the ex-CIA man had shown 
no inclination to tell Sirica, the Senate or 
anyone else anything. 

According to Fensterwald, McCord 
came to him and that may indicate just 
how far up the Watergate conspiracy 
reaches because the attorney has a very 
special reputation in Washington. 

For ten years, Fensterwald was counsel 
to a series of Senate inquiries—into price 
fixing, into the drug industry, into the use 
of wiretaps by government agencies. Most 
recently, however, Fensterwald has head- 
ed the Committee to Investigate 
Assassinations; a group that also includes 
New Orleans DA Jim Garrison, author 
and ex-FBI man Bill Turner and New 
York Times reporter Fred Cook. He has 
also been counsel to James Earl Ray, the 
purported assassin of Martin Luther King 
who Fensterwald believes has been made 
the scapegoat of a complex plot to 
eliminate the civil rights leader. 

Fensterwald is a believer. He is con- 
vinced that there were plots behind 
the murders of John Kennedy, Bobby 
Kennedy, King and maybe even Malcolm 
X, the shooting of George Wallace and the 
famous bridge over troubled waters at 
Chappaquiddick. At the very least he 
feels there was no substantial official in- 
vestigation of any of these events. 

With financial help coming in from 
friends and from the vast network of other 
believers and assassination freaks 
throughout the country, Fensterwald put 
together his committee in 1970 and began 
compiling facts. And an awful lot of facts 
and theories and mysteries have piled up

by the committee’s offices. 

“I don’t know that the truth will ever be 
told,” says another reporter who works 
with the committee in his spare time. 
“It’s been ten years now since Dallas, and 
you know how damn hard it is to 
reconstruct events that took place just a 
few months ago. 

“And look at the extraordinary number 
of people connected with the case who 
have died or disappeared. People who 
might have had information just dis- 
appear off the face of the earth. It’s like 
swimming upstream against a spring 
flood. 

“‘Maybe the best thing we can do is con- 
vince the American people that there is 
such a thing as a conspiracy in this coun- 
try, that people do get together and plot 
the deaths of public figures. In Europe 
and other parts of the world, conspiracies 
are an accepted part of political life. Here 
no one can really accept that idea. 
Conspiracies are seen as things that 
belong in dictatorships or monarchies or 


Communist states but not in the good ole’ 
U. S. of A. Conspiracy is a dirty wo 

Americans may not, as the reporter 
suggests, accept the idea of a conspiracy 
but they sure are fascinated by it. The 
pull of the Kennedy charisma and the 
peculiar joy and excitement in fear still 
has a hold—a decade after the fact. 

Several times in recent months the 
Committee to Investigate Assassinations 
has made a number of presentations in 
the Boston area. Two showings in recent 
weeks in Cambridge drew standing room 
only crowds. Hundreds were turned away 
from a showing in downtown Boston. 

The presentation is not the strongest - 
that could be made. Those with more 
than a passing interest in the Kennedy 
killing will find a number of significant 
facts left out. Some speculation on the 
shootings of Bob Kennedy stretches 
credulity to the breaking point. 

The slide show/lecture, does, however, 
lay out enough facts to convince even the 
most skeptical that more happened in 
Dallas in November, 1963, than the 
Warren Commission would have us 
believe. 

John Kennedy did try to put a stop to 
CIA anti-Castro operations before his 
assassination. According to David 
Hatberstam’s ‘‘The Best and the 
Brightest”, Kennedy probably found out 
about the Bay of Pigs operation only after 
it was too late to call it off. He did order 
raids on training camps, like No-Name 
Key, and—even today—the Kennedy 
family are considered traitors to the 
Cuban cause by anti-Castro leaders. 

Lee Harvey Oswald has been tied in to 
these anti-Castro operations and the CIA. 
During his time in New Orleans, Oswald 
worked with various Cuban groups and 
apparently only used the Fair Play for 
Cuba Committee as a cover for his other 
activities. One of the more famous 
Oswald photos shows him in New Orleans 
with two members of the right-wing 
Minuteman organization who had been 
involved in the Bay of Pigs operation and 
were busted at No-Name Key from where 
a second Bay of Pigs was to be staged.

Photos from the camp at No-Name Key 
are fascinating. Shown in a number o 
photos is a man at first believed to be 
Oswald. The man, who is a dead ringer for 
Oswald, is really one William Seymour. 
Seymour was in the Dallas area just prior 
to the assassination and used Oswald’s 
name on at least one occasion. CTIA 
members believe he may be the so-called 
Oswald II, the man who looked like 
Oswald and used Oswald’s name and who 
surfaced in different spots while the real 
Oswald waselsewhere. ~ 

Also tied in with Bay of Pigs I and No- 
Name Key (Bay of Pigs II) were—among 
others—James McCord; Watergate 
defendants Frank Sturgis, Bernard 
Barker and Eugenio Martinez; and Jack 
Ruby who was running guns for such 
operations at the time. The late David 
Ferrie, Jim Garrison’s key witness in the 

lay Shaw trial, was the chief air instruc- 
tor for the operation. And then there was 
Emilio Santana. 

Santana is well-known in Miami’s 
Cuban community. He was a middle-level 
anti-Castro leader; an expert in weapons 
and tactics. Santana told the Garrison 
grand jury that he was one of the 


triggermen in the Kennedy assassination. 
(Best speculation now is that there were 
three—one on the grassy knoll to 
Kennedy's front and single gunmen in the 
Dallas Book Depository and the Dallas 
Textile Building to the president’s rear.) 
Santana disappeared after the grand jury 
hearings, never testified at the Clay Shaw 
trial and is now believed to be in 
Venezuela. 

Another Garrison witness before the 
grand jury was Jim Hicks, an electronics 
expert who can be seen in a number of 
assassination photos. Hicks told Garrison 
that he was the radio man for the opera- 
tion and does seem to be carrying such 
equipment in some of the photos. Hicks 
disappeared before the Shaw trial and is 
now in a hospital for the insane—an Air 
Force hospital for the insane. 

The Cuban underground in this country 
is difficult to penetrate. Cuban refugees 
still act out their anti-Castro fantasies 
around Miami. Some veterans of the 
cause now make their money by working 
for the Miami mob as hired guns. Others 
protect the heroin traffic in New York Ci- 
ty. 
The figures in the Kennedy assassina- 


tion came out of that underground. So 


does the key tactical leadership of the 
Minutemen and the men who worked the 
Watergate operation. They might even be 


tied in to the assassination of King. A 
bum arrested near the assassination site 


but never booked bears a strong~ 


resemblance to the composite drawing of 
the assassin originally distributed by 
Memphis police. (James Earl Ray bears 
no resemblance to the drawing.) One of 
the other bums has been identified as 
James Chrismon, a member of the 
Minutemen. 

Anyone who ‘has lived in southern 
Florida can easily understand how these 
men could have become involved in the 
various assassinations and Watergate. 
The Cuban veterans are America’s very 
own mercenaries, available to the highest 
bidder. Most of the bids seem to come 
from the right (like the Minutemen) and 
the bids are high. Much money is needed 
to get this sort of quality help. 

Just the cost of mounting something 
like Watergate can lead people to believe 
that major figures have to be involved; 

Those who come to the presentations of 
the CTIA are generally true believers. 
They accept the idea of a conspiracy. 
They are full of facts culled from ‘“‘Rush to 
Judgement“, ‘Heritage of Stone’’ and a 
strange book called ‘“‘Farewell America”’ 
which a recent Esquire magazine article 
claims was written from the files of the 
KGB and the Kennedy family. And they 
are paranoid as hell, nervous about 


photographers and those who do look to 
be true believers. 

While there is something distinctly 
reminiscent of McCarthy fans during the 
fifties who found a Red under every bed 
and right-wingers like the John Birchers 
who have their own conspiracy theories, 
the assassination buffs seem to have com- 
piled enough hard evidence and seem to 
have enough respect for the facts over 
theories that they warrant more than a 
quick dismissal. Jokes can be made about 
these people but their case should not be 
taken as a joke. 

The plot to assassinate George 
McGovern may or may not have a groun- 
ding in fact but the Watergate affair may 
yield a far more complex conspiracy than 
mere political sabotage. A lot of money 
was channeled into an operation 
which—if it were pure political 
sabotage—could have mounted for much 
less. (There have always been campaign 
spies in Massachusetts politics and a 
number of them assure me that this is so.) 

Just what James McCord has by way of 
hard evidence and just why he chose Bud 
Fensterwald of all Washington attorneys 
to represent him in this case are questions 
that are apparently going to be answered 
in the next few weeks. After that con- 
spiracy may not be the dirty word 
anymore. 
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Tulip, Castor Bean Meet in Armory

The tiger lilies at the Mass. Hor- 
ticultural Society’s annual flower show 
last month were quite mute. Perhaps, as 
the Tiger-Lily explained in Alice Through 
the Looking Glass, there wasn’t anybody 
worth talking to. 

Despite the crowds of plants and people 
a hushed, almost religious silence ruled 
the floor of the Commonwealth Armory as 
visitors wandered through the artful 
flower arrangements and mini-gardens 
with expressions of utter benignancy such 
as you ususally see only on the faces of 
Sunday worshippers after service on a 
bright Spring day. 

The plants seemed as dead or frozen as 
established religion, held rigid in con- 
tainers as now as a Maxwell coffee can (a 
pink geranium), a revolving gold metal 
grill (stalks of sterilitzia — this arrange- 
ment won its creator, Mrs. Warren R. 
Beaulieu, the show’s top prize for 
creativity), as then as a rococo vase 
(french rose, miniature carnations, 
delphinium, and a couple of others — a 
combination the judges thought created 
an “emotional appeal in color and tex- 
ture.”’) 

The descriptions of exhibits and judges’ 


comments, printed in capital letters on 
large white cards, spoke loudest. Some 
samples: “Thoughtful and charming in- 
terpretation’’ for a tableau of 
pussywillow, fresh strawberries, apples, 
forget-me-nots and a straw boater titled 
Down by the Uld Mill Stream; “a return 
to vegetable gardening featuring our con- 
cept of a space saving vegetable garden. 


The emphasis is swinging away from: 


quantity into the directions of fun, ex- 
perimentation, and informality and it 
may also be an attractive landscape.” 
(Experiment feeding your family for a 
summer on three beautifully landscaped 
cabbages.) 

Personally, I judged the display of 
poisonous house plants most educational. 
I learned that a philodendron contains 
crystals of calcium oxalate. “If eaten, 


‘sharp tough microscopic crystals in the 


stem penetrate the mouth and the tongue. 
Intense burning results and the tongue 
may swell, blocking breathing. Leaves 
cause irritation of the mouth and tongue 
if eaten.” Also not recommended for 
eating are hydrangeas, anemones, 
oleander (‘‘extremely poisonous’’), 


hyacinth bulbs, rhubarb leaves, castor

beans, and flowering tobacco (nicotine is 
a potent alkaloid. If eaten, small amounts 
absorbed into the blood can cause death. 


Nicotine is also used as an effective insec- 
ticide’’). 

The plastic nature of the show came 
into its own beyond the display area. In 
the back half of the armory you could buy 
anything from a bottled garden to 
guarantged run-free pantyhose, shoelace 
licorice, a massage-o-lounger (looked like 
a reclining chair to me), computerized 
horoscopes, a Sunoco credit card, or a 
caricature gf yourself. 

It was true carney, an odd but ultimate- 
ly not disappointing production by the 
very blue-blood Mass. Horticultural 
Society. As at a carnival, the best per- 
formers drew the biggest crowds. The 
stars were two salesmen - a young, dark 
and handsome one in a cowboy shirt offer- 
ing a vegetable sliver; the other, a perfect 
George Wallace look-alike, pushing an 
electronically tempered steel carving 
knife.

Playoffs: Celtics’ Second Season Starts |

A split second before the buzzer ended 
the Celtics’ regular season last Wednes- 
day night, Jo Jo White took an inbounds 
pass at midcourt, turned, and swished a 
Meadowlark Lemon hook shot for a 120- 
101 win over the Baltimore Bullets, giving 
Boston the second-best record ever com- 
piled in the National Basketball Associa- 
tion. 

The previous Friday night, the Celts 
had beaten the Atlanta Hawks, just after 
the Harlem Globetrotters had once again 
gotten the best of poor old Red Klotz and 
his Boston Shamrocks. (And the truth of 
the matter is that the Hawks’ chances of 
taking the Celtics in the playoffs would 
have to be rated roughly equal to those of 
Klotz’s team.) 

It developed that after that game 
Meadowlark himself had hung around the 
Garden, teaching Jo Jo the halfcourt hook 
until ‘they came around to tear up the 
floorboards for the hockey game. Jo Jo 
learned well—so well, in fact, that he 
forgot how to do all the other shots, and 
had he missed the halfcourt hook he 
would have would up shooting .167 (3 for 
18) on the night. 

But no matter. They had convincingly 
beaten the Bullets, and they had beaten 
the Knicks with equal ease the last two 
time out, and since those two teams will 
now battle it out for the right to meet the 
Celts in the second round, things were 
looking up all over. Paul Silas’ knee is, he 
says, perfectly sound, and Don Chaney, 
who on Wednesday afternoon was not go- 


ing to play for 10 days, was by Wednesday 
night ready to play against Atlanta on 
Sunday. 

The Hawks are, of course, always 
tough. They are so tough that the first 
round might even go five games. Provided 
Jo Jo's shooting slump ended with the 
halfcourt hook, Herm Gilliam’s 
breakthrough into the starting five should 
make this year’s Boston-Atlanta series 
more pleasant for White. Last year, with 
Lou Hudson and Pete Maravich both 
playing guard, it was one of the oc- 
cupational hazards of the game that 
White had to guard one of them. Hudson 
will face John Havlicek in this years’ 
playoffs, and if Gilliam scores 25 a game it 
will be an improvement. 

Silas insists that he could have gone at 
full speed the last two games had it been 
necessary, and Chaney’s pull—in the 
lower groin and running down the inside 
of his thigh—is responding to treatment. 
Both will be needed against the Hawks to 
some extent, although should Chaney not 
be at 100 percent, Havlicek can always 
guard Maravich, with Steve Kuberski 
eager to play “his” team—he owned them 
in the playoffs last year—as evidenced by 
his 18 points in the Baltimore tuneup. 

Beyond Hudson and Maravich, there 
seems to be little question of Boston’s 
overall superiority. NBA Most Valuable 
Player Dave Cowens would pay to play 
against the likes of Walt Bellamy,and 
when it comes to the bench, even beyond 
Kuberski’s affinity for Atlanta, it is no 


contest. The Hawks have one George (not 
John Q.) Trapp, whom former NBA of- 
ficial Kenny Hudson describes as ‘‘a fine 
ballplayer—from the neck down.” They 
also have former hippie Eddie Mast. Phil 
Jackson’s one-time sidekick has, since be- 
ing traded from the Knicks, divested 


himself of his Monte Rock Il demi-Afrc 
and now affects a Lester Maddox original 
And he still can’t play basketball. 


In the Baltimore-New York series, 
which Jimmy the Greek is rating a tossup, 
we'll still go with the Bullets.

The: American League is never easy to 
fathom and it is probably more difficult 
this year than ever. It is hardly local 
chauvinism when we pick the Red Sox to 
win the whole thing, though — it is simply 
that they appear to have the better team. 
Better in the East, that is — on paper the 
Western winner should mop up any 
Eastern opponent come playoff time and 
perhaps they will, but consider: the Red 
Sox played defending World Champion 
Oakland 12 times last season, and won 9 
of them. 

The ‘experts’ are all picking the 
Yankees to win at least the Division, 
possibly the pennant. True, the Yanks 
have had an excellent spring, but unlike 
the NFL (where they hire and fire coaches 
based on their exhibition records) 
baseball people don’t take Grapefruit 
League standings very seriously. And 
most of the “‘experts”’ did their picking a 
month or two ago. I have yet to read a pre- 
Spring Training prediction picking the 
Bronxes that didn’t have both Fritz Peter- 
son and Mike Kekich in the starting rota- 
tion. That, folks, is just not going to 


happen. My aia feeling is that Peter- 
son and Kekich’s public revelation that 
their wives had been husband-swapping 
was probably ill-conceived, but their own 
business. Similarly, most of the Yankee 
players — except for the principals 
themselves, whose relationship is 
somewhat strained of late — appear to be 
taking it in stride—in Florida. When the 
season opens for real and there are thirty, 
forty, and fifty thousand people unmer- 
cifully on everyone’s — everyone's, not

If 
Behney wins three games for the 1984 Red 
Sox then the trade was a success in that 
respect. 

In the West there is only one reason 
Oakland should not repeat and that is the 
ever-present possibility that Chicago will 
beat them. It is a possibility more present 
than ever. They have awesome power in 
Dick Allen, Carlos May, Bill Melton, Ed 
Hermann, and Ken Henderson, and 
provided the pitching holds up — Chuck 
Tanner plans to go with a 3-man rotation 
again this year — they could not only 


overtake the A’s, but conceivably win it 
by 10 games. 


EAST 


BOSTON (2nd last year): If Luis Tiant 
and Marty Pattin both break their right 
arms, Carlton Fisk reverts to hitting like 
he used to in the minors, Luis Aparicio 
contracts arthritis, and Carl Yastrzemski 
has another year like the last two, the Sox 
could fall all the way to fourth place, but 
probably no lower. If you’re the sort of 
person who likes to bet on things like that, 
go right ahead, but otherwise, the 
prospects for a pennant going into the 
season are better this year than any time 
since about 20 years back — when they 
used to finish a perennial second. Lynn 
McGlothen is counting on a 20-game 
season no matter what Tiant and Pattin 
do, and John Curtis and Lee Stange both 
feel Duffield will win another 15. Added to 
the Bill Lee Bullpen Show this year will 
be another added attraction — watching 
Orlando Cepeda run the bases. When the 
Rules Committee adopted this 
Designated Hitter (DH) thing they should 
have thrown in a proviso allowing caddy 
carts for people like Wounded Knee. 
NEW YORK (4th): In any rational com- 
bination of Yankees | can devise 
(including the DH), the lineup still comes 
out averaging over 30. This doesn’t count 
the pitching staff, where the front-line 
starters and relievers reveal a still older 
median age. I find it difficult to believe 
that no one in New York has yet manufac- 
tured bumperstickers reading ‘The 
Future is Now.” 


In any case, the Yankees believe that it 
is, and it could well be. The Yanks’ most 
recent trade has once again united two 
Alous (Felipe and Matty) on the same 
club, which only compounds the problem, 
because in their next-most-recent trade 
they also got Graig Nettles from 
Cleveland. So if Ron Blomberg plays first 
(Houk says he will) and Matty plays the 
outfield, where do you play Felipe? 
Designated Hitter? Then where do you 
play Celerino Sanchez, the best Yank 
rookie (albeit at 28) to come along in 
years, who had been slated for DH once 
Nettles arrived. Maybe Bobby Murcer 
could be the DH, huh?? The pitching isn’t 
bad, but it isn’t as good as Boston’s, and if 
you compare lineups there’s only one 
Bronx - Murcer — you’d reasonably take in 
trade for his Sox counterpart. 


BALTIMORE (3rd): In 1971, the Orioles 
had three 20-game winners, all the hitting 
in the world, and Frank Robinson. Last 
year, they had one 20-game winner, very 
little hitting, and no Frank Robinson. An 
odds-on favorite, they finished five games 
out. And there is nothing to indicate that 
they'll do any better this year. Boog 
Powell and Brooks Robinson are slowing 
down, particularly at the bat, and Davey 
Johnson is gone, to Atlanta, in exchange 
for a catcher whom most National 
Leaguers regard as a stiff. From their 
championship year, one-third of the out- 
field is now in Anaheim (via LA) and 
another third in Yokahama or someplace. 
Bobby Grich is excellent, but he and Don 
Baylor can’t carry this team all the way. 
At least not this year.

CHICAGO (2nd): The White Sox stayed 
in the race with Oakland right down to 
the wire last year, and finished only 5% 
games back once the shooting stopped. 
That they did so without the services of 
Bill Melton (out with an injured back for 
the better part of the season), who hit 33 
home runs for them in ’71, is made all the 
more significant by the addition of Ken 
Henderson (18 homers last year) from the 
Giants. Gone is pitcher Tom Bradley, but 
Steve Stone will join Wilbur Wood and 
Stan Bahnsen in the starting rotation, 
with Rich Gossage the fourth, or spot, 
starter. Reliever Terry Forster is easily 
the fastest pitcher I saw last year, barring 
none. Tanner’s oft-mentioned ability to 
“handle” Dick Allen makes one wonder 
what was going through the White Sox 
peoples’ minds when they released Jay 
Johnstone and Ed Spezio. The possible

They wear those 
adorable uniforms that make them look 
like a bunch of recently liberated closet 
queens, and they have all those 
mustaches and long hair — right down to 
their manager, Dick Williams. And on top 
of all that, they’re the reigning World 
Champions. 

Unfortunately, the mustaches and hair, 
while certainly welcomed by some of the 
Oaklands, was grown at the insistance of 
the team’s eccentric owner, Charlie O. 
Finley — the man, not the mule — and in 
truth the only bona fide freak on last 
year’s Oakland team was catcher Dave 
Duncan. (In point of fact, when you wear 
a sweaty catcher’s mask while playing 
around in the dirt on hot summer days 
and still wear a beard, you have to be a 
really determined freak.) 


So Williams traded him away. 

Oakland’s pitching is as good as it com- 
es, particularly if Vida Blue — who ended 
his annual holdout way ahead of schedule 
this year — regains his form of pre-All 
Star break, circa 1971. The bullpen is 
solid if slightly foppish in appearance. 
(Rollis Fingers looks more and more like a 
Ringling Brothers ringmaster every day.) 
Finley unquestionably weakened his team 
in spots by trimming away several highly- 
salaried players, but Williams still plans 
to carry enough second basemen to field a 
basketball team, and will probably once 
again use all of them in one game at least 
a few times. Bert Campaneris will miss 
several games at the beginning of the 
season as delayed punishment for his lit- 
tle bludgeon act of last fall; count on 
Williams to fill in with somebody like Don 
Mincher in the interim. 


CALIFORNIA (5th): The Angels should 
be vastly improved this year for two 
reasons. The first is that for some utterly 
inexplicable reason the Dodgers decided 
to clean house, and at a bargain price 
(Andy Messersmith and Ken McMullen) 
provided them with Frank Robinson, 
Bobby Valentine, Billy Grabarkewitz, 


Bill Singer, and reliever Mike Strahler. 

The second reason is that other teams 
— notably Minnesota —- are so much 
worse. In any case, the Angels are im- 
measureably stronger in a lot of spots that 
needed strengthening. They’re not going 
to make Harry Dalton look like a com- 
plete genius by winning the Division — it 
is remotely possible that Oakland or 
Chicago could effect a total collapse, but 
both will certainly not accomodate the 
Angels in the same year — but they’re go- 
ing to be much better. 


KANSAS CITY (4th): The Royals 
blossomed quickly as an expansion team, 
but have been chronically hindered by a 
dearth of pitching. (They led the league in 
hitting last year.) So, in one of those 
trades understood only by the General 
Managers who make them, they traded 


away their best pitcher, Roger Nelson and 
a .300 hitting outfielder, Rich 
Scheinblum, to Cincinnati for part-time 
outfielder Hal McRae and Wayne Simp- 
son (8-5 with the Reds after being called 
up from Indianapolis, where he was 0-2.) 
You figure it out. 


Still, the Royals’ batting order is quite 


intimidating, and should it develop that 
Kansas City knew something about 
Simpson that the rest of us didn’t and 
should a few of those ‘‘promising”’ 
pitchers the Royals always abound with 
— they invariably end up with 9-19 
records — suddenly deliver, the Royals 
could contend. For third place. 

MINNESOTA (3rd): After dwelling in 
mediocrity all these many seasons (In re- 
cent years even when they made the 
playoffs they got swept in three straight), 
the Twins appear to have abandoned all 


hope of a pennant for the present and are 
looking to the future. They have been for- 
tunate that Harmon Killebrew’s bat has 
survived the extinction of his hair this 
long, but even in Minnesota they realize 
that Tony. Oliva cannot play the outfield 
from a wheelchair. They are so determined 
in their quest for youth, in fact, that last 
year they turned up with a 29-year-old 
rookie, Bobby Darwin. Danny Thompson, 
previously afflicted only wit th an anemic 
batting average, hit .276 and then got 
leukemia. Things were getting so 
desperate that last week they traded Jim 
Perry for somebody whose only apparent 
qualification was that he was young. Ah, 
me... 

TEXAS (6th): The Philadelphia 76ers 
of the American League, this team will be 
remembered only as the one that drove 
Ted Williams out of baseball for good.

MONTREAL (5th): With a little luck, 
the Expos could beat out the Cardinals, 
and with a lot of luck, the Cubs. If young 
Balor Moore really is the next Sandy 
Koufax, the pitching staff could be for- 
midable with Mike Torrez, 16-12, Bill 
Stoneman, 12-14, and ace fireman Mike 
Marshall, 14-8. The rest of the team is 
young, anonymous and, in a number of 
places,eechh. Catching is eechh with ex- 
Cub first baseman John Boccabella and 
Terry Humphrey. The outfield is 
young—Ron Woods, Boots Day, Jim 
Fairey, Clyde Mashore and acquisition 
Jorge Roque. None has ever hit well in the 
majors. 

PHILADELPHIA (6th): They still call 
them the Fightin’ Phillies. That’s the 


sportscasters. The fans usually call them 
something else. Management traded 
away one Money (Don) ballplayer over 
the winter. It’s a miracle they kep the 
other—Steve Carlton. With Carlton, 27- 
10, the Phillies finished last! This year 
they’ll finish in Chicago, September 30. 


WEST 


HOUSTON (2nd): The Astros, to coin a 
cliche, should go into orbit this year and 
beat the Pirates in the playoffs. They 
have the best balance of any team in the 
entire league and if they get any pitching 
at all, they’ll leave the Reds far behind by. 
the All Star game. The lineup is awesome: 
Agee, Wynn, Cedeno, Watson, May and 
Rader. The doubleplay combination of 
Tommy Helms and Roger Metzger ain’t 
bad, either. Johnny Edwards is old, but 
he can still catch and hit on occasion. If 
you’ve been adding, that’s nine players. 
Which shows you the ‘‘problem’”’ 
Durocher is going to have keeping four 
outfielders out of the lineup. When the 
other team is at bat, itll be up to Don 
Wilson, 15-10, Larry Dierker, 15-8, Dave 
Roberts, 12-7, and probably Jerry Reuss, 
9-13, to get them out. Dierker could win 
the Cy Young Award if he puts it all 
together. 

CINCINNATI (1st): Pitching will do 


the Reds in thisyear. Gary Nolan is hurt 
again and might miss two months or 
more. He won 15 last year. The Reds are 
counting on Roger Nelson, 11-6 at Kansas 
City, to help them, but when was the last 
time an American League pitcher im- 
proved in the National? There’s fireball- 
ing Don Gullett who may see some star- 
ting action this year. But the rest of the 
starters—Jack Billingham, 12-12, and 
Ross Grimsley, 14-8,—are only a shade 
above mediocre. If If Tom Hall, 10-1, 
falters in the bullpen the Reds might dis- 
appear. 
SAN FRANCISCO (5th): This could be 
the year the Giants leave San Francisco 
because last year was vice-versa. But 
Juan (My Back is Killing Me) Marichal 
and Willie (My Legs are Killing Me) 
McCovey and Sam (My Arm is Killing 
Me) McDowell approach prior form, the 
Giants could conceivably challenge. They 
picked up workhorse Tom Bradley, 15-14, 
from the White Sox and while he is from 
that league, he could make it because he 
throws a sinking fastball, more effective 
in the NL where they call them strikes. 


Ron Bryant, 14-7, could make it to 20 with: 


Which is what the Giants 
have—very little. In Dave Rader though, 
the Giants finally have someone who can 
actually throw someone out stealing.

LOS ANGELES (3rd): The 
transplanted Bums haven’t won anything 


since Koufax retired—from baseball, that 
is. This isn’t their year, either. They just 
don’t hit. And with Frank Robinson gone 
(to the Angels) and Jim Lefebvre gone (to 
Japan), the punch doesn’t figure to im- 
prove. The once vaunted Dodger bench 
seems to be depleted. The pitching is very 
good with Angel Andy Messersmith, a 
potential super pitcher, joining Claude 
Osteen, Al Downing, Don Sutton and 
Tommy John. The Dodgers are the first 
major league team in a long g time to have 
three portsiders in the starting rotation. If 
the Giants don’t come back, the Bums’ 
pitching will carry them to third. 
ATLANTA (4th): The Braves are 
different this year, but is different better? 
They picked up Gary Gentry and Danny 
Frisella for the Mets, leaving Dave John- 
son to fill Felix Millan’s shoes. But the 
pitching is still suspect—Phil Niekro, 16- 
12, Ron Reed, 11-15, and Pat Dobson, 16- 
18 at Baltimore. The hitting Earl 
Williams won't be duplicated by John 
Oates. The Braves have a solid outfield 
with Aaron, Dusty Baker in center and 
Ralph Garr in left. The infield is a ques- 
tion mark. And that’s four positions! 
SAN DIEGO (6th): Like the Giants, 
the Padres may lose their city this year. 
They also should lose a lot of games. Steve 
Arlin was a 20-game loser last year and 
there’s no reason why he shouldn't repeat. 
Catching spot is wide open, which should 
make for a record number of passed balls. 
The San Diegos do have Nate (the not so 
great) Colbert, 38, 111, .250, but he only 
gets help from Leron Lee, 12, 47, .300.

that way. T. S. Eliot had long. since 
patronized his work, Kenneth Tynan 
savaged him for heralding Pinter and for 
dismissing Osborne and Wesker (time, it 
would seem, has borne The Master out), 
and even the usually reliable Louis 
Kronenberger called him a “‘jack-of-all- 
trash,” and referred to his “vulgarity of 
intentions.” 

What Coward did during the personal 
Diaspora of those years is well-known: he 
played Vegas and knocked them silly. The 
records from that engagement have now 
become classics. Consider his parody of 
Cole Porter’s ‘“‘Let’s Do It’: “In Texas 
some of the men do it/ Others dig a hole in 
the ground and then do it/ Let’s do it/ 
Let’s fall in love.”” He always did well in 
America. By the mid-l960s his stock 
began to rise again, with new works and 
revivals being well received. Then came 
the knighthood and more revivals. At the 
time of his death his work was fashionable 


once more, a fact which pleased him. He 
liked success, and never undervalued it. 
I met him several times ten years ago. 


Once when he came to a Hasty Pudding 


rehearsal at Harvard. He was jaunty but 
already frail and obviously tired from a 
long day trying to inject some class into a 
musical adaptation some people had 
made of his play Blith Spirit. I remember 
— who would forget? — that he was very 
kind about my work. Later I heard that 
despite his reputation for being cutting 
Coward was almost always kind. Hearing 
that I was bad with deadlines, though, he 
gave me one hell of a lecture. 

That lecture, I suspect, was delivered 
from the heart. His pose, of course, was 
one of languid sophistication. ‘The 
epitome of Mayfair wit and elegance” 
they used to call him, and that’s how he 
was parodied, as Beverley Garland in The 
Man Who Came to Dinner, as Max 
Pilgrim in A Dance to the Music of Time, 


and as Leo Mercure in his own Design for 


Living. But it was only a pose. He was, I 
think, a driven man: a tough lower middle 
class professional who was pushed on the 
stage at eleven and who never really left

it, a ennai worker who was usually 
at his typewriter by 7 AM, an inveterate 
traveler who was always off on half-year 
excursions by himself, a homosexual who 


wasn’t about to discuss it until the very 
last years of his life. As a young man they 


say he refused to believe in his success 
and continued to live at a boarding house 
run by his father. As an older man, accor- 
ding to the London Times, he ‘“‘was widely 
admired and loved in his own profession 
for his generosity and kindness to those 
who fell on hard times. Stories are told of 
the unobtrusive way in which he relieved 
the needs or paid the debts. of old 
theatrical connections who had no claim 
on him.” 

Well, he’s gone. At his best he was 
probably the funniest playwright, lyricist 
and actor of the twentieth century — not 
excepting anybody — and when he wasn’t 
at his best, which was often, he was never 
incompetent or unprofessional. He was 
always slick — and I ask you to honor the 
owrd. The obituary writers made a big to 
do about a line from one of his songs, a 
line which seems to be a self-assessment: 
“For you see that I believe/ That since my 
life began/ The most I’ve ever had was 
just a talent to amuse.” A talent to 
amuse? That’s the pose again. Noel 
Coward had a great deal more than just a 
talent to amuse. He had an iron will to 
please.

was going on that I just couldn’t unders- 
tand, something more far out than 
anything I had imagined. It was more 
preposterous to think that this was a 
fraud than to believe it’s true.” 

And politics? Tessie’s account has him 
saying “I am really struck by wonder at 
the incredibly tense moments I have had 
in my life, like when I had to have 13 
stitches-in my head after a beating in 
Chicago, the five months I spent in a court- 
room, the time 13,000 people got arrested 
in the May Day demonstrations in 1971, — 
all the times water hoses have been turn- 
ed on me. [’ts all been such a game. I was 
taking it so seriously, when it is all sucha 
divine play. I can laugh at my self and 
then the whole world. Anyone who thinks 
they know what’s going on in this world 
has a responsibility to check this out. It is 
possible to make all the connections, to 
make them even with people who hold op- 
posite views, who can now come together 
and sit in peace. It is more possible to 
make peace this way than by any other 


movement. With all the talent and har- 
mony already being assembled in this 
country, we’re going to put together the 
best organization anyone has ever seen. I 
have never moved with such blinding 
speed as in the last six weeks. We have a 
simple mission to bring peace to tire world 
and meet in common victory.”

Rennie was already a guru for me before 
this, a political guru, or in the old style of 
those early new left days, an organizer, 
one of the three or four people who turned 
my head around about politics and got me 
into motion some nine years ago when 
another karass brought us together for a 
moment in Ann Arbor. 

I was getting on 30. I’d worked my way 
out of Dante’s rubber shops in Akron,done 
a couple of years at Kent State, dropped 
out, bummed around, contrived a few 
plays and abandoned some novels, done 
more time at Michigan, and was possibly 
foundering against a too great life split 
that sequestered poetry to the midnight 
hours and had me in a white collar 
technically writing for the military in- 
dustrial cosmos during daylight. There 
were three kids, a two-car marriage on 


Sunnyside Street, and a life perspective 
given in some part by a caught-as-caught- 
could Nietzche (‘The rise of nihilism is 
the story of the next two centuries”), in 
some other part by my mother’s dreamy 
Alabama mountains, and in still another 
by a country South Carolina which my 
redneck father had left without ever put- 
ting behind him during the early days of 
the Great Depression and which remained 
home to him, to us, to me, no matter 
where we lived or how far back we had to 
reach for the days when the live-oaks, the 
magnolias, the peach trees, the tadpole 
pond and that whole last circle of peasant 
integrity had not yet been ripped off or 
open or down to make way for Interstate 
whatever that made it easy to get from the 
North to the South but impossible from 


then on to get from my city present to my | 


country past. The contradiction of writing 
about that was beginning to get a bit 
heavy for all of us, for me, my wife, our 
kids, our friends, when one night a phone 
call came, the voice on the other end said 
he was SDS, I said what’s that, he said 
could he come over, and maybe two or 
three nights after we were talking about 
politics and the movement with Rennie. 

Rennie was the one who made us see 
how possible it was actually to cut loose 


one’s moorings and make a leap. He was 
gentle, level, full of good humor and quiet 
commonsense and had nothing at all of 
the firebrand about him. Least of all was 
he the champion of any visible ideological 
position. Later I would appreciate better 
the subtlety of that concentration on 
process rather than institutional end- 
points which was the whole soul of the 
New Left idea of politics: on democracy as 
a method of transaction, on participation 
in public decision-making as an end as 
well as a means of struggle. The New Left 
was new because the left had to renew 
itself, it had to renew itself because of the 
deep stain Stalinism had left, and its 
means of renewal, its answer to Stalinism 
as well as to the elitist, pseudo-rational 
bureaucracy arising in America, was the 
simple yet rich idea that the political 
quality of a society’s life lies as much in 
its way of reaching decisions as in the 
final forms the decisions take when they 


* are all worked out.

lose favor. Weathermen started calling it 
PD and soon it was not so easy to 
remember what the abbreviation stood 
for. When the late 60s brought serious 
frustration and people, somewhat panick- 
ed, fell back into the comforts of technical 
ideology, and the young petty bourgeois 
radicals vied to see which of them could 
become more (as they imagined) 
proletarian in outlook, PD was finally 
denounced and set aside as a middle-class 
aberration with no place in the politics of 
the workers’ vanguard. But in the days 
before the ideal of a radically democratic 
operating style had led the early leaders 
like Rennie to gag themselves — one of 
the many ironies of the New Left’s brief, 
passionate life — this practical ideal had 
seemed the very soul of creative subver- 
sion. 

Because PD meant that the roots of 
white racism, of American imperialism — 
later the movement would add, of male 
chauvinism — lay precisely in the per- 
vasive depoliticization of the society as a 
whole. Walpole guards treat the prisoners 
like animals, officer DeLuca treats Larry 
Largey like an animal, American soldiers 
treat the Vietnamese like animals, 
because the guards, the cops, and the 
soldiers take themselves to be animals, 
and they do this because they are 
animalized by the over-all system of 
political elitism which it is the whole pur- 
pose of radical democracy to overturn.On- 


ly when people realize their own political 
humanity can they recognize the political 
humanity of others, and this key realiza- 
tion can never be taught or argued into 
another person’s head, can never be 
deduced from books, it can come only as a 
result of direct political experience. 

So participatory democracy was never 
just an instrumental means in the pursuit 
of objective goals.-It was also the embodi- 
ment of the idea of the liberated com- 
munity, the practical idea of what the 
political quality of the new society’s life 
would be like “come the Revolution.” It 
got all its power, its audacity and drama 
from the fact that people were willing to 
live it now, to be with one another in this 
banefully prerevolutionary world as 
though revolutionary relationships were 
possible. What could be more subversive 
than this effort? And given the-decision to 
make it, what need was there to try to 
determine in advance the “final forms” 
that the revolution would take? Those 
questions, which came to preoccupy the 
later New Left, were in the beginning left 
unanswered on purpose for reason of the 
philosophically prior belief that they 
could only be answered in action by the 
actors. 

All of which did not mean that there 
were to be no positions prior to actual ex- 
perience. On the contrary, the “anti- 
intellectual” .or ‘“anti-ideological” bias 
which critics like Irving Howe claimed to 
discern in the New Left had the purpose 
and effect of opening up the discussion of 
fundamentals; not of closing it down. 
Beyond the sterile intellectual elitism 
which had become so characteristic of 
orthodox socialist thought, the reason for 


this, again, was that the Davises and 
Haydens understood activity as not only 
the aim of political education but the con- 
dition of its possibility. When the 


debating-room atmospheres of the old - 


socialism were not purged and blown out 
and basic questions not opened up for 
radically naive reconsideration, strategic 
and tactical leadership and hence the 
control over activity would inevitably fall 
into the hands first of an implicit elite, 
then of an explicit vanguard, and it would 
finally be lost altogether in the incoherent 
squabblings of a hundred equally ab- 
solutist and equally alienated splinter 


groups. 
*‘What Will It Do?’’ 


Which is more or less what happened. If 
this is a confession of personal short- 
coming, so be it, but I think the later New 
Left could not have moved me out of my 
ruts the way the earlier New Left did. My 
abiding impression of those first talks 
with Davis was that he was not only clear 


and straight but also intellectually hum- ° 


ble. The only strategic maxim that he 
appeared to regard as a guide for practical 
activity was that our objective was always 
“to build the movement.” What this 
meant was, simply, increasing the level, 
the amount, the intensity of activity and 
with it raising the general level of con- 
sciousness as we accumulated a steadily 
widening fund of common experiences. 
_“‘What will the movement be when it is 
built?” I asked him. “And what will it 
do?” Rennie has a warm, self-deprecating 
smile and it was such questions that 
brought it out best. “Who knows? We’re 
only saying that racism and war and 


poverty and alienation and all forms of 


elitism have to be fought, and that 
whatever is going to happen, people who 
share those values are better off together 
than, apart and better off in motion than 
standing still. Maybe you have to destroy 
capitalism before you can destroy racism, 
but if you try to decide that now and 
make it a precondition of activity, then 
you wind up dividing the world into those 


’ who know and those who don’t, and the 


first group makes itself smaller and 
smaller the more certain it becomes of its 
position, and people wind up differing 
violently with each other about questions 
that don’t make that much practical 
difference and can’t and don’t need to be 
settled right now anyway.” 

The irony is that this hesitancy was so 
reassuring to people like me and my wife 
who were in effect being asked to jump 
out, kids in tow, into a world, an ex- 
perience — an activity — about which 
nobody claimed to be able to make any 
confident predictions, trusting in an am- 
‘biguous and problematical youth move- 
ment whose main social rule of thumb 
seemed to be, simply, change your life, 
move it around, shake the world to be 
shaken by it, break up the flow of the 
given and familiar, transgress against the 
limits, violate the boundaries. Or as the 
Yaqui lyric sorcerer Don Juan was 
teaching Carlos Castaneda at ap- 
proximately the same time, “disrupt the 
cycle of retlexivity."” And learn “‘to see.” 

That was the message that helped us 
change our lives. We would all come upon 
Marx and many of us would acquire 
highly systematic views of the structure 
and direction of world history, and these 
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could become precious at least as artifacts 
if hardly as scientifically binding ex- 
planations. But what made it possible for 
us to move was rather the idea that it was 
not so important as one might have sup- 
posed to know the results of one’s action 
in advance. Later I would be moved the 
same way by Peter Cohanof the San Fran- 
cisco Mime troup who laid the same high 
rap on a group at Antioch: “Don’t be 
afraid to jump off the merry-go-round. It 
only looks dark because the glitter of the 
circus scene is so blinding. It only looks 
unsteady because they’ve got you going 
up and down and around and around. 
Jump. You’ll land on your feet. There are 
brothers and sisters waiting to help you 
land. It’s not a dark terrible jungle. It’s 
the world we all were made to live in. It’s 
ony the merry-go-round that’s making us 
sick.” 


People Like Me Could Jump 
Because people like Rennie and Peter 


said things like that so modestly, people 


like me could jump. Almost trapped into 
sentimentalizing my father’s South 
Carolina all life long, I could now face it 
and struggle with it as with a destiny no 
longer completed and sealed but open and 
reverberant. Instead of fighting to escape 
my Akron childhood and its dreary 
proletarian horizons, I could now take 
them into my present life as a source of 
important social comprehensions and 
even of political. legitimacy. Instead of 
trying to bury my white-collar militarism 
in guilty denials, I could put those eight 
years to use in the fight to demystify 
militarism. 

The new vision was powerful. As we 
learned about the war, the Vietnamese, 
the Cubans and the revolution — “Two, 
three, many Vietnams!” said Che from 
the tortured boiling bowels of the Third 
World — we began to discover the 
lightness of heart that comes with true 
seeing, the sense of power that comes from 
the decision to struggle side by side with 
brothers and sisters to take possession of 
one’s life. It is hard for me to imagine 
anything more personally momentous 


than the direct experience of that im- 
mense collective leap off the merry-go- 
round. 

It wasn’t painless. Close friends have 
been killed, imprisoned, driven into exile. 
But it was so real and free that without it 
one cannot imagine one’s life as having 
actually happened. And amidst all the 
sometimes resentful discussion of how 
much all this jumping actually did for the 
poor, the blacks, the Vietnamese, the In- 
dians, that one personal truth is the link- 
ing truth of the vast collective that 
jumped together. 

Maybe this is the best way to unders- 
tand his otherwise surprising apostasy 
from politics to religion. The instinct for 
the radical act, for finding the center of 
concrete change in the way people live 
their lives, has always been at the core of 
Rennie’s politics. This is the instinct 
which took him to the South in the early 
‘60s, to the industrial urban wastes in the 
mid-‘60s in SDS’s long project of com- 
munity organizing, and into the front of 
the antiwar movement after that. This is 
the instinct which he tapped in me and 
my wife and our friends and the 
thousands of others he touched over the 
years just past. It was this instinct that 
put him on the plane to Paris to meet 
with Madame Binh, just as surely as it 
was this instinct which took him on to In- 
dia, to the circle of the Perfect Master, 
and to the change he’s had the moral 
audacity to make. 


He has many explanations to make 
about this to old friends and comrades. 
These will surely be forthcoming. “What 
about racism? What about imperialism? 
What about oppression? What about the 
struggle?” But we already know that the 
real answers to these piercing questions 
have to engage the practical world in 
practical ways, and that it is never 
enough merely to have “correct ideas.” 
Where are the hidden and profound forces 
that unaccountably move a civilization 
beyond itself? Where are these forces free- 
ly and powerfully gushing up into real 
people’s lives, giving them the personal 


and communal energy, confidence and 
spirit that making history requires? 


We can hazard that the ‘60s gave this 
question the answer of radical politics, an 


answer at first fully as strange and as ~ 


threatening as these new rumors of 
prophet upon prophet on every hand, of 
“black crows flying in from all direc- 
tions.” And if we are able to face a 
possibly difficult truth, we simply have to 
ask if there is not something about this 
answer that now puts it in some respect 
behind us, makes it the answer of a time 
that answered for itself well enough but 
could not answer for all time, not even for 
the next decade. The political decision 
now takes a grinding of the teeth that it 
did not used to take. The political deci- 
sion, when its power was high, came easi- 
ly. It was the decision for freedom in one’s 
own life with others. It was liberating. It 
fused intuition with reason. It gave us 
strong images of authenticity that came 
alive among us like the songs which, as 
time passed and the decade revolved, it 
became next to impossible to sing without 
heartache and suppressed unbelief. 
Where once the activists had talked with 
joy of “breaking on through to the other 
side,” of personal liberation in collective 
struggle, now everything has to be proved 
with numbers and theories and the talk is 
of sacrifice necessitated by our “historical 
moment,” of tasks that are fulfilling only 
in terms of a steadily more remote and 
theory-shrouded revolution. 
Consciousness is high. Indeed it is acute. 
Yet no one moves. Everyone feels the 
paralysis and tries to find small, tem- 
porary solutions — here a commune, 
there a study project, somewhere else a 
book to prove things people already know; 
and everywhere the decline or the turning 
inward of spirit. Who can say that politics 
as we knew it has survived? 


Is Rennie a Heretic Against the 
Left? 

Finally, we may reflect that Rennie is 
not alone. The same thing is happening to 


a lot of people. Many of us have friends 
who in one or another way have found the 
political metaphor no longer complete,the 
method of politics no longer liberating 
and energizing, the promises of politics no 
longer convincing. Many of us who cut our 
teeth on the activism of the New Left will 
inescapably deplore this new fashion in 
spiritualism East and West, finding much 
of it bogus or illusory or outright madness, 
and will complain that the revolution has 
again been betrayed and the wretched of 
the earth abandoned by this new fancy of 
an addled imperial middle class. 


Yet what was the struggle of the past 
decade if not the struggle of the values of 
spirit against the values of Leviathan, of. 
freedom and redemption against secular 
despair and the technological nihilism of 
the modern state? We have no way to see 
so early how the new spiritualism may 
resume, change, and continue the march 
that the new politics took up in the ‘60s, 
when politics itself (so I would argue) 
resumed, changed, and continued the 
march formerly begun in art, in the con- 
sciousness which the black and white jazz 
and the white and black poetry of the ‘50s 
began to instill and focus. 


“But how would it be possible for any 
spirituality, fully and radically conceived 
and actively and collectively pursued, to 
make itself at home in the kingdom of 
Nixon and the military state? And is the 
generation of two, three, many separate 
realities not finally the objective form of 
that divine madness which historians all 
agree is what brings empires down? 


Maybe it comes to this: Is it not above 
all their nihilism that sickens us so 
profoundly in Nixon and the Nixonians 
who destroy so casually everything life 
holds precious in itself? If Rennie’s new 
act is a heresy, it is a thousand times 
greater a heresy against the nihilism of 
Nixon’s state than against that rebirth in 
the 1960s we called the movement. He 
may only have helped us see a new path 
for the old hopes.

One 
local: music critic, looking over the 
mannequins and madmen _ pop- 
ulating the Bal-A-Roue, said he saw 
death everywhere, and he was un- 
doubtedly correct. The majority of 
the partygoers, however, were intent 
on dancing upon the crypt. 

The evening began with the 
Cooper: concert, which publicity 
bulletins claimed would reach 56 
cities and some eight million fans 
during: its current go-around. For 
the concert a platform of three levels 
was: added to the Garden stage. 
Scaffolding around and above the 
stage held gilded human figures and 


a brace of neon lights which flashed 
off and on during the latter part of 


the show. With the Garden lights 
still on, the instrumentalists took 
their ‘places (the drummer on the 
highest and most recessed tier, the 


guitarists on the intermediate level) 


and WBCN disc-spinner Maxanne 


introduced “the: legendary. Alice~. 
Cooper,” who appeared in a tuxedo - 


with . tails, t-shirt and tights, all 
white, and leopard-spot boots with. 
élevated soles and heels. 

The. much-vaunted Cooper stage 
act had two high points which made 
use of oversized, graphic props. Dur- 
ing the vocal segment of ‘‘Un- 


-finished Sweet,” a song dealing with 


the bitter realities of tooth ‘decay, 


Alice held his aah as if in pain and 


finally skulked to the side of the’. 


lower stage and curled up on a 
piano, A wild-eyed. dentist in a 
white coat attacked the disabled 
singer with a conical, glawing object 
representing a drill, and Cooper 
revived himself to triumph over 
decay by brushing a: huge white 
tooth-person with an equally large 
wooden toothbrush. 

During the now-obligatory 
mutilation segment of the program, 
which saw Alice cavorting with 
various dismembered heads, torsos 
and limbs, an executioner appeared 


onstage to uncover a_ guillotine,. 


which was then used to simulate the 


' beheading of the singer. While a 


recording of the band played on, the 
drummer held a replica of Alice’s 
head by the hair and used it to lure 
the other band members off the 
stage. Alice and company then 
returned to sing “School’s Out,” a 
dubious anthem to the spirit of 
adolescent rebellion. 

The party at the Bal- ARoiis 


Skating Rink, an_ ungainly edifice 


with a muddy parking lot situated 
on Mystic Avenue in Medford close 
to Warner Bros. headquarters, 
began at approximately 12 o’clock 
and petered out at around 2:30. One 


had to present at the door a disc” 


with the’word “peace” on one side 
and a peace sign on the other, which 
had been issued by Warner Bros. to 


those considered worthy-of or com- 


patible with the spirit of the affair, 
though exceptions were made. 


There seemed to be. more.

though Alice himself stood everyone 


up. 

Wine and beer abounded, and by 
1:30 almost all those not roller- 
skating were dancing to “Leader of 
the Pack,** *‘Norman,”’ 
“Locomotion,” “My Guy” and other 
songs from the early sixties. Though 


the music was old and moldy and 


the party itself had been given in 
honor of a man and a group not 
widely respected for their contribu- 
tion to the currently bleak cultural 
scene, the vibrations at the Bal-A- 


‘Roue were decidedly celebratory, 


bringing to mind the old Yiddish ex- 


pression, roughly translated — “If 


you're going to eat pig, let the grease 
run down your chin.” 


Alice Himself 
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There are many pleasant things to do when one first gets up in the 
aad going ever to the Ritz to drink with Anfhony Burgess i is 
one of them. He had already had: tea, of course, since it was in fact 
past the fullness of noon, and lunch was forever on the way, though it 
never came. Burgess, who is perhaps best known as the authorofthe. 
novel, A Clockwork Orange, has often chatted comfortably on various 
talk shows about everything from the life of Shakespeare to violence 
in New York, so when he came to Boston to talk about Cyrano, the 
musical comedy he had written that was opening at the Colonial, the 
pleasure of a wide-ranging conversation was anticipated. He did not 

disappoint. 
Burgess's burgeoning theatrical career did not begin, as some sup- 
pose, with Stanley Kubrick and the movies; Burgess had nothing to 
do with the tilm of his novel, and a more recent attempt to align the 
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Anthony Burgess 


Burgess novel-in-progress about Napoleon failed quickly and dismal- 
ly. The two did not mesh like, well, clockwork. Instead it was his 
novel about Shakespeare, Nothing But the Sun that first attracted 
the attention of actors and directors in legitimate theatre. ““When 
they needed someone to do the adaptation of Cyrano they thought I 
was the one to do it, because of the Shakespeare book.” 

Burgess tirst adapted the Edmund Rostand play, Cyrano de 
Bergerac, as a straight drama for the Guthrie Theatre in 


’ Minneapolis. “The production was very successful, financially 


successtul as well,” he said. “And you know how these things go — 
they saw that they had a good thing. The question was, how to make 
some more money out of it.”” The answer was simply to turn it into a 
Broadway musical. 

Burgess liked doing the musical, thought it was worth doing, and 
in tact has written several more since, including a musical based on 
James Joyce's Ulysses. 

The story of Cyrano was appealing to Burgess both as a romantic 
story and as part of an age he finds attractive. He liked the idea of 
carrying a sword, of living by one’s wits and skill, and of the excite- 
ment inherent™in the danger of a brief bit of swordplay ending in a 
long lite. “Il have a sword-stick myself,’ he said. “It’s been in the 
tamily for years. I can’t travel with it, though. Drives the metal 
detectors mad at the airports.” 

He does carry it on occasion in New York City, where he now lives. 
He once had an opportunity to defend himself with it. **“A man made 
a small gesture of attack in my direction, so I pointed it at him. It 
looked like a cane to him, so he naturally grabbed on to it. This made 
it possible for me to draw out the sword. I waved it above my head. 
He dropped the sheath and ran.” 

Burgess was once told that he had an inoperable brain tumor and 
had only a year to live. He thinks of that year as one of the happiest of 
his lite. Though the doctors were wrong, he continues to live with a 
quiet, slightly puzzled intensity, and still looks for that element of 
danger to remind him of the preciousness of life and.the exaltation of 
work. “Whenever I'm feeling suicidal,” he said, ‘I go down in the 
subway after midnight. Then I know I want to live.” 

So we sat, in the early afternoon, letting the haze of liquor graze 
our speculations about the romantic appeal of Cyrano in this curious- 
ly impotent age, while visions of battlements danced in our 


heads. O

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Tim Mayer: Hub Hosts Naked Narratives

“Some people keep talking about. ex- 


tending the areas of, consciousness — I 


keep talking about extending the areas of 
narrative,” Tim Mayer said. ‘‘Our ability 
to tell and receive stories is in many ways 
our central ability, and-I wanted to put 
the naked narrative on television, and I 
did.” 

For a week and a half, Tim Mayer sat 
down in front of a camera and told stories, 
about the unrequited love of folksinger 
Feckless O’Donoghue, for instance, or the 


Revenge of the Fried Banana. People, 
which he called ‘‘a made-for-television ' 


movie of the mind.’’ WGBH aired the 


series nightly at 11 p.m. and called it Bed- , 
~ postulate a couple of people that I’m talk- 


time Story. A single person merely telling 
stories may not seem like~ an earth- 
shaking event, but for television it is a 
startling innovation. 

Mayer, who lives in Boston, has done 
something so simple and yet to my 
knowledge it has never been done before. 
It is clear from talking to him that he has 
thought a great deal about the narrative 
art and what makes it especially ap- 
propriate for television. 

“When I think of the stories that have 
been told to me, I remember the person’s 
face as he was telling them. I remember 
the person’s hands as he was telling them, 


and I remember large aspects of the body 
English the person put into the narrative. 
The disembodied voice of radio has been a 
success in story telling, I guess. I don’t 
know. I don’t listen to story tellers on the 
radio. I’d rather watch someone tell a 


_story as well as listen to him.” 


Without props, camera tricks, visual 
aids or actors, Mayer speaks directly to an 
audience, generating an immediacy and 


‘an intimacy previously ignored in ex- 


perimental programming. “The guiding 
aesthetic of Bedtime Story,” said Mayer, 
“is to beguile,”’ 
“When I tell the stories, I always 


ing. to, and on most occasions there have 


-been a couple of friends of mine in the 


control room — and I’m friends with the 
crew — so I’m telling stories to friends, 
and I try to beguile. I have some faith in 
the narrative as a form, and this may 
seem overwhelmingly self-inflating to say, 
but in many ways my dream-profession 
would be to be a story teller of old 
variety.” 

“I postulate somebody in a market 
place at sunset, maybe in Afghanistan. 
The caravans come in, the camels are low- 
ing, the cries of the merchants fill the air, 


and there in the dust — sitting cross- 
legged — is the kid, and he’s doing the 
28th installment of some legend of Sinbad 


-or Nazradine, and an enthusiastic crowd 


of mixed origin — many. of them 
malodorous — Then I think of the prince’s 
son and the prince’s daughter being there 
too, and all the street kids and some of the 
merchants: themselves, sitting around. as 
‘he fascinates them._No, it’s a wonderful 
self image and one which I don’t achieve 
in the slightest, but a great deal of what 
I'd like to have thought I was doing with 
my play occurs in severest miniature do- 
ing Bedtime Story. 


“I like to tell tales of metropolitan 
Boston, tales of our different 
neighborhoods, tales of our different 
social strata. I hope they’re tales — 
maybe they’re more under the general 
heading of ‘raps.’ ”’ 

Story telling in the grand tradition 
seems extinct, for with the rare exception 
of a Jean Shepherd, there appears to be 
no one under 60 who can sit down and ex- 
temporaneously tell a tale. It’s something 
that we just haven’t learned to do. That’s 
what fascinated me about Mayer. He 
had the ability to make up a story with a 
definite beginning, middle and end, and 


to tell it so that it entertained. I was 
curious whether he saw himself as 
somewhat old fashioned: holding the fort, 
so to speak, against the onslaught of con- 
temporary indifference. Had people re- 
jected the narrative? 

“I’ve encountered four people this week 
who were reading Dickens, and I find that 
a vastly éncouraging development,” he 
said. ‘“‘We’re all, in one way or another, 


trying to go home. Go home:to form. G@nar 


home to the narrative...The late sixties in 
this country was the final push towards 
the empty canvas, the final push to 
silence for music, the final push toward 
the blank page for writing. And now peo- 
ple are rejecting the inaccessible for 
something that’s recognizable. 

“T think that the narrative — stories 
that engage us — is something that we 
have to rediscover if we want to write, and 
the narrative .is something we have to 
rediscover if we want to put on plays, and 
-something we have to rediscover if we 
want to make films. And I’m certain that 
the narrative is something we have to 
rediscover if we want to use the television 
set for anything other than the most mind 
wrenching of collages. But this isn’t a 
question of going back.

When they plan next year’s Academy 
Award extravaganza they’re going to have 
to remember one important thing: bring 
Al Ruddy out sooner! Even if Al doesn’t 
win anything next year, just give him the 
Irving J. Thalberg Award and get Al out 
there, let Al talk! Because Al, for anyone 
who missed him this year, was easily the 
hit of an alternately tepid, campy and 
outrageous evening. 

Al was the producer of the The God- 


~ father, which hadn’t been doing so well 


during the early part of the show, so he 
was understandably glad to be picking up 
the Best Picture trophy. “We were all get- 
tin’ a little nervous there for a minute,” 
joked Al, and then he went on to thank 
everyone. He especially wanted to “thank 
Frank Yablons for having the courage to 
sell this film — and make my mother 
rich.”” On a serious note, Al mused that 
‘America needs the Motion Picture 
Business, and the Motion. Picture 
Business needs the United States. Good 
pictures need good audiences, and good 
audiences need good pictures.” Finally, 
gleefully waving his statuette, Al explain- 


~ ed that “this is the American Dream — 


and what we all want, for me at least, is 


‘represented by... this!’’ Al has also 


cleared upwards of $6 million form The 
Godfather, of course, but he ran out of 
time just before he could thank anyone 
for....that. 

This year’s Oscarcast featured a 
number of personal triumphs .like Al’s, 
triumphs whose full impact was virtually 
lost to the home audience. Most Oscar 
victories have a way of getting lost in the 
campy shuffle, to be sure, and guys like Al 


- always wind up like the silly, maudlin, 


egomaniacal plastic-palm philosophers 
they may not even be. But this year the 
true sentiments of the affair were even 


more thoroughly obscured than usual, - 


thanks to the Academy’s unusually 
severe bout of Tunnel Vision. It seemsthat 
somehow Al and 3,000 voting members 
like him, in the process of singling out a 
full six non-documentary new films deem- 
ed Oscarworthy, really lost their tenuous 
grip on the Pulse of the Public. 
For once the telecast itself proved to be 
unusually exciting, in a jaw-clenching 
sort of way, but of course there was no way 
of knowing that beforehand. Expecting 
the soporific usual I had gone into special 
physical training for the event, managing, 
thanks to a variety of circumstances and 
certain chemical aids, to put away a 


record 12 hours of shut-eye before the 
broadcast. I was working especially hard 
at fending off sleep from natural causes 
because I'd already heard about poor 
Angela Lansbury’s opening song-and- 
dance number (better Isaac Hayes in 
chains than flabby cheesecake any day), 
and because I’d seen a list of the best 
Song nominees. 

Anyway, it all started off looking like 
this particular show might be even more 
self-congratulatory than the dreary norm. 
Angela came out and sang about movie- 
star glamor (“‘Make a little magic/ We try 
to make a little dream come true*Make a 
little something from nothing/ Give a lit- 
tle joy to you’’), providing some painfully 
persuasive evidence to the contrary with 
every taut smile, every kick, every sashay. 
And Academy President Daniel 
Taradash’s friendly nod to Youth only 
strengthened the prevailing spirit of 
myopia. “Today,” he said, “the Denim 
Generation is into movies in wildly 
accelerating numbers’; some day, he 
either boasted or threatened, the Oscar 
show may have to take 9 “1 hours to ac- 
comodate the 1,840,600 new filmmakers 
and their blue jeans. There was even a 
part about how “film is the most con- 
troversial, most talked about, most 
reviewed medium of all. But the 
judgements are usually made by people 
who can’t act, can’t edit, can’t direct, 
can’t write and screenplay, can’t .... well, 
tonight the judgements are made by 
professionals.” 


I thought I understood what 
‘‘professional’’ meant when Clint 
Eastwood tried to read Chuck Heston’s 
cuecards and was fumbling along when 
Chuck ran out, big smile despite that flat 
tire, shoved Clint out of the way and re- 
read the same cards, only better. Chuck 
looked sincere, he sounded sincere, and 
we'd just seen what the sincereity was 
worth, and where he’d be without a 
TelePrompter. I liked that so much I was 
ready to pretend it was the Year 2000, and

An execrable dance 
number, featuring enormous grinning 
puppets (including one Big Bad Wolf with 
a red patent-leather tongue), was both 
dangerously close to pure advertising and 
a fine example of the Academy’s mis- 
conceptions about its own mystique.

THE LONG GOODBYE. Directed 
by Robert Altman. Executive 
Producer: Elliot Kastner. Director of 
Photography: Vilmos Zsigmand. 
With: Elliott Gould, Nina Van 
Pallandt, Henry Gibson, Jim Bouton, 
Mark Rydell. Formerly at the Cheri. 

Robert Altman’s The Long Goodbye is 
terribly confused, but it’s also one of the 
most likeable new films to have opened — 
and closed — here in a long while. So it’s a 
real shame to have seen it disappear so 
quickly — and not just from here; the 
vanishing act will apparently be a 
nationwide phenomenon. United Artists, 
who opened the picture in a few cities and 
has no immediate plans to open it 
anywhere else, is vague as to just what 
they'll be doing with it later on — they 
may re-release it sometime late this 
summer, possibly in an altered form — 
but it’s been such a marked economic 
failure so far that it may already have 
reached instant obscurity. 

The strange thing is that The Long 
Goodbye was so obviously made with 
commercial considerations in mind. 
Taken from a Raymond Chandler novel, 
to: which it bears precious little 
resemblance, it is clearly meant to em- 
body an element of campy, nostalgic fun. 
‘And the peculiar casting is success- 
minded too, otherwise there’s no sense to 
it: the players include the newly- 
renovated Elliott Gould (who does a 
suprisingly good job), Nina Van Pallandt, 
Jim Bouton, Henry Gibson, Sterling 
Hayden (in a role originally meant for 
Dan Blocker), Morris the Cat, and direc- 
tor Mark Rydell (The Cowboys). They all 
have distinct, unavoidable extra-film 
identities, but the picture doesn’t even try 
to avoid their celebrity; instead, it 
capitalizes on them, making in-jokes at 
their respective expenses. Gibson is a doc- 
tor running the Burbank Care Center; 
Bouton is asked to identify Joe DiMaggio; 
Morris will only eat a particular brand of 
cat food. If the notorious Nina isn’t called 
upon to wise-crack about Clifford Irving, 
that seems more a matter of not finding 
the right remark than one of deliberate 
restraint. 

The whole picture is based on a joke, 
albeit a none too workable one; its 
primary device is that of trying to 
transplant the Forties Philip Marlowe to 
the Seventies, then playing up the 
anachronism from time to time. Marlowe 
drives and old car, gets his messages in a 
saloon, addresses a strange dog as “Asta,” 
and the soundtrack begins and ends with 


“Hooray for Hollywood” (the rest of the . 


title: song, which is itself something of a 
joke). But the act of moving Marlowe 
forward in time makes him a misplaced 
private eye in an age of detective stories. 


Gould’s Marlowe, somewhat like the 
original, is more a passive character, to 
whom colorful things naturally happen, 
than an active one, an investigator seek- 
ing out information. So the story’s various 
subplots simply revolve around him-ad in- 
finitum rather than developing linearly — 
and that, coupled with various slips of 
logic and Nina’s wooden baby-doll perfor- 
mance, is probably why part of at least 
one preview audience was so vocal in its 
post-picture booing. 

But as unsuccessful as Altman’s jokes 
upon jokes become, he has quite an in- 
teresting approach to the conventions of 
the mystery story. He uses a motif of 
transparent barriers throughout the film, 
with the various smokescreens separating 
each character off into his or her own chil- 
ly isolation. The ubiquitous glass windows 
also serve a double purpose, providing 
stunning multiple images that underscore 
both Marlowe’s growing involvement with 
the other characters and -his ultimate 
solitude. There’s also a pattern of deceit 
in the life of this ingratiating yet somehow 
friendless man, from the moment he first 
tries to trick his cat into the wrong kind of 
dinner, but it’s handled a bit more crude-

ly than those elegant reflections. 

But it all should have been much 
clearer than it somehow is, and The Long 
Goodbye’s massive confusion is especially 
surprising in light of the definite genre it 
might have patterned itself on. In the 


name of authenticity Altman has even

Malle's India Epic

To Western eyes, India has always 
been, and probably will be, a fascinating 
confusion of spiritual vitality and decay. 
French film director Louis Malle (The 
Fire Within, Murmur of the Heart ) 
spent six months shooting across the 
subcontinent, attempting to discover 
the beauties, elucidate the contradic- 
tions, expose the squalor and, most of 
all, to convey the astounding diversity of 
life in India. He refused to talk to in- 
tellectuals, who tended to see 
themselves in Western terms, and in- 
stead improvised, roaming through the 
‘streets and jungles and marketplaces. 
Out of his footage, eighteen months in 
the editing, came two films: Calcutta 
(due here later this year), and Phantom 
India. The latter, consisting of seven 52- 
minute episodes, was aired on European 
television, and the Indian’s 
government’s determined efforts to pre- 
vent its broadcast on the BBC called 
attention to the fact that governments 
everywhere seem to feel a natural dis- 
comfort regarding truth. The complete 
work is playing this week at the Central 
Square Cinema, blessedly divided into 
two sections, with sections 1 to 4 unreel- 
ed on Wednesday to Saturday at 8pm, 
and sections 5, 6, and 7 at 6:30 and again 
at 9:15 on Sunday through Tuesday. 


Malle’s purpose is not to impose any 
of his own viewpoints upon the rich 
material, but simply to show and dis- 
cover through his perceptive camera. In 
Calcutta the audience was largely left to 
its own observation, the camera inviting 
spectators to absorb the complexities in 
their own way. In Phantom India, Malle 
himself narrates in a simple direct 
English, selfeffacingly referring to 
himself as a ‘“‘plunderer.” The vision of 
Phantom India, as revealed in Malle’s 
travel notebooks, is one of intense, 
irreconciable contradictions: starvation 
and privilege, compassion and cruelty. 
Malle does not shrink from political 
statements, although he embraces no 
ideology. From Calcutta (‘‘a dying, 
violent city’) he moves into the rural 
areas, to Madras, ending in Bombay. 
Different sections of the film attempt to 
show the nature of the caste system, of 
the impact of the religious life, of the 
fringes of Indian society, even of the 
issues that led to the war with Pakistan. 

A director of great sublety, precision, 
and delicacy in his narrative films, 
Malle exhibits the same qualities in his 
approach to documentary. Phantom In- 
dia should be, by all accounts, an 
engrossing experience, both intelligent 
and hypnotic. © 


of the co-authors of The Big Sleep. But 
either he, or she, or both of them chose to 
jazz the old form up, and even that might 


‘have worked had the jazzing-up taken 


some coherent shape. Instead, the picture 
winds up alternately turning serious 
mysterious and grabbing for the unex- 
pected cheap shots which are its sorest 
spot. And in the latter department, the 
film’s periodic attacks of raving sexism 
should hardly go unmentioned. There’s 
an especially stomach-turning sequence 
wherein a gangster’s obedient moll gets 
herself smashed in the face with a coke 
bottle, with the gangster's only motive a 
half-joking ‘because-she’s-there’ (and one 
self-proclaimed expert tells me that a real 
coke bottle would never shatter or make 
so much noise on impact with a mere 
nose, by the way). There’s an equally 


nauseating moment when coy Nina wows " 


Gould by cooking up a fancy dinner “just 
like in the movies,” then blushingly ex- 
plaining that she washes dishes, too. And, 
finally, there are some inexplicable girls 
next door who, in the interests of 
prurience and very little else, are seen 
dancing dizzily (they’re supposed to be 
stoned) on Gould’s veranda every time he 
comes home. They’re alway bare- 
breasted, but it’s odd that such presumed 
free spirits would remember to keep their 
pants on so as to avoid an X rating.

SLITHER. Directed by Howard 
Zieff. Written by W.D. Richter. 
With: James Caan, Peter Boyle, 
Louise Lasser, Sally Kellerman. At

Howard Zieff has directed dozens of 
television commercials, including some of 
the most inventive ones (Benson & 
Hedges, Alka-Seltzer), and his first 
feature film, Slither, is the best example 
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of how-such training can be employed to 
advantage in the field of commercial com- 
edy. Slither is a slick, rather thin comedy, 
but it’s very nicely done. It’s the most at- 
tractive American comedy in a long time. 

The script, by W.D. Richter, starts off 
with a rich idea: a fairly reasonable man 
(James Caan) is released from prison, 
where he served time for car thievery, and 
is now anxious to return to a normal life 
style. But everybody he meets is crazy, 
and they involve him in their crazy and 
dangerous schemes. A fellow ex-con 
(Richard.B. Shull, who opens the movie 
with a bemused rendering of ‘Happy 
Days Are Here Again”) invites him home 
for a can of beer, then proceeds to get shot 
by an invisable neighbor and leaves our 
reluctant hero with a name and address 
that will presumably lead him into great 
wealth. On the way. to this elusive 
jackpot, he is overtaken by a pistol-toting 
pillhead (Sally Kellerman), a girl from his 
old high school who used to have a crush 
on him (Louise Lasser), and her husband 
(Peter Boyle), the dead man’s partner in 
crime. 

The dialogue sparkles, but the script 
runs out of plot before the end of the film; 
the lines keep coming, the faces keep pop- 
ping up, but the splash ending we hope for 
never develops. However, Zieff is still 
working at top form long after his 
screenwriter has stopped inventing, and 
his cast works with him everybody is fun- 
ny except Sally Kellerman, whose low-key 
comic style (which I’m beginning to think 
is a lack of style) doesn’t jibe with the 
high-speed speech pattern she’s adopted 
for the role. It’s as though two kinds of 
pills were propelling her into two different 


directions her speech is stimulated, her 
acting is depressed, and the combination 


.is confusing. And Louise Lasser isn’t 


given much to do, which is a shame, 
though her presence is reassuring. But 
I’ve never liked Peter Boyle half as much 
before, and James Caan exhibits comic 
skills I’d never suspected. After The God- 
father, | was prepared to declare him one 
of the most talented young actors in the 
country; now it appears that there’s 
another side to his talent that may be just 
as impressive. With a stick of gum rolling 
lazily between his teeth, his hat cocked on 
his head, ringing up double takes and dar- 
ing the lunatics of the world to upset his 
sanity, he is a droll and endearing comic

The most amusing thing about The 
Cheerleaders is the credits. The cast in- 
cludes Stephanie Fondue, Denise 
Dillaway and Richard Meatwhistle, and 
the screenplay was co-authored by Ace 
Baandige. Nothing that follows is half as 
funny, although as soft-core porno goes, 
The Cheerleaders isn’t unwatchable it has 
a certain sophomoric zing. But that’s not 
much of a recommendation. 

The plot hinges on the dark secret 
behind the Amorosa High football team’s 
uncanny winning streak. The sextet of 
loyal cheerleaders, it seems, has devised a 
method of incapacitating the opposition 
before the game.

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Gram Sin City Tales

One evening in Boston in the spring of 


1969, as Gram Parsons tells it, Jim (aka. 


Roger) McGuinn put a roadie up to slip- 
ping Gram an exotic mickey, Hawaiian 
rosewood seeds, before he took the stage 
with the Burritos. While Gram reeled 
with toxin, his one-time Harvard dean, a 
Baptist cleric, stood by the Tea Party 
stage in his collar and suffered along, 
pushing him to keep playing with an un- 
cle’s holy indomitability. 

McGuinn suffered, too, and his remorse 


helped prompt an onstage Byrds-Burritos — 


lovefeast the next evening. A moving 
camaraderie, crowned by the performance 
of Jim and Gram as a duo, rose out of the 
West Coast incest and bitterness between 


the bands. Both groups were indebted to- 


Gram for his country ways. 


He brought his new group to Oliver's 


last week, near the close of a draining bus 


tour, to promote a new album. We inter- | 


viewed Gram at some length. A 


remarkable candor born of fatigue and-, 


self-sufficiency resulted in a series of 
pithy characterizations of his peers and 


former partners. He was just as offhand 
summing up Jagger as he was rgmember- 


ing his daddy Coondog Conner. Our talk 
was sandwiched between two live spots on 
WNTN and WBCN, and a set at Oliver’s. 
Anyone who caught those performances 
saw something quite like an old country 
clan, shedding the ravages of travel to do 
some really lilting and powerful C&W. A 
reviewer for the Village Voice went so far 

as to call Gram a potentially * ‘pivotal 
figure in American music”’ after his visit 
earlier this month. Flanked as he is by 
Emmylou Harris, an Alabaman of pure 
and able voice who uses her space in 
classic country harmony and tremolo 
masterfully, and skilled ex-Remains N.D. 
Smart and Barry Tashian, Gram could be 
the one to put sincere C&W on the cover 
of the Rolling Stone. He’s got the money 


and the stature to front a stellar séssion 


band, perhaps ultimately as a producer, 
since his voice fits in a slot more mellow 
than commanding. ‘ 

But he uses it with the sensitivity of an 
old country boy. He’s been enough years 
off the farm that accoutrements like a big 
silver bus painted GP, crimson suede 
shoes, and a denim jacket emblazoned 


SIN CITY are partly a goof, but you're 
always aware of his roots. We talked to 
Gram in a coffee shop and his room, his 


assured tone masking the red-eye behind 


‘his shades. The rum bottle he laced his 


cotfee with — like his rather hilarious in- 


terview at WNTN with a refreshingly 


down-home DJ — was probably a symp- 
tom of 7000 miles of highway. 


The first song Gram ever really sang 


was Hank Williams’ “Cold Cold Heart,” 
and he rowed out in the middle of a lake 
to do it. About five years later, he was 14, 
and “electric guitars were the rage — so I 

’ picked myself up a Fender Stratocaster 
and started playing with this band. . . the 
drummer wanted me to stay and I wanted 
to progress. We were cutting a demo once 
and I told him I was leaving the band, I 
didn’t care what he did — and he really 
kicked the shit out of me, threw me in the 
back of this old Chevy convertible and 

- jumped on my face until finally the guys 
made him stop. I wore braces for eight 
months.” 

He then joined a band where the bassist 
was from a family of five tenors, who put 
on five-part harmonies without arranging 
it: ‘““That’s the country art of singing with 
your eyebrows — that’s why Emmylou 
alwasy takes my dark glasses off, she’s 
gotta watch my eyes.” 

In the NTN studio, with their berserkly 
funny manager Phil Kaufman holding the 
mike, they sang a Roy Orbison-Boudleaux 


Bryant composition, ‘“‘Love Hurts,” and 


made it a lovely example of that art. Em- 
mylou is the Carter family with bedroom 
eyes. She talks about the high lonesome 
sound and then puts it right on the 
money. She was chatting with Tracy 
Nelson in the hallway at BCN, and the 
group did a few numbers with Neil Young 
and Linda Ronstadt in Houston, so her 
class hasn’t gone unnoticed. She’s wild 
onstage, too, and pretty as hell. “She 
doesn’t look like an Everly Brother,” says 
Gram, “but she can sure sing like. one.” 

Soon Gram moved on to South 
Carolina, playing a lot of Chuck Berry, 
Everly Brothers, Brenda Lee, Ray 
Charles. Color didn’t matter to swamp 
people, over the jukebox anyway. He was 
playing an organ and was into gospel 
music. Unenchanted with folk music, “I

wanted to meet a real beatnik. . . 1 wanted 
to see dope, and sex and coffeehouses. | - 
was Holden Caulfield personified. I kept 
reading things like On the Road and The 
Subterraneans — stuff got pushed on me. 
I felt it was time to hit the road before I 
was even shaving. I got to see exactly 
what I wanted to see — went to one of the 
cheapest fleabags in the Village.” 

There was a period of 21-hour nonstop 


drives between Gram’s Florida prep 
school (William Burrough’s son went 


there) and an apartment on the Lower . 


East Side, where eight folksingers crash- 
ed. He hit Harvard (which he ‘applied to 
asa dare) and rebounded immediately, 
keeping only one trace — his lifetime 
friend, the Baptist dean. 

Post-Harvard, he put out what was es- 


sentially a solo album under the name of ©

was just a bunch of musicians I picked up 
from ‘a honky tonk, and me singing with 
Glen Campbell.

After playing through '68 and: 69 with 4 
the’ Byrds, exerting a weighty influence on 


Sweetheart of the Rodeo, (and, as.a coun- 
try boy turned freak rather than the more 


commonplace, contrived reverse, upon’. 


pop music in general), Gram parted com- 
pany with them in London, unsym- 
pathetic to a Byrds tour of South Africa. 
That was hard for Chris Hillman to take, 
but it was not the last time he was to be 
abandoned by Gram. When Gram was 
driven by boredom to leave the. Burritos, 
Chris got “really pissed — he was gonna 
get lett. with the ball. One night he just 
blew up — smashed my guitar with his 
fist.” (Hillman had previously flung his 
bass: down when he quit the Byrds.) He 


_ultimately was forced to become a front 


man (to his benefit, in Gram’s mind) 
when Gram’s departure left him without 
enough money to “even feed his. dog.” 
Gram was sardonic about Hillman’s re- 
cent incarnation as a satellite of Stephen 
Stills: ‘“‘Yeah, Chris had a hell of a 
temper. He doesn’t do that anymore — 
he’s got all the money and cocaine he 
needs. Stills likes to give his money away 
and Chris is the one to take it.” 


’ Roger McGuinn Gram found at least as_ 


provocative as Chris: ‘‘He’s the weirdest 
guy in the world, man. . . He’s very con- 
scious of image. Say a guy like you comes 
in with a tape recorder — he'll bring out 
his tape recorder. . . and he’ll play with 
your head. Because that’s what he’s ex- 
pected to do, being Byrdmaniac Roger 
McGuinn. He'll have a tape with all the 
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questions you’re gonna ask Mim about In the collee shop. "fey Normal” he 


where did he come from — then he’ll play 
his tape recorder into your tape recorder 


— that’s his idea of a good time! Basical- - 


ly, he’s a very good musician. What he 
does he does well. . . he just doesn’t vocal- 
ly have the chops to do a lot of songs. Let’s 
say he’s a better Byrd than he is a musi- 
cian. 

Later, Gram’s attempt at a solo album 
after he left the Burritos was foiled by the 
incompetence of ex-Byrd producer Terry 
Melcher: “I worked with him for a while 
— started to do a solo album. His theory 
was that everybody in the studio should 
be on downers — to be really ‘sincere.’ ” 
Gram assembled Chris Etheridge, 
Spooner Oldham, Barry Tashian and 
others for a session. They’d just done a 
perfect take and he hears from the control 
room (slurred mumble): “Grammmm. . . 
would you come in here a minute? I'd like 
to talk to you.” Melcher hadn’t recorded 
the take. He racked up $15,000 worth of 
studio time — all outtakes. 

What did he think of the original Byrds’ 
reforming? ‘The Byrds never got along. 
They managed to when there were 
prospects of making a lot of money; when 
they got a little, they started fighting. 
When Nash fired Crosby, David saw that 
his biggest chance was to rejoin the 
Byrds.” The sessions were marked by the 
poignant sight of a line of expensive in- 
struments none of which anyone could 
really play. 

Gram had kinder words for the Stones, 
whom he befriended in L.A. in 1969 at the 
outset of their American tour, and whose 
“Wild Horses” he was given to record 
with the Burritos months before the 
Stones’ own version appeared on Sticky 
Fingers. Jagger, Gram found to con- 
siderably more circumspect than the 
press would have us believe. He was, he 
said, essentially a straight, possessive 
dude who might swallow an Excedrin 
once a week to fall asleep, who enjoyed 
owning an entire English village and a 
castle in Ireland. ‘His fetish is collecting 
houses.” 

“What’s Keith’s fetish?” 
“I’m not talking.” 

Gram recalled the time in the South of 
France a member of the Stones’ entourage 
approached Keith with an exorbitantly 
profitable bonus offered by heirs to the 
Opel forture if they could run a Stones 
tour. The roadie had met them in a bar. 
‘We get a hundred offers a year like that” 
said Keith. “‘We’re looking for con- 
venience, not money,” and dismissed the 
possibility. Jagger's marriage to Bianca 
he called a “Marriage of convenience. 
Everyone knows it was not exactly a 
marriage of passion, what with the 
lawyers arguing right up to ten minutes 
before the ceremony to make sure there 
were no estate claims, just child support.” 
That Jagger wouldn’t let the public know 
he fathered an illegitimate child was 
Gram’s reason for calling it an act of ex- 
tortion by wedlock. 

Such sobriety did not completely ex- 
tend to Mick’s and Keith’s associations. 
Marianne Faithful, when mistressing 
Jagger, approached Gram with the 
promise that if she rubbed cocaine on his 
ass when he was coming, “I would come 
for 24 hours.” Then Gram put out a 
quivering hand and rolled his eyeballs, 
and we all empathised. Marianne 
Faithful. 

Gram looked up and spotted his 
drummer and. band leader, N.D. Smart, 


said and N.D. stalked over, an ex- 
Remain, Kung Fu adept, exclusive con+ 
tractee to six récord companies, and Very 
skilled at running his simian arms over a 
drum set. According to N.S., who toured 
with the Beatles in ’66 as a Remain, when 
the Beatles, assisted by Murray the K, got 
girls up to their rooms, “They only threw 
food at them.” 

Not all rock ’n’ roll diversions were so 
harmless. Gram remembered the late 


Brian Jones as the first Stone to become 
flash, to deck himself with feathers, the 
lost father of seven sons who are dead 
ringers for him. He offered the informa- 
tion that Brian’s mysterious death was 
precipitated by an individual named Tom 
Keelock who imposed himself on Brian’s 
household and kept him stuffed with 
drugs in a dizzy few weeks after his split 
from the Stones. After Brian stumbled 
into the pool and drowned, Gram asserts, 
Keelocék let Italian film crews onto the 
property for two hundred bucks a throw. 


An ugly allegation, capped by the state- 
ment that Jagger and Richard went or 
sent others to do a number on Keelock, 
who fled to Italy, and hasn’t been seen 
since. Gram threw these comments off, a 
fortune teller drawing back from the pit of 
rock-stardom, just trying to front a coun- 
try band, and play the music he knew 
before he ever went to the city; Sin City. 
“Everywhere we play ‘Sin City,’ people” 
think it’s about their town,” said Gram to 
the audience one night last week, “so I 
guess itis.” O 


Gospel According to Cheeks

One of the gospel truths of the 
American music industry has it that 
black singers are somehow neglected 
when the royalty checks are passed out. 
No one could say, though, that gospel 
singer the Rev. Julius Cheeks has been 
entirely neglected — the payments for his 
contributions have merely come through 
some unorthodox channels. 

Like the checks he gets sometimes from 
his-New Jersey neighbor Wilson Pickett, 
who sometimes arranges, too, for Cheeks 
to share the billing with him on a concert 
tour. Or the $100 bills Rev. Cheeks got 
regularly from a former co-member of the 
Soul Stirrers quartet, named Sam Cooke, 
whose famous sweet voice made him first 
a favorite in church — then on the Top 40. 
Cooke kept up payments to the man who 
first taught him how to jump into a crowd 
and make a church “get happy.” 

Still, Cheeks’ “royalties” don’t find 
him posing on album covers with a new 
Rolls-Royce like Wilson Pickett, whose 
every hoarse shout, punctuated moan, 
every finger pointed at an audience, even 
his facial appearance, mark him as a near 
carbon copy of his mentor ‘‘June’’ Cheeks. 

Far from jealous, Cheeks would be the 
first to say that 25 years as a gospel singer 
have been better to him than carrying a 
cotton sack in South Carolina, which he 
did instead of attending school when 
growing up as one of 13 fatherless 
children. But the benefits of gospel 
haven’t been enough to keep him, at age 
_51, from facing a schedule of some 30 one- 
night stands, mostly in rural Georgia and 
Florida, during March. Nor does he have 
a chauffeur to make the long drive. 

One of those appearances brought him 
to Boston to sing for a packed auditorium 
at Boston Technical High School. It was 
an’ easy concert to miss — unless you 
listen regularly to the 6 am gospel show on 
WILD or check billboards at the laun- 
dromat on Bluehill Ave., — but the 
faithful were there, popping flashcubes 
and fanning themselves with flyers adver- 
tising next month’s program. 

Hailed as a ‘gospel legend,” the crowd 
readily added “‘amens’”’ to testimony that 
“June Cheeks is still holdin’ on with that 
old hoarse voice of his, while so many 
others have gone on to other kinds of 
music.” 

Seated at a battered school desk 
backstage of the old auditorium, Cheeks 
said what any follower of gospel. music 
might expect. “I been offered all kinds of 
money to sing rock’n’roll. A man wanted 
to give me $20,000 in 1953 to sing pop 
when I was hitting it big with the Sen- 
sational Nightingales (the showpiece 
group which he led through the ’50s). I 
just couldn’t do it though. It’s not that

I’m that religious (although he is a 
minister), but I just feel more comfortable 
with gospel.” 

“All the soul singers get their feeling 
from gospel, though I’ve influenced them 
all, you name ’em.”’ he continues matter- 
of-factly. “Wilson Pickett, B.B. King, 
Bobby Bland, James Brown. They all 
keep up on spirituals.” Pickett, who 
started singing in church, still does oc- 
casional gospel shows — generally featur- 
ing Julius Cheeks numbers. 

In the early ’50s, when singers like 
Pickett, Sam Cooke, and Johnny Taylor 
were still in church, Cheeks was the 
premier composer and arranger for gospel 
quartets, the format parlayed into com- 
mericial success by groups like the 
Drifters, the Coasters, and, later, the 
Temptations and the Persuasions. 

A Cheeks’ trademark song, “Standing 
at the Judgement,” was picked up nearly 
note-for-note by Bobby Bland’s “I Pity 
the Fool,’”’ later widely popularized for a 
white market by the Butterfield Blues 
Band. 

“I see the soul singers all the time. Me 
and Pickett are like that,” says Cheeks, 
holding two fingers up in front of an Afro 
streaking with gray. “I always tell them, 
‘Hey you guys. You don’t have to give me 
all the money you owe me — just a little 
down payment.’ ” 

He is not, though, the bitter man he 
might well have a right to be. 

“Most of the rock’n’roll boys is clean- 
living,” says the Reverend. “‘And the feel- 
ing in their singing is the same as mine. 
They picked cotton just like me. Gospel 
was my way out; they chose another 
way.” 

“One thing I do respect them a lot for, 


.though,”” he continues, “is the way 


they’ve made their singing into a 
business. When they go out for a date, 
they’re sure they’re gonna be paid. 
They’re professional. Of course, you can 


.get one rock’n’roll hit and be set for life.” 


Cheeks does not speak idly — gospel 


next world, but they get no pension in this 
one. “We gospel singers doen't have no 
money like James Brown or someone,” 
Cheeks told his congregation at Boston 
Tech as a preface to appeal for money to 
pay for an eye operation for another singer 
on the program. Old women who had 
already scraped up $3.50 for admission 
clutched dollar bills throughout the after- 
noon, waiting to contribute. 


Although June Cheeks may be better 
off than many gospel singers, he still gpts 
no royalties at all from unconscious im- 
itators like Rod Stewart. Nor is the money 
he gets from Wilson Pickett enough to let 
him avoid trading on past reputation now 
that little remains of his shout but: a 
whisper. His performances, like last;Sun- 
day’s resemble a movie without a sound- 
track. The body still shakes, the feet still 
dance beneath a seemingly possessed tor- 
so, but the voice is gone. Perhaps more 
than anyone else, Cheeks took the blood- 
curdling shouts and frenzy of the black 
church and translated them into a con- 
trolled showmanship — but now he lacks 
even a regular group with which to tour. 

“We thought we were something when 
we made it in church music,” says gospel- 
grown Roe buck “Pop” Staples of his néw- 
found commercial popularity. ‘“‘Wegever 
knew there was success like this.” 


Gospel music, and the black church as 
a whole, may well have helped m:; a 
cotton-picker’s son or daughter “mie it 
over” — or at least go to high schodl. 


Though his music has been taken by 
others to the mountaintop of inter- 
national popularity, Julius Cheeks 
himself remains behind, having chosen to 
be faithful to a background of church and_ 
family. In the undramatic drudgery of 
one-night stands, Cheeks has none of the 
glory of those who have inherited his 
legacy. But in the choice between the 
ravages of obscurity and the ravages of 
fame, who's to say who's the poorer? ©

Neither One Of Us ~ 


Gladys Knight & the Pips: 
NEITHER ONE OF US (Soul 7371) 
DAVID RUFFIN (Motown 762L) 

Temptations: MASTERPIECE (Gor- 


dy 965L) 


The steady exodus of singers and 
groups from Motown/Mowest must in- 
dicate that all-is not well in Berry Gordy’s 
corporate family. Martha Reeves and 
Valerie Simpson are reportedly’ leaving, 
and the 4 Tops, the Spiners and now 
Gladys and the Pips (who went to Buddah 
of all places) have already departed. Of 
those who remain, Stevie Wonder and 
Marvin Gaye happen to have artistic con- 
trol over their music. It is probably not 
coincidental that many of those who are 
leaving (Gladys, Martha and Levi Stubbs 
of the 4 Tops) also have the strongest 
musical personalities, are singers who 
seek more freedom in a song than Motown 
is known for giving. 

David Ruffin hasn’t left yet, but his 
contract ends this year and it wouldn’t be 
surprising if he, too, bade farewell. Since 
his departure from the Temptations in 
1968, Ruffin’s career has gone straight 
downhill. Whether this has been purpose- 
ly allowed by Berry Gordy (because of the 
messy scene that developed when Ruffin 
demanded top billing and an accounting 


of the group’s money) can only be guess- 
ed. David Ruffin is his third solo album 
and by far his best. Ruffin’s first two 
albums suffered more than anything from 
a lack of direction, his harsh, gospel voice 
obscured by massive choirs, boxy 
arrangements and bad songs. A producer 
was needed, and a producer was found in 
Bobby Miller, who wrote nine of the 
eleven songs on the album and returned 
Ruffin to a more flexible singing role with 
only a small vocal group back-up. The 
new songs are good, placing Ruffin in his 
traditional ‘‘vulnerable” male stance and 
emphasizing the fact that his woman has 
accepted him as a “Common Man,” 
“Mortal Man” and a “Working Man” 
(three titles). There are two covers, “If 
Loving You Is Wrong” and the Blue 
Notes’ “I Miss You,” both done well 
enough to stand beside the originals. 
There is also a pawerhouse ballad called 
“A Little More Trust” that was released 
this summer as a single and did nothing, 
but is easily the highlight of the album 
and the strongest piece of music he’s 
recorded since leaving the Temptations. 
Since Ruffin and Eddie Kendricks nave 
left, that outfit has held little interest for 
me, being the classic example of 1 group 
with no personality, completely depen- 
dent upon the molding of its producer (in 
their case, Norman Whitfield). Their re- 
cent music has been tedious and so is 
their new album Masterpiece. It contains 
the now-familiar Temptations in- 
gredients: the Cecil B. DeMille produc- 
tion surrounding the title song (two 
minutes of music surrounded by 11 
minutes of nothing), another version of 
“Superstar” called “Plastic Man” (do 
people still write jsongs like this?), and 
another song about a dude tripping, 
“Hurry Tomorrow.” There is one flower in 
this desert and that’s a simple, unpreten- 
tious ballad called “Hey Girl (I Like Your 
Style)” which features some real singing 
from Dennis Edwards and has a feel 
similar to the Originals’ “Baby I’m For 


Real,”’ even the same lilting alto solo. 

While David Ruffin’s career has been 
suffocating and the Temptations have 
become a_ playground for Norman Whit- 
field’s ego, Gladys Kright has been con- 
sistently putting out h:gh-quality music 
and has captured an increasingly large 
audience doing so. Neither One of Us is 
the almost perfect distillation of a style 
that began to take shape on her Jf I Were 
Your Woman album, a concentration on 
the softer, more demure side of her voice 
(and a concerted move away from the 
hard-driving stuff like “Grapevine,” 
“Friendship Train” and “‘The Nitty Grit- 
ty”). She’s almost become the female 
equivalent of Al Green. Six of the ten 
songs are Motown originals written for 
Gladys and are uniformly strong, par- 
ticularly a tune called “This Child Needs 
Its Father.” The subject matter is obvious 
from the title: the child wants to know 
when he'll be back, and Gladys does, too: 
“I’m trying to do the best I can but I 
refuse to let this bed hold another man, 
ooohh.”” Those ‘“ooohhs” have become 
almost a Gladys Knight trademark. 

My two complaints are relatively 
minor. ‘‘For Once In My Life’ is a little 
too precious here (especially when com- 
pared to Stevie’s), and the vocal track on 
“Daddy Could Swear’’ is noticeably 
under-recorded, very rare for Motown. 
Don’t let the violins throw you — Gladys 
is a mean singer and Neither One of Us is 
almost perfect Gladys Knight. 
Nevertheless, she’s making that surprise 
move to Buddah. The only other soul 
singers on the label I can think of are Bar- 
bara Mason and the Trampps and they 
record with the Gamble and Huff 
musicians. Come to think of it, Gladys 
Knight and Gamble and Huff wouldn’t be 
too bad at all. —Joe McEwen 


Colin Blunstone: ENNISMORE 
(Epic KE 31994) 


Colin Blunstone has the voice that | 
helped make The Zombies unforgettable.’ 
He’s still got it: breathy, smoky and 
mysterious. It’s haunting as few voices 
are. Robin Gibb can sing with the same 


eerie poignance, but generally he’s too 
mawkish. This is Blunstone’s second 
album since he was coaxed out of retire- 
ment and a clerical job, and if you ever 
yearn for the likes of The Zombies’ 
Odessey and Oracle, or even Argent’s first 
LP, you won’t want to miss it. 

That Ennismore has a Zombies feel is 
understandable: former colleagues Rod 
Argent and Chris White produced it, and 
the group Argent backs Blunstone on 
several tracks. Moreover, Argent and 


' White contributed one of the songs, and 


Argent guitarist Russ Ballard another. 
Their presence is crucial, for Blunstone’s 
talents as a writer and a musician are not 
on a par with his gifts as a lead singer. In 
fact, he ought to be in a group; his 
abilities as of now may be too fragile to 
sustain a solo act of the highest quality. I 
for one would rejoice if Argent, a band 
which has become less interesting (if more 
popular) with every album, disbanded 
and The Zombies reformed. But this, I 
fear, is not to be, so on to the record at 
hand. 
To get the poorer tracks out of the way 
first, when left to his own devices 
Blunstone tends to become too precious. 
His arty ballads with chaste strings have 
lovely moments but on the whole are too 
decorous. Luckily, such cuts comprise 
only a third of the album. 

Far better are the songs with a beat, 
muted rockers which at times become 
wildly exuberant. One of these, the 
Argent/White song, “Andorra,” is quite 
reminiscent of “Time of the Season” and 
ought to be a single. Another, Blunstone’s 
own “I Want Some More,”’ is positively 
giddying, and startlingly careens to a 
sudden halt while Blunstone swigs from a 
jug of wine. I know it sounds hokey, but 
on the record it works deliciously. 

Finally, Ennismore begins and ends 
with massive yet soaring ballads, one of 
them Ballard’s. Both can really bring a 
lump to your throat (Blunstone seems 
always to have one in his), and their un- 
embarrassed, romantic grandeur and 
beauty are wonderful. Songs such as these 
are scarce as hen’s teeth. In the best 
sense, Blunstone is a precious commodity,

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THE GREATEST JAZZ CONCERT 
EVER (Prestige 24024) 
Miles Davis: COLLECTOR’S ITEMS 
(Prestige 24022) 


These two double albums could be 
called ‘““The Complete Charlie Chan,” for 
they contain the two 1953 sessions made 
by Charlie Parker under that imaginative 
nom du disque (Bird’s fourth wife was 
named Chan). The superior collection is 
clearly the Greatest Jazz Concert set, a ti- 
tle in no way hyperbolic. More famous as 
Jazz at Massey Hall, the May 1953 con- 
cert brought a dream bebop quintet to 
Toronto: Bird, Dizzy Gillespie, Bud 
Powell, Charles Mingus and Max Roach! 
The program was classic bop on the order 
of ‘Salt Peanuts,” ‘‘Hot House’’ and 
“Night in Tunisia.” Stylistically, bop had 
reached middle age by this point in time, 
but the quintet gives the music one final 
grand fling. 

The competitive spirit worked wonders 
here, with each man turning in excellent 
performances (I assume Mingus was on 
that night; his bass was undermiked and 
the bass work heard here was mostly over- 
dubbed after the concert). The attack of 
these technical demons had mellowed a 
bit since the forties, particularly in Diz- 
zy’s case, but the music was still extreme- 
ly complex in conception and perfect in 
execution. Bird has the best solos, each 
one a testament to his innovative genius, 


‘but Diz and Bud are not far behind. The 


only drag on the quintet record is the 
leaden comping on “All the Things You 


Are,” which is not by Powell but a later 
overdub by Billy Taylor. The second 
record is Powell with a trio and some of 
the best Bud on record. The emphasis is 
more on ballad material than is usual, 
bringing Bud’s overlooked two-handed 
technique and his love of Monk clearly 
into focus. The album suggests that all 
trio tracks were done at Massey Hall with 
Mingus and Roach, but the third and 
fourth cuts on each side are from a studio 
session the following September with 
George Duvivier and Art Taylor. 

Collector’s Items contains three com- 
plete sessions of Miles’ less illustrious 
work, plus two takes from a fourth. The 
most intriguing group is a sextet with Bird 
and Sonny Rollins both on tenor made in 
January of ’53.Bird had recorded on tenor 
with Miles before, for Savoy in 1947, and 
once again his alto ideas translate to the 
larger horn with only a slight loss in dex- 
terity. But this was not a good day for 
Bird, and Miles was having problems as 
well (in both cases probably extra- 
musical). Rollins, at that time a lesser 
talent, was more consistent and in 
noticeably better humor. The solos can be 
moving, especially Miles and Bird on 
““Round Midnight,” but these takes 
would have been rejected on a better day. 
Bird is the tenor soloist on “Midnight” 
and the first tenor on ‘“Compulsion;” 
Rollins goes first on both takes of 
“Serpent’s Tooth.” 

The remaining tracks are uneven. 
“Conception” and ‘“‘My Old Flame”’ were 
made at the 1951 sextet date that produc- 
ed the Dig album; the latter is the cleaner 
performance, but both contain solos by 
Miles and an even more formative 
Rollins. Four quintet tracks from 1955 
bear the stamp of Charles Mingus’ then 
“progressive” thinking: made for Mingus’ 
debut label (where the Massey Hall con- 
cert tapes first appeared) Mingus and 
Miles are joined by trombone, vibes and 
drums. The group sound and many of the 
solos are quite bland, Elvin Jones keeps 
rather tired time and no more, and again 
the men involved should have had more to 
say. But Mingus’ bass solos are very good, 
as is Miles’ muted emoting on “Easy 
Living.” A 1956 quintet rounds out the 
batch with three tunes. Miles and Rollins 


are teamed here for the last time on 
record, and the growth in each man from 
the earlier dates is astonishing. Both men 
will knock you out, particularly Miles on 
“In Your Own Sweet Way” and Rollins on 
the much lauded “Vierd Blues.”” Tommy 
Flanagan contributes some 
characteristically thoughtful piano. A 
nice session to have, but Prestige has 
better Miles in its vaults, and several 
albums worth at that. 

The field of two-record reissue sets gets 
more active all the time, with Roulette 
choosing to join single albums of 1960ish 
vintage and moderate interest in pairs 
(Basie, Maynard Ferguson, Getz/Stitt, 
Billy Strayhorn/Johnny Dankworth, 
Dinah Washington), and Verve collecting 
the most popular performances in its 
catalogue by the usually interesting and 
always appealing JimmySmithand Wes 
Montgomery. Prestige still leads the 
pack, however, with superior lay-out, 
liner notes, discographic information and 
programming. In addition to the Massey 
Hall and Miles Davis sets, Prestige has 
also released the following foursome: 
Jazz Junction (24023), two valuable Red 
Garland Quintet recordings from one 1957 
session, formerly All Mornin’ Long and 
Soul Junction, with excellent solos from 
pianist Garland and John Coltrane; All 
Day Long and All Night Long (24025), 
jam sessions from roughly a year earlier 
that undoubtedly inspired the format for 
the Garland date, with leader-guitarist 
Kenny Burrell and trumpeter Donald 
Byrd (also aboard with Garland) con- 
tributing the most interesting moments; 
Monterey Concerts (24026), 1959 recor- 
dings of probably the best group vibist 
Cal Tjader ever led (Paul Horn, reeds; 
Lonnie Hewitt, piano; Al McKibbon, 
bass; Willie Bobo and Mongo San- 
tamaria, percussion), light but nicely 
swinging music; and Copenhagen 
Concert (24027), two of the three Eric 
Dolphy in Europe albums, with un- 
questionably fiery moments from Dolphy 
and a beautiful unaccompanied ‘‘God 
Bless the Child,’’ but just as un- 
questionably the least important Dolphy 
in the Prestige catalogue.

Bob Seger: BACK IN’72 (Warner MS 
2126) 


The old heavyweight champion of 
Detroitwas Mitch Ryder. Mitch has a line 


in “Sock It To Me Baby,” that -went.. 


“Every time you kiss me, it’s like a 
punch.” Being heavy, Mitch hit that word 
‘punch’ with one jaw move, pronouncing 
it (at full shout) “Puck.” Lotsa kids 
thought it was another word, which also 
made sense in, context. They enriched the 
Mafia by several jillion dollars worth of 
dimes as they dragged everybody down to 
the jukebox to hear the secret word. 


I mention all of these similarities 
between the rock racket and the fight 
game to make a point about Bob Seger, 
who is the current, aging, heavyweight 
champ of the Motor City. Bob’s last big 
bout, Smokin’ O.P.s, was a veritable Ali- 
Frazier bout of weight and muscle. Bob’s 
not getting any younger, and to keep his 
wind he knew he had to develop some 
finesse. 


About half of Back in '72 is slow, 
melodic stuff, but with the bare 
arrangements and raggedy vocals of good 
Heavy Music (H.M.). And, unlike Mitch, 
whose attempts at being what your 
mother calls a “real singer,” were only 
recently legalized by the Supreme Court 
(i.e. abortions, dad), Bob S. can really do 
it on a rough-voiced ballad. I mean he 
sounds like your soul telling your woman 
what your words won’t make her believe. 

There are also the old heavy numbers, 
like the title cut. They will make you 
dance, or at least help you to if that is 
what you want at the time. 


Oddly enough, in this year of 
diminishing returns, the album holds 


together as an album and can be listened ° 


to many times without your developing a 
needle habit. You know, lifting it every 
time the bad cut comes around. You don’t 
have to do that on this one. 

In fact, and without fanfare (the only 
horn in a heavy band being an occasional

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Ear Trumpet: P. Serkin Gooses Guarneri

The Guarneri String Quartet concluded 


__its Boston appearances for this season 


‘with its third concert Sunday at 
Symphony Hall. And for the third time, 
the score was 1-2: one piece, with pianist, 
was superb, but the two string quartets 
were not at all. In their previous two 
recitals, the Guarneri played quartets of 
Haydn, Ravel, Mendelssohn and Bartok. 
Bartok’s was rendered most satisfactorily, 
I felt. yet all of these pieces contained a 
little sourness, a lot of glibness, and 
usually a throbbing yet distant quality. 
Finally, any drama seemed overlaid, and 
therefore false. 

But when a pianist joined the Ciiseiaal, 
everything improved, for they were roused 
into playing with abandon, and lost their 
preoccupation with smoothness of tone 
and “interpretation.” In the first recital, 
the pianist was Gary Graffman, and the 
most successful piece of that evening was 
the Brahms piano quintet, Opus 34, 
which fairly crackled. Similarly, on their 
last program they included Dvorak’s 
piano quintet, Opus 81 (the pianist was 
Rudolf Serkin), and it, too, moved along 
explosively. However, not just any pianist 
can cause the Guarneri to “get it on,” as 
their recordings with Artur Rubinstein 
show. These are lovely and slick, but 
never brimming with thrills the way the 
Brahms and Dvorak performances were. 

Last Sunday's concert fit into the 
pattern of the preceding pair so neatly 
that it was something of a shock. Mozart's 


_.K. 428 quartet had dissonances in it 


Mozart never wrote, and not much 
crispness to relieve the rubato, but there 
were pretty moments, too. I didn’t hear 
all of Beethoven's second Opus 59 
quartet, which closed the afternoon, but 
the first movement was as smooth and 


shallow as I'd feared. However, in. 


between these two was the bombshell — 
Brahms'’s piano quartet, Opus 25. Second 
violinist John Dalley bowed out, and 
pianist Peter Serkin joined the remaining 
trio (Arnold Steinhardt, violin; Michael 
Tree, viola; David Soyer, cello.) 

Peter Serkin, tall, slender, relatively 
short-haired, is in his early 20s. He is of 
course the son of Rudolf Serkin, regarded 
as perhaps our premier interpreter of the 
19th-century repertory. Peter, who prac- 


tices not as diligently as is traditional for, 


a professional soloist, and listens to such 
advanced rock as that of Mahavishnu 
John McLaughlin, has for years been try- 
ing to establish an artistic (and probably 
an individual) identity. He has recorded 
a beautiful performance of the 
piano transcription of Beethoven’s violin 
concerto; a few slow, eccentric but again 
beautiful Mozart sonatas; and some un- 
inspired, almost flabby Bach. His ensem- 
ble recordings on the other hand, have 
been exciting, and so it was with high 
hopes that I awaited Sunday’s Brahms, a 
composer he’s never recorded. Brahms is 
also a composer with whom Rudolf is 
thoroughly and authoritatively at home. 

Wearing black corduroy bells and a 
pink Nehru shirt, Serkin fired the 
Guarneri to a breathtaking performance. 
His playing was technically impeccable, 
fearlessly athletic, surging and loud in the 
rich, gnarled places, sensitive as well as 
gorgeous in the work’s andante, (which 
seems to go on forever.) When Serkin 
played fast — which it appeared the 
Guarneri didn’t quite expect, at least not 
at the pace Serkin chose — the other three 
were goosed as they probably never have 
been, more than they were even by Graff- 
man and the elder Serkin. It was an 
amazing reading of a garrulous piece: the 
places that musically tread water were 


made sensible, and that climactic mo- 
ment in the first movement, when the 
music has built until the viola unex- 
pectedly cries out with a long, anguished 
line that the others pick up, chilled this 
listener and exemplified why Brahms’s 
chamber music, in passion and melody at 
least, is arguably greater than anyone 
else’s. If the Guarneri played that way by 
themselves, they would be unsurpassed; 
as it is, though, they are merely good. One 
hopes they appear with Peter Serkin next 
year. 

RECORDS: 

Wilhelm Kempff continues his recor- 
dings of Schumann’s solo piano works on 
DGG 2530 317, with the Symphonic 
Studies (Opus 13) and Kreisleriana (Opus 
16). The latter comprises eight indepen- 
dent fantasies, moody but generally quiet, 
more contrapuntal than Schumann 
usually is; the former are twelve grand, 
complex variations, much larger in scale. 
Kempff plays them very well, with more 
rhythmic pulses than he has given to his 
other Schumann performances, which 
tend toward being rather square (e.g. Car- 
naval, The Opus 17 Fantasy). However, 
Horowitz’s version of Kreisleriana defines 
that piece for me; Ashkenazy’s 
Symphonic Studies is untouchable. 
Kempff’s disc’s virtues lie in the pairing. 

Columbia continues to turn out 
Philadelphia Orchestra (now on RCA) 
records — when will it stop? A recent 
release(M31920) offers a sleek rendition of 
Bruckner’s Fourth Symphony, Ormandy 
conducting. Bruckner by now is standard 
repertory, but though this interpretation 
is nearly flawless, it doesn’t probe very 
deeply. What really distinguishes the 
record is its sound — natural yet detailed, 
full yet clear, resonant yet with lots of 
presence. The pressing was perfect, too. Is 


Columbia trying to meet the challenge of 
Philips? This disc is as fine as any of 
theirs, but overall, Columbia’s quality 
control has a long, long way to go. 

Andre Previn has written a guitar con- 
certo that, it is rumored, even Columbia 
doesn’t think much of. It is vulgar, to be 
sure, facile, glittering, etc., but for some 
reason it has charmed me for a number of 
weeks now. Especially curious is the odd 
battle John Williams has with a nifty but 
anonymous electric guitarist in the last 
movement. On the reverse side, Williams 
plays Ponce’s Conceirto del Sur (Col. M 
31963), again with the LSO. An intriguing 
disc, though not very substantial. 

The aforementioned Brahms piano 
quintet is brilliantly served on a new 
Angel release (36928). Andre Previn is the 
pianist, and the quartet is the unequalled 
Yale, come over from Vanguard. Previn . 
isn’t quite fiery enough (cf. Rudolf Serkin 
with the Budapest) but the Yale plays the 
work more clearly and in tune than I 
thought was possible. They expose all the 
lines; anyone who knows this piece will 
learn from this record. . 

Scriabin’s stock continues to rise, 
though some of his pieces, for instance the 
Opus 28 Fantasy with those sizzling, 
pointless trills, make me become reac- 
tionary and want to deem him an absolute 
looney. To say the least, his piano music 
is like no one else’s with its uniquely turn- 
of-the century harmonies, and Roberto 
Szidon offers a large does of it on DGG 
2707058. The sound is bright, quite flinty, 
to use a Harris Goldsmith adjective; the 
performances are tidy in the fingerwork 
but a bit incoherent in conception. In ad- 
dition to the Fantasy, four other sonatas 
are included on this two-record set, two of 
which are youthful. Good notes, and the 
most colorful cover I’ve ever seen. O

that of Best Supporting Actress, had 
seemed before the show to be a bit of a 
history-maker, as no nominee in either 
category deserved to win. In the Song 
Division, the kinds of Academy rules that 
make the final choices so traditionally im- 
pressive the Godfather theme and ‘“‘Duel- 
ing Banjos”’ (no lyrics), and then to keep 
Curtis Mayfield from re-entering with 
“Superfly.”’ To the Academy, preferring 
strict rulesmanship to regaining a little 
public’ interest, included nominees from 
The Little Ark and The Stepmother, films 
no one outside of Los Angeles has ever 
heard of, much less hummed the themes 
from. The winning tune, not even worthy 
of mention, was performed by Connie 
Stevens, who now wears morepaint than 
Emmet Kelly. 

The Best Song award marked the first 
overt signs of irrationality, and hence the 
first indication that things might be liven- 
ing up, The Cabaret sweep was well under 
way by then, of course, with Liza Minelli 
beaming more and more at each 
progressive award. It had been relatively 
nice when Joel Grey won as Best Suppor- 
ting Actor, even though each of the other 
nominees was at least equally deserving, 
but Bob Fosse’s Best Director award was 
both a major upset and a terrible sign. 
Whether or not Fosse is the year’s best 
director is a point too ludicrous to even be 


debatable, but the fact that he outran 
both Joe Mankiewicz, a potential sleeper, 
and the crushed-looking favorite, Francis 
Ford Coppola, was proof of more than just 
the industry’s misguided appraisal of 
Cabaret’s merits. It was surprising slap at 
The Godfather, and evidence of closet 
conservatism rearing its hot head. And 
millions of viewers must have sat there 
bewildered, puzzling over why the 
Academy was voting in the face of its own 
self-made trends, its own craze of the 
year, its own magazine-cover mentality. 
Whatever curious backlash the voters 
may have been responding to, the fact 
remains that, having created the God- 
father mystique, they surely owed it 
something. But when Fosse won that one, 
when even The Godfather had begun to 
seem too hardedged for the Academy’s 
craven standards, the breach with the 
public was complete. 

The award to Liza Minelli was as un- 
warranted as it was inevitable, but her 
brassy performance was especially impor- 
tant in the steamroller influence Cabaret 
exerted over the proceedings. Probably 
the fact of its being a musical helped 
Cabaret as much as Ms. Minnelli’s knock- 
’em-dead histrionics did, and probably 
the combination of its sexual gaminess 
and topical innocence wound up seeming 
less threatening, possibly even more hip, 
than The Godfather’s glorified 
gangsterism. True, Diana Ross gave 
everything she had to both Lady Sings 
The Blues and the ritual pre-Oscar 
politicking, and Diana deserved to win as 
much as anyone did. But at least Liza 


made a gracious winner, no smugness and 
no sour grapes, which is more than can be 
said of most Academy recipients. Witness 
Jeremy Larner, who won for anything but 
the year’s best screenplay with The Can- 
didate, saying that “If politicians keep us- 
ing words like ‘honor’ there'll be better 
picture and sharper pictures, even than 
The Candidate.” 

If the evening involved a sore winner, 
though, it was of course Marlon Brando, 
whose act of refusal was so strong a 
gesture it even prompted Raquel Welch to 
reply. But however they felt about the ap- 
propriateness of Brando’s gesture, his not 
even having deigned to execute it in per- 
son, or the relevance of actual politics to, 


such otherwise subtle proceedings, the . 


Academy members got exactly what they 
deserved. Because however much they’ve 
come to count on a certain polite recep- 
tion to their equally polite liberalisms in 
the past, even from George C. Scott or 
Jane Fonda, the award.to Brando scaled 
astonishing heights of lip-service, even for 
an Oscar. Given the facts that it was 
made in the wrong category, for a perfor- 
mance whose fanfare far outweighed its 
actual merit, and that the award itself 
was so predictable that Brando was able 
to make such elaborate preparations for it 
was the most meaningless citation they’ve 
voted in recent years, and one of the most 
hollow. And Brando can hardly be blamed 
for being nobody’s fool, either the first- or 
second- hand thank-yous the ritual nor- 
mally allows. In fact, the question of just 
what Indians have to do with the 
Academy pales before a bigger one — that 


of just what Brando has to do with either, 
the Oscar or the generally reprehensible 
ground rules by which it is doled out. 

Not one of this year’s Oscars was 
presented to the best film or performance 
in its category; that’s usual enough, 
although none of this year’s statuettes 
(with one or two possible exceptions) even 
went to the best nominee. But then this 
year the Academy’s traditional wall 
around its decisionmaking was probably a 
bit higher than usual, or at least more 
noticeably opaque. When only six new 
non-documentary films are deemed 
worthy of notice, and when that exclusive 
list includes the likes of Butterflies are 
Free, The Candidate and The Poseidon 
Adventure, the awards exist in a tighter 
cultural vacuum than ever before. The 
Academy’s taste may never have fully 
matched the public’s, and its surely never 
matched the critics’, but this year it 
reached a new degree of detachment, a 
new level of blind arrogance, and a new 
reactionary, unresponsive low. 

So in case they really want to improve 
the show for next year, and the 3000 
voting members remain just about the 
same and don’t get any smarter or 
younger, there’s several suggestions they 
really ought to consider. First, move the 
teleprompter back a little further so that 
everybody squints, everybody fumbles, 
and that myopic spirit shines through for 
exactly what it is. And, of course, bring Al 
Ruddy out sooner. Finally, if they’d really 
like to upgrade the program, in- 
tergritywise, maybe they ought to stop 
giving out those silly awards. O

That is one of the great imponderables of 
the mid-1970’s. That is right up there

“When he is good, he is very very good 
and when he is bad, he is horrid.”” And, it 
must be noted, when he is just the other 
side of mediocre, he can be excruciatingly 
boring. Such is the predicament of- the 
production of Uncle Vanya currently 
languishing at Boston Rep. 

The Boston Repertory Theatre has done 
some promising work in the short months 
they have been with us. Their adaptation 
of “The Little Prince;” in particular, is 
both inventive and charming. But the 
BRT is a closeknit group whose talents 
vary tremendously. And a few of them 
have no talent at all that I have been able 
to pinpoint. As a whole, the group has 
been far more successful with whimsical 
self-caricature than with character. 
Naturalism is not their forte, and their 
confrontation dealing with their craft has 
been far too cursory and too obvious for 
Chekhov.

Vuilleumier sees certain similarities 
between Vanya and “Hansel and Gretel.”

While the ten minute scene changes,two of 
which are undertaken while the audience 
sits in darkness, provide a break from the 
boredom of the acts and an opportunity to 
chat with one’s companions without feel- 


ing guilty, they are inexcusably long. One  # 


wonders if the-scenic problem (which is 
important as it provides a metaphor for 
the play, moving from the outdoors to 
ever-closer quarters as the play 
progresses) might not have been solved 
some other way than by using three 
different sets on a revolve. Vuilleumier’s 
work is usually much better than this. 

Uncle Vanya is.a dangerous vehicle for 
artists who are not completely -sure of 
what they want to do. It is a play about 
the passage of time and the stasis of the 
present, about frustrated, mediocre. peo- 
ple who lack the self-perception to realize 
what’s wrong with them. Very little 
happens. An elderly art professor of 
dubious credentials and his young, pretty 
wife visit the country estate of his first 
wife, managed by the professor’s 
daughter, her unele and assorted hangers- 
on. Their presence disrupts the pattern of 
things, and the wife’s beauty is a further 
distraction, bringing out the dissatisfac- 
tion of the other characters with 
themselves. It is savagely ironic (and 
dramatically dangerous) that the only 
“turning point” is, as Eric Bentley puts it, 
the saliieation that things are exactly 
as they seem. 

The play is rife with rueful irony and 
because the characters glean nothing from 
their little agonies, they can be seen as 
more ridiculous than tragic. But so much 
is implicit in the script that cannot be 
realized in this kind of random, 
monotonic reading. Like any symphony, 
it requires a conductor of some sensitivity. 
And BRT doesn’t have any. 

It is a tossup as to who undergoes the 
‘more boring ordeal — the characters or 
the audience. But at least it can be argued 


_that the characters deserve theirs.

Ms. Lloyd pointed out, however, that 
improvisation performances do not have 
the classical beginning, middle and en- 
ding. The climaxes can build and occur at 
odd times; there is, rather than a 
definitive structure, an organic flow, a 


tidal quality which is deliberately an- 


tithetical to what she termed “linear ways 
of thinking and feeling.” Always it is a 
perceptual process for both watcher and 
participant. 

What, then, does improvisation look 
like? One evening I went to an elementary 
class at Cambridge’s Congregational 
Church auditorium, where Dance Circle 
holds their classes. Seventeen students in 
various garb from long flowing dresses to 
leotards and tights and sweat pants were 
warming up to music by John Coltrane. I 
remembered Lloyd telling me about the 
correlation between jazz improvisation 
and dance improvisation: there is freedom 
within given limits. After half an hour of 
individual warm-up, Lloyd suggested that 
they all sit in a circle and she started tap- 
ping a rhythm on the floor with her nails, 
which various members of the circle pick- 
ed up. One woman in chocolate-colored 
tights lay down on the floor and pushed 
herself around the inside of the circle with 
her feet, occasionally bumping into 
members of the circle. Someone else join- 
ed her movement, and then a series of 
duets evolved. The pulse of the people 
tapping on the floor picked up as two men 
mimicked a mock battle. I could see 
Lloyd smile at the evolving of what she 
would classify as ritual. A girl suddenly 
sat down at the upright and began to play 
“Three Coins in the Fountain”; someone 
tossed a roll or toilet paper into the center 
of the room and it unravelled in the direc- 
tion of the piano. Lloyd found a squeak in 
the floor and jumped up and down, ex- 
ploring its sounds.

Much of 
the work is done in silence, accentuaing 
the sometime meditative mood of the per- 
formance. With gentle awareness, the 
women climb on one another’s back to 
mimic cats fighting on a fence. There is a 
segment of spinning, falling and collap- 
sing. movements. There is a mime section 
of women applying cold cream in a 
mirrorthe ritual of cleansing, I coufdn’t 
help thinking. One woman in red sweat 
pants and a yellow top does a headstand, 
and a woman in purple bellbottoms gent- 
ly places her right big toe to_the other’s 
nose. It’s the sort of thing which makes 
you examine your own ideas of how social 
intercourse should be and is carried out. 
And that, after all, is what Barbara Lloyd 
might say is the greatest value of im- 
provisation: the examination of self and 
society. “The Natural History of the 
American Dancer: Lesser Known 
Species” provides us with a miniaturized 
version of human interaction. It is the new 
behavorial science. 
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Gary’s Gasp: Saving Souls 


THE GASP by Romain Gary. Put- 
nam; 253 pp. $6.95. 


It has been ascertained (by whom, ask 
Owen Slade) that at the moment of 
death, the human body loses twenty 
grams of mass. As we all remember from 
high school physics, neither energy nor 
matter can be created or destroyed. In Ro- 
main Gary’s new novel, The Gasp, a 
French scientist discovers how to capture 
whatever it is we give up when we “give 
up the ghost,” and utilize it-as a cheap, 
clean, and perhaps eternal source of 
power. The result is a very funny, 
trenchant science fiction novel cum social 
satire in the Brave New World mold. 

In its lurking anti-technological under- 
tones, The Gasp is reminiscent of Hux- 
ley’s humanistic and reactionary master- 
piece, but Gary refuses to distance his 
novel by placing it in some far off future. 
His novel’s time is the present. His satire 
is focused not on science per se, but on 
science used to package more efficiently 
the evil we watch on T.V. every night at 
six and eleven o'clock. - 

The Gasp is divided into two sections. 
The first, and the better, begins with 
Marc Mathieu’s discovery of the means to 
-harness man’s posthumous exhaust. At 
first, Mathieu makes only limited use of 
his invention. A friend’s heart attack 
becomes the means to power Mathieu’s 
electric razor. A taxi driver dies, his 


“vield,”’ as Mathieu calls it, is caught by a 
storage cell, a ‘“gasper,” and is quickly 
used to run Mathieu’s Citroen. 

The nations of the world learn of 
Mathieu’s discovery and rush to build 
their own gaspers, in order, of course, to 
avoid a gasp gap. The Chinese, massing 
the gasps of the masses, take an early lead 
until it is discovered that when gasps 
reach a critical mass, an implosion occurs, 
ripping gasps from the living, killing 
some, and reducing others to whatever it 
is one is without whatever it is that makes 
one — well, human; whatever that is. It is 
this question that raises The Gasp above 
the common run of sci-fi potboilers. 

Unfortunately, Gary slips in the second 
half of his book, and the pot begins to boil 
a bit. Mathieu, repulsed by the brawling 
of the world powers, decides to give the 
world what it seems to want and retires to 
“the smallest nation caught angrily and 
venomously sputtering its impotent rage 
between the superpowers,” Albania, to 
split the gasp. The remainder of the novel 
deals with a “Dirty Dozen’’-type com- 
mando raid on the Albanian installation 
where the gasp bomb is being built. It’s 
not bad, but it dissipates the ironic force 
of the novel’s first half. 

Gary’s irony is focused on the meaning 
of the phrase: “man’s soul.” From the tor- 
tured semantic arguments within the: 
Vatican’s inner chambers, debating the 
morality of the new energy source, to the - 


ideological ballet in Mao’s private rooms, 
thrashing out a dialectic for the soul, Gary 
embroiders a tapestry of man’s 
progressive dehumanization. How horri- 
ble to power a foot warmer with man’s im- 
mortal etc., but what the hell is it being 
used for now? Gary’s gasp bomb is less 
than a fiction, more than a metaphor. The 
horror with which the Pope watches a 
glowing, gasp-powered ball bouncing on 
his desk has little to do with “a local 
political event that happened two thou- 
sand years ago in some badly run colony,” 
but with a world caught between Einstein 
and Erasmus where the individual is the 
victim. 


The only hope Gary holds out for us is 
that the “gaspers’’ leak, resulting in a 
felicitously described soulful “‘fall-out”’ of 
Jungian visions. But happily, The Gasp is 
free of the messianic compulsion which 
seems to afflict so many modern sci-fi 
writers. It has a pragmatic honesty which 
will probably prevent it from becoming a 
cult book. The Gasp is fun to read. It is 
also highly disturbing. Remember Ray 
Davies’ song ““Twentieth Century Man:” 
“I’m a twentieth century man/ but I don’t 
want to die here.” The Gasp takes our 
metaphysical fear and makes it real.

“The Night of the Rooster” also in- 
cludes the ritualistic portrayals of the 
gambling of the guards beneath the cross, 
again a denial of the God in Christ, and 
‘an abasement and purification before a 
somber oracle which turns suddenly 

_ Savage on the supplicant, taunting him 
with blasphemous nudity and cruel 
laughter. These harsh images are more 
succesful than their vaguely pagan 
counterparts which include demon 
destruction and the worship of an idol. 

Also effective in terms of sheer macabre 


is the picture of the ‘‘gathering together to 
ask the Lord’s blessing’. As the Lord 
hangs there on his cross, seemingly 
oblivious to gentle supplication, the peo- 
ple become hostile, insistent, and finally 
take to tossing bread at the body which 
tears itself from the cross, descends, and 
falls ravenously on the bread at His feet. 

Sakakeeny’s work is always powerful 


-but it seldom panders, even to the self- 


consciously symbol-happy “arty set’’ who 
will insist on piecing it together intellec- 
tually like a crossword puzzle. When 
“The Night of the Rooster’’ has 


eliminated this *lement of conceptual 


posturing and surrenders to itself at a 
more primitive visual/emotional level, 


then it will be finished.

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Books: Scramble

As the second section of Thomas 
Pynchon's novel Gravity's Rainbow 
opens, a handsome American soldier 
meets a winsome Dutch girl on the beach 
at Nice, wartime, 1944. If it sounds like a 
simple and pretty moment from a popular 
fiction, consider what it becomes in 
Pynchon’s restless hands. They do not 
meet on the boardwalk or at the ice con- 
cession, they meet when Tyrone Slothrop 
rescues Katje Borghesius from the ten- 
tacles of an offshore octopus. Of course, 
both the octo and the girl are trained 
agents of a group studying Slothrop’s 
pattern of sexual response for lines of cor- 
relation with the site and timing of Ger- 
man V-2 rocket firings. Katje, though 
working with British intelligence, is also 
former mistress of and operative for a 
Nazi rocket mogul named Weissman and 
it just so happens that it is Weissman’s 
rocket, the 00000, which is the object of 
Slothrop’s continental quest, 
simultaneously a quest for his own past 
(his role in a Pavlovian experiment done 
by Jamf at Harvard in Slothrop’s infancy, 
prior to Jamf’s return to German aero- 
science) and a quest carried on separately 
by two other parties — a Herero 
tribesman names Enzian, who is another 
former lover of Weissman’s, and 
Tchitcherine, a Russian and -the 
legitimate white half-brother of: Enzian. 

This is how Pynchon works, like a mad 
freeform electrician tying in all his lines, 
fudging the connections with potent con- 
trivance. It is both technique and theme 
in Pynchon’s paranoid cosmos that 
“Everything is some kind of plot.” 
Because the author obfuscates 
furiously and clarifies at his leisure, one 
reads the first hundred pages in utter con- 
fusion, then sails through the long middle 
with a growing sense of enlightenment 
and unity, before the book finally beaches 
on its own windy symbolism and the 
reader attains only a higher state of confu- 
sion. 

The novel turns on the symbolism of 


the German V-2 Rocket and on the 
various ways people relate to it. It is 
primarily a symbol of death and the 
death-wish, bound to fall along gravity’s 
rainbow arc, but it is also a phallic symbol 
whose feminine counterpart is the zero 
point at target center, so that in flight it is 
imaged “burning, toward a terminal 
orgasm’’. Both Slothrop’s healthy 
American lust and Weissman’s decadent 
old-world perversions are linked quite 
literally to the deathly firing of these 
rockets. Sex and Death, Book the Nth. 
The V-2 is also emblematic of 
technological advances in general and as 
such is a measure of the brilliance which 
attends the decline of empires. Pynchon 
makes clear that German and U.S. 
history are one, that, in fact he is writing a 


symbolic history of the modern world and. 


that the opening scene of the novel (in 
which London is evacuating under siege) 
is an apocalyptic keynote for the move- 
ment of the times. The War is a watershed 
in this history but the larger siege goes on 
beyond the war for those who argue, in the 
novel, that the war was simply a vehicle 
in'a Walter Rathenau-styled vision of the 
postwar world as a “rational structure in 
which business would be the true, the 
rightful authority”. If it is true that a 
rocket-cartel ‘that spans oceans and sur- 
face politics’ rules the world and that the 
production of “real pain” is essential to 


the planned economy, then it is left to the 


outsiders, lonely missionaries like Enzian, 
Tchitcherine, and Slothrup, to battle in 
futility against the ‘‘Them” in Pynchon’s 
ongoing paranoid division. The author 
falls shy of proclaiming the pessimistic 
view an historical truth, but he is in clear 
sympathy with fellow satirists like Heller, 
Barthelme and Vonnegut in deploring the 
logical positivism of the power elite. 
Reason, as Barthelme understated, has 
suffered partial discredit”. 

Pynchon touched on the same theme in 
V., which is most memorable as a tricky 
novel of hanging out and getting by, and 


in The Crying of Lot 49,whichis in noway 
memorable. Gravity's Rainbow is more 
serious, more disturbed, more informed 
(not to mention a lot longer, and V. was 
itself no marvel of condensation). In love 
primarily with his own sophistication, 
however, Pynchon would not write a sim- 
ple doomsday fable. Alternatives and cor- 
rectives to the cosmic paranoia are 
everywhere — in the existential sugges- 
tion that “‘nothing is connected”’ after all, 
that life is simply meaningless, in all that 
lusting and all those highs (“The party 
never stops in a Pynchon fiction, it just 
gets more decadent, like the world), in the 
Manichean possibility that there are two 
technologies vying, one for good (Enzian) 
and the other for evil (Weissman), and 
even in Weissman’s pregnant pause 
before the final firing, wherethe minister 
of deathyearns for love, something 
hopeful, away from “the cycle of infection 
and death.”’ But Pynchon finds “nothing 
so loathesome as a sentimental surrealist” 
and won’t be one: the final word, 
Weissman’s Tarot, is ‘““The World” and 
we are instructed to look for the culture of 
death in high places, at the controls. 
Gravity’s Rainbow is a big book, 
already hailed as a masterwork, the 
highest-priced novel in history (oh, those 
international literary-cartels). Its 
qualities are impressive and in a way 
overpowering. Pynchon knows so much, is 
so facile with the knowledge, and he 
writes nothing bland. Its vast and wordy 
vision will be compared to Nabakov and 
to Joyce, though it actually invites a more 
useful reference to Melville’s Moby Dick 
in scope and concern. Like that novel, it 
takes as its secret ironic motto.a perver- 
sion of the baptism — “In the name of the 
cathode, the anode, and the holy grid’’ — 
and makes that perversion the heart 
theme, the theme of destructive intellec- 
tual pride, man wrestling God for domi- 
nion. The imagery of whiteness (death), 
the reams of technologese, the quest motif 
(Pynchon appoints any number of Ahabs) 


in all its obsessive grandeur...it is almost 
as if in writing a book so excessively, so 
consciously “major”, Pynchon purposely 
turned to the classic for footing. Even 
their flaws seem shared; the density, the 
obscurantism, the narcissistic indulgence 
and elaboration. 


_ But for all of Pynchon’s rich talent, 
there is something solid, religious, in 
Moby Dick, something flimsy in Gravity’s 
Rainbow. His excesses are infinitely more 
frivolous than Melville’s (likely on pur- 
pose) and his humor is much less natural. 
The incessant song-and-dance routines 
(in which life imitates not art but the 
entertainment industry) make a grating 
and overdone device and, like much of 
Pynchon’s humor, are too forced to be 
funny. The phunny names are not very 
funny either and his obsession with 
worldliness is carried to predictable ex- 
tremes (Must even the jello be black- 
market?). 


Recognizably human moments rarely 
emerge from the diamond brilliance of the 
narrative. The excellent story of Pokler, a 
subtly blackmailed conscience-splayed 


- Nazi engineer, is a special occasion and 


validates the rest in much the same way 
Jackson Pollack’s early work validates 
the abstraction, showing that the artist is 
beyond our depth rather than below it; 
whether for better or worse is more his 
business, his cross. Still, Pynchon is left 
with the problem of a surface brilliance 
kept so lively that few of the showy 
vignettes stand out, there is no modula- 


tion. And in many ways the book is 


tiresome; it does go on. 


Pynchon is the Fran Tarkenton of fic- 
tion, scrambling, scribbling madly for 
position, astonishing us with his agility 
and invention, broadening our sense of 
the game and its boundaries, but after all 
is said and done ending up with the same 
ball at the seme line of scrimmage, enemy 
of the mundane but also the master of 
wasted motion. O

Tube Talk

WGBH (channel 2), which has 
been crying the blues about their

Ravel’s .Daphnis and Chloe (see 
Hot Dots). “‘Whether these im- 
ages are relative to anyone else 
but me is something that has to 
be found out,” said Hays. 

I found out at a preview last 
week. Most generously, the 
videosynthesizer is superfluous; 
more realistically, it’s down- 


right painful and distracting to 
watch. The camera stays close to 
the musicians as they perform or 
wait for their entrance; it cuts to 
the ‘conductor, Michael Tilson 
Thomas enraptured by the 


music. Then bang. Switch to the 
synthesizer, and the picture we 
had of human beings creating 
and being moved by music is 
replaced by geometrical light 
patterns marching along x, y and 
z coordinates. 

Apart from the fact that’ com- 
puterized light swirls are no 
where as exciting as people are 
— intellectual abstractions are 
rarely as exciting as nature — 
the images have a diluting effect 
on the music. Consistently, when 
the videosynthesizer images 
came on the screen it was hard to 
keep track of the music. 

Though such experiments 
might be intriguing artistically, 
they have not gone beyond the 
most maudlin of naturalistic art. 
Hays’ described one set of video- 
imagery in this way: “It 
represented the dark night 
feelings I got from the music.” 
The trouble of all of this is not 
what WGBH tried this experi- 
ment, but they are commited to 
it. “There’s going to be a video- 
workshop ‘program this May, 
featuring the synthesizer,’ said 
one executive. ‘That’. where 
we're going.”
